Minister concerned jis not ready with the answer, he may say so. In such cases the written 
answer when ready may be placed on the table on any subsequent day, and no supplementary 
questions shall be asked on such answers”. In the light of this procedure which you, Mr. 
Speaker, have laid down, the Ministers need not reply any question at all. 


Mr: Speaker: In regard to the Minister's replies that the answers are not ready in 
respect of some of the questions Mr. Elankath pointing out that that method of answering is 
unsatisfactory has asked for a ruling as to the propriety and wisdom of the procedure which 
permits such replies, No doubt, Ministers must see to it that oral answers are given to as 
many questions as possible. But whether all the questions admitted for the day or only 
questions for which the Ministers are ready with answers are printed in the list circulated for 
the day it does not make any difference as to which or how many questions are orally answered 
every day. Ineither case the Ministers will give oral answers only to questions for which 
answers are ready. The only difference probably is that in the latter case the Ministers can 
avoid openly announcing that the answers are not ready for some of the questions called for 
answer, The procedure now adopted is therefore quite alright and does not call for any change.

. FOUNDATION ROCK AT PEECHI DAM SITE . ; 

Location.—The Peechi dam site about 15 miles east of Trichur. (58 B/2—10'31' 
76°12 30") is located on the Pulakal Thodu, also known as Manali Ar (river containing a lot 
of sand) further downstream. Pattikad (58 B/6—10°33’ : 76°20’) situated on the Trichur- 
Palaghat road is the nearest important village to the dam site and is about five miles north-west 
of it From here a new road has been laid to the dam site, and it is being maintained very 
well, . .

infall of th ~The average annual yainfall at Trichur for 18 years from 19 
1948 info 9300 caches which is fairly high. During this period the minimum fall was 90 
inches in 1945 and a maximum of 161 inches was recorded in the year 1933. . 


Agricultural benefits--The project known as the Peechi Irrigation Scheme involves the 
construction’of adam across the Manali Ar to impound its waters, and envisages the conversion 
of 12,000 acres of waste lands and parambas (dry lands) into paddy flats. It will furth er af ° 

-irrigation facilities for the raising of a second crop in 4,000 acres of single crop lands an) or 
supplementing supply to 10,000 acres of existing double crop lands whenever needed. ater 
will also be available for ‘kole’ and ‘Puncha’ lands during periods of drought in summer. 
Provision is also made to supply drinking water for Trichur town. 


Estimated cost of the scheme and eapected return.—The estimated cost of the scheme i's 
about 150 lakhs rupees. The expenses will be fully justified taking into consideration t ie 
expected increase in food production amounting to at least 15,000 tons of rice annually. his 
~ will go a long way to improve the acute food position in the State, which is none too satisfactory 
at present. ‘ 

Engineering details-The dam to be constructed will be a masonry dam of the gravity 
type. Its height will be 130 ft. from the deepest bed level, and the crest length 750 feet. 
‘The catchment area is about 40 sq. miles. The capacity of the reservoir will be 3900 im, eft. 
The water from the reservoir will be led by two main channels on either side of the bank having 
a total length of 32 miles. , 

Spillway.—Considering the high precipitation and _a limited catchment it may be expected 
that the flood discharge will be fairly appreciable. To deal with this surplus water during floods 
the masonry dam will have an overflow section, 180 feet long (tentative) capable, of discharging 
12,906 cusecs (the probable maximum flood discharge). - 

Geology of the dam site area.—From Pattikad (58 B/6—10°33’ ; 76°20’) southwards till 
the crossing of the Manali river rock exposures are rare, the entire place being covered by thick 
soil capping. Outcrops of charnockite are noticed occassionally, After crossing the Manali 
river the road to the dam site rises up a hill for over a mile. This area is a stretch of red. soil. 
However, rock exposures are seen at intervals, They are follated greises and show jointing. 
They also exhibit erratic weathering. Places where there is a thick soil cover are utilised for 
paddy cultivation. The forests here are fairly well wooded and are a chief source of revenue 
to the State. : 


: ~The abutment hills and the bed of the river show chiefly granite and granite gneiss. These 
rocks have developed banding and foliation roughly ENE-WSW with steep dips (65° ). towards 
SSE (upstream). The right abutment hill shows this strike and dip very clearly. The rocks 
in the left abutment though gneissic in places a re more granitic and massive, and fairly fresh. 
They are medium to coarse grained, rarely fine grained. The granite-gneiss.is light pink due 
to the presence of flesh coloured felspar. This rock contains a green amphibole. Black mica 
(biotite) is fairly common in the more gneissic type of the rocks. There is a dark Icoking rock, 
biotite gneiss, which occurs either as lenticles or pockets in the granite-gneiss. This is invariably 
softer than the light coloured granite-gneiss. . : 


Joints in the rock.—The country rock in the dam site area shows well developed jointing, 
master joints trending NNW-SSE have a steep dip (65°) towards WSW, and are exactly 
normal to the foliation strike. They run across the dam alignment. East to west joints are 
also fairly prominent. In addition to these, there are also irregular.joints, both vertical and 
horizontal. The joints appear to be open-ones in many places. Besides these, there are two 
prominent fissure-like shear zones in the bed of the river, which are described below. and: which 
heed ‘special attention at the hands of the engineers. . : coat 


_ ‘Geological details‘as exposed by excavation from abutment to abutment.—(Plate 3). The dami 
‘aligement 18 E.10°N. W.10°S Starting from the western hill (left abutment hill) the description 
is as follows: From 300 fect contour to 270 ft. contour the hill slope is gentle and debris 
covered. The excavation starts roughly from C.S, No, 3. 


Lone of soft rock at the base of left abutment—(Plate 2, Mark A).—The engineers were 
very muchi concerned with this zone of soft rock occuring at the base of the left abutment. 
This zone runs N. 25°W and abuts against the weathered rock of the left abutment hill on. the 


downstream side of thedam. This marrow zone gets narrower on the upstream side, The 
maximum width of this is 15 ft, which narrows down toa couple of feet in the south; . finally

this disappears under the country rock. Excavation in this zone has gone down to about 10 
feet but so far compact and herd rock has not been touched, Two chips of rock believed to 
have come from the bottom of this zone, ie., below 2 feet of the present excavation level, were 
shown tous. They resemble the country rock, a granite-geneiss, and are quite fresh. 

The two sides of this cleaved area expose quite fresh, massive, jomted gneiss. The rock 
that is actually being dug out from this place is a dark looking one, highly fractured and shows 
slickensiding. There is also a lot of chloritic material along the planes of fracture. A thin 
section of this rock examined under the microscope revealed the following characteristics. The 
rock is similar to the pink granitic: rocks found on either side of the excavation. The chief 
difference is that this rack shows the presence of abundance of biotite which has been altered to 
chlorite. The felspars in it are cloudy and highly weathered. The biotite has been squeezed 
along certain directions and the felspars have developed cracks in addition to cleavage. All 
these factors and the marks of stickensiding suggest that this narrow zone is a zone of shear. It is 
also not unlikely that this might be the result of a local minor fault but definite evidence which 
might have been present between the soft and hard rocks are not noticeable now as the 
excavation in this zone has progressed far enough. : oo, 

However, from the details available the following opinion can expressed about this zone, 
which appears like a sort of fissure. This narrow zone of soft rock in be between two massive 
graitic exposures is undoubtedly a shear zone and is probably the result of the movement of the 
invading magma and its subsequent cooling and developing joints, etc. The fact that the 
fractured material occurring in this zone is only a variation of the country rock lends support to 
the view that the effect is only local, confined to one rocktype. Further, this is the course along 
which the river appears to follow during the greater part of the year and consequently the water 
has penetrated along fractures and joints and has considerably accelerated the process of 
alteration, The presence of chlorite in large quantities along fracture planes and in the body 
of the rock is an important factor contributing to the softness of the rock.. Due to the causes 
detailed above the rock has become susceptible to easy quarrying. 


As pointed out in the previous paragraph, if the fracture, shearing and joints are due to 
movement and contraction due to cooling of the intruding granitic material then can be 
assumed that this fractured zone is likely to close in depth particularly below the reach of the 
ground water table. The two fresh rock ships mentioned in paragraph 13, and reported to 
have been got from a bore hole put down in this zone in a way supports the above opinion. 
But it is hazardous to base one’s conclusions on a single piece of evidence. It is, therefore, 
recommended that a few bore holes be sunk at intervals of 20 feet’ at the bottom of this zone 
after completing excavation of the soft material. - 

There is another narrow zone of weakness just east of the above, in the bed of the river 
and about 40 feet N. 10 N of C.S.No. 13A. Starting from the dam alignment it extends 
north-eastwards and then turns eastwards further downstream. The engineers have completely 
excavated this portion. It is about | to 1} feet wide and 5 to 8 feet deep. It tapers at both 
ends and merges completely with the country rock. The material removed from this zone 1s 
similar to the pink, granitic rock found on either side of it. Thin streaks of weathered micaceous 
gneiss is also found here. The rocks at this particular spot are much fractured having under- 
gone crushing and shearing. Minor zones of crushing occur elsewhere in this region. Such 
phenomena are common in ancient crystalline rocks and need not cause any apprehension to the 
engineers. The cleared portion must be completely filled with concrete. 


In bore hole 3 at 138 feet M.S.L. there is no core recovery for a couple of feet. This 
soft rock zone is exposed now nearer the right abutment and descends gently towards the left 
(western) side of the dam. The soft rock 4 inches thick at 135 feet in bore hole Z is perhaps 
the continuation of the soft rock met with at hole 3. In bore hole | algo soft rock is report 
-at 133 feet and at 125 feet. -This soft rock (plate 3, Mark C) is kept moist by water seeping 


through the joints. It is advised that for dam foundation the excavation be carried down we 
below this soft rock zone. 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


_(@) As described earlier the bed rock which is a granite-gneiss when fresh is quite sound 
and will prove quite satisfactory to found the proposed masonry dam, 130 feet high, The 
crushing strength of the two different rock types, viz. the light coloured granite-gneiss and the 
dark biotite gneiss have been found to be in the neighbourhood of 800 tons and 300 tons per 
#q. foot respectively. When fresh they are. practically imperivous and quite safe. 
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chi dam alignment runs E. 10° N—W 10° S. The foliation strike x 

granite oneie ete sw and dip 65° towards SSE. The steep upstrearn dip is a 
favourable factor in effectively minimising the percolation of water. he ‘ht 

(c) The depth of weathering is very irregular as could be seen close ‘9, t he righ 
abutment between C.S. Nos.25 and 26 where it is 45 feet deep so far exposed (Plate 3, ark " . 
The engineers expect weathered rock for another 15 feet. Excepting this place the rest of the 
dam alignment as exposed now reveals farily good rock, The excavation here is not yet 
complete, and it should be carried down till hard sound rock is met with. . d layer 

(d) At the base of C.S. No. 19 in the right abutment there is a thin decomposed laye’ 
(Plates 2 and 3, Mark D) stretching N--S across the dam, It is about 2 feet wide and tapers 
at both ends. At least 5 feet in this rock should be excavated and back filled with concrete. 


(e) The rock in this area is jointed. The master joints strike NNW. SSE and dip 65° 
towards WSW. They run exactly normal to the foliation strike. Besides, E—W joints are 
also noticed. There are some irregular joints also. All these joints, especially the master joints 
running across the dam are possible planes along which the percolation from the reservoir may 
take place. During the examination of the foundation rock we found both closed an 
open joints. A detailed examination of these joints followed by a process of thorough pressure 
grouting (as proposed by the engineers) should be carried out as the work progresses to make 
the foundation quite impervious. : . ot 

The main problem facing the engineers is the gap at the base of the left abutment 
and. how best it could be tackled. This has been dealt with in detail im paragraphs 13 to 16. 
This narrow band running roughly parallel to the NNW—SSE master joints is 15 feet wide 
at its maximum. Northwards it disappears under the weathered rock in the left abutment. 
Southwards it narrows down toa couple of feet and finally gets lost under the main country 
rock. The rock that is being excavated in this zone is a dark biotite (largely altered to chlorite) 
granite-gneiss, highly fractured showing slickensides also. ‘These facts indicate the intentse 
crushing to which this zone has been subjected. It is expected that this crushed zone will 
disappear in depth and very likely the granite-gneiss will be met with deeper down. It is 
recommended that as far as possible all the loose material that can’ be removed by pickaxe be 
cleared and then bore holes sunk all along the excavated gap at every 20 feet interval. It is 
further recommended that after touching hard rock. Some of the holes should be taken down 
to at least 50 feet in hard and fresh rock, The southernmost hole which may happen to be 
located on the upstream toe of the dam should however go deeper down, say 75 feet. The 
data furnished by this hole will be a guide as to the nature of the rock and the jointing present 
at that place. If fresh and sound rock is met with here within reasonable depth, the Chief 
problem that confronts the engineers at present can be successfully dealt with. 


The other shear zone described in paragraph 17 has been almost cleared and this is not 
expected to give any trouble. There are also one or two fissures parallel to the master joints 
observed in the right abutment. These appear to close in depth and are not likely to cause any 
weakness provided effective grounting is done. 

: ) No folding was observed in the gneisses. 


(h) Building the Peechi dam is quite feasible provided all the unfavourable factors 
outlined above are dealt with effectively.

The Hon'ble Sri, T. K. Narayana Pillai: Not today. 
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The United State of Travancore and Cochin Administration and 
Application of Laws Bill 


The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 1 rise to introduce the United State of 
‘Travancore and Cochin Administration and Application of Laws Bill. In doing so, | may be 
permitted to make certain observations. This bill is intended to replace Ordinance! of 1124 
and to continue the existing laws of Travancore and Cochin until they are repealed or modified 
by competent authority. As each piece of legislation integrating the laws of the two States in 
respect of any matter is passed by the Legislature and comes into force, the existing law relating 
to that matter will cease to have effect. The new provision has been included in the bill as 
sub-clause (3).of clause 8. This sub-clause provides that suits by or against the person or pro- 
perty of the Ruler of Cochin including the Palliyara Muthalpidi Estate, the Nithyachilavy 
and the Nedumittam Devaswam which are directly managed by the Ruler of Cochin shall be 
instituted in the name of an agent appointed for the purpose and notified by the Ruler of 
Cochin in the gazette of the United State. If this is not done, the Ruler himself will have to 
sign plaints and written statements. The appeals arise from the authorised agents of His 
Highness the Maharaja for such purposes under the Government of Cochin Act for the repeal of 
which the necessity for this provision has arisen. 

The other provisions are explanatory and are intended to be in operation only till the Jaws 
of the two States are integrated. With these observations, | beg permission to introduce 
this bill. 

The Hon'ble Sri. A.J. John : | second it. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I wish to make one or two observations in regard to this bill, To 
me it appears that this bill does not take into account what has transpired since the appointed 
day. ‘The existing law of Travancore and the existing law of Cochin are defined to mean any 
law in force immediately prior the appointed day in Travancore or Cochin, except the Interim 
Constitution Act of Travancore and the promulgation convening the Representative Body of 
Travancore and of Cochin. If we read this as it is worded, it would mean that these laws that 
have been repealed or ceased to be enforced after the appointed day could be enforced when 
this is passed. For instance, the news-paper Act has been repealed. The prohibition against 
execution, that Act has been out of force for the expiry of the term. This clause, as it is worded, 
will cover such laws also. So that has to be modified to exclude such laws, laws that were 
enforced and have not ceased to be in operation subsequently. Of course, today we 
are legislating. When the ordinance was passed, it was all right. The thing began ona 
particular day, that appointed day, and on that day the wording was quite all right, but the 
thing has transpired subsequent to the appointed day and before this day, So, we must take 
into account such facts also. 

Then. in clause 3, we speak of the territories of Cochin and of Travancore. That will 
apply to all the civil laws but we have also the law relating to the State Forces, The Cochin 
law is different from that of Travancore. Now should there not be one law for that? If the 

law relating to the State forces also will be included, the Jaw in Travancore and the law in 
Cochin may not be sufficient. . The State Forces of Cochin are also here now. So we cannot 
speak of the territories. So that has got to be examined, , 


Whether Section 6 is comprehensive enough is a question that has to be considered. It says 
that officers will administer the law of Travancore and also of Cochin. Is it enough? What about 
the laws that have been made uniform—I mean the laws applicable to the entire territory of the 
United State of Tiavaricore and Cochin? I wish to know whether hereafter our laws are to be 
called the laws of 1125 and so on or those of 1949 and so on. Why not we have the English 
date because everything goes by the English Era now? 


__. Then again, clause 9 says the Courts of the United State shall have power for the removal of 
difficulties to interpret such laws so as to effectuate the purposes intended by this Act. 
Whether all courts should be invested with such power is a matter for consideration, 
or whether that power should be invested with the High Court, is also a matter that may be 
considered. ; 


Sri. C. V. Iyyu: I would like. to suggest that since we are codifying the laws of both the 
States, | would request the hon'ble House to consider whether all the laws, as far as possible, 
could not be brought into Ime with the laws which exist in the Indian Union, so that there 
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may not be any difficulty in further codification of laws especially when we may have an Aikya- 
Kerala which, according to Congress citcles, is imminent. (Laughter). All these attempts 
except in the matter of a few special laws which exist here, may be given up. For sometime to 
come, the existing laws in Cochin and those in Travancore may remain as they are. Till then, 
we can continue as before, making Ordinance No. | into a law, before the period of expiry of 
the Ordinance. Laws such as the Indian Criminal Procedure Code, Indian Penal Code, etc., 
can be copied mutatis mutandis. The House may consider that aspect of the question, before 
proceeding-further with the bill. 

The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: [ don't want at this statge to reply in detail to 
the criticisms that have been raised by my hon'ble friend Mr, Thanu Pillai, Even granting 
that Section 3 clause (6) is capable of the interpretation that was sought to be placed upon it, 
it is a matter that has to be gone into by the Select Committee, and it is open to the Select 
Committee to suggest suitable alterations or amendments if necessary. | therefore pray that 
the bill be referred to a-Select Committee consisting of:— ;

The United State of Travancore and Cochin General Clauses Bill 
The Hon'ble Sri, T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, I rise to introduce the General Clauses Bill 


and in doing so I want to make a few observations. 


The Bill follows mainly the provisions of the Indian General Clauses Act. 

The terms “‘Acceding State’, “Cochin”, “Financial Year”, “Government”, “Gazette”, 
“Covenant”, “Political Agent”, “Travancore” andthe “United State’ have been included 
under definitions in the Bul to facilitate short and easy references in other enactments to those 
terms, The terms “Financial Year” and ‘Year’ have also been defined, the former being 
the year commencing on the Ist day of April and the latter the year reckoned according to 
the British Calendar. : 

Clause 13 (2) has been made exhaustive. 

Clause 28 refers to the construction to be adopted whenever any expression of time occurs 
in any Act, deed or other legal instrument and it is stated therein that it shall signify the Indian 
Standard time as adopted by the Government of India. . 

Clause 30 is a precautionary provision. 

Clause 31 is intended to remove differing interpretations on the question as to whether an 
Act duly passed by the Legislature is binding on the Government as such. 

The Hon'ble Sri. A. J. John: I second it. 

Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: May I know the date of the printed volume? . 

The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: That can be found from the volumes already in 
the possession of the hon’ble member. . 


Sri A. Thanu Pillai: That is a matter which | know well. But there are many printed 
volumes here. I wanted to ascertain the date from my friends near about but -they could not 
reply to it. I have now a word to say on the matter. The volume referred to was circulated 
only today and I had not the time to look into it. I asked my friends about the matter 
and they too could not answer my query. I ask, am I to refer to Shakespear's Works, or 
the Works of Kalidasa or Mahabharatha or what. Why this kind of feeling should be shown? 


Letus he more courteous. Let us respect each other. 


The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 1 never thought that so much heat will be 
generated in this minor matter, I was trying to find out the. information. a 
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Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: How it is a minor matter I fail to see, There are many printed 
volumes supplied to us only today. 

The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: As I said I was trying to find 
out the information. This bill is printed in the volume containing 18 bills and the date 
is 25th of November. ; 

Sri. P. S. Natavaja Pillai: I have to submit a word on this matter before the House, 
Unfortunately, Sir, the Gazette-Extraordinary published under date 25th of November contains 
the General Clauses Bill and that was delivered to the members yesterday evening. As far as 
I am concerned, I got a copy of it between 2 and 3 p.m. yesterday, the 28th November. But 
the date on the Bill is put as 25th November. Evidently the Bill was printed at Ernakulam 
and sent over here, The Preliminary agendi that was circulated from the Assembly Office 
bears the date 11th November 1949 and this bill is not put down in it as one of the items of 
legislative business. Later on in the agenda of 23th November this Bill is found included. In 
these circumstances | would respectfully submit to this House and the Chair that however 
capable the hon’ble members may be, to go through the provisions of it at least once and under- 
stand the same, some time is needed. As far as J am concerned I was not able to study these 
because they were so voluminous and were placed into our hands only yesterday and today we 
are now called upon to discuss the general principles outlining it. If the official benches had at 
least taken care to stick to the prelimmary list of business circulated on the I Ith, the sequence 
of the arrangement can be well appreciated. But that has not been done. This bill is one 
which has not been included in that agenda. There is a new series of bills circulated in the 
agenda of the 28th November for which sufficient notice has not been given. In these circum- 
stances I would place for the consideration of the Chair and the Treasury Benches whether in 
fairness to lagging members who are not so well up in the legislative matters some time should 
not be allowed for them to study these and make their observations. Therefore, I request the 
Chair to have these discussions taken up another day so as to have a useful discussion on the 
matter. It is not a new piece of legislation that is sought to be introduced. This is only a 
codification of the existing law prevailing in the States of Cochin and Travancore. For these 
reasons I urge that the discussion on this matter may stand postponed to some other day. 
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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, [ may just make one observation. ‘I thouglit I was a bit at 
fault when I put a question a little while ago for eliciting information. I then really did not 
know of the existence of three volumes which contained all these bills. I thought there was 
only one volume wherein all the bills find printed. Therefore such an answer from the Chie 
Minister was not welcome. Now it is found that there are three volumes which contains the 
publication of all the bills mentioned in the preliminary list of legislative business for the 
session. I know that most of these bills will have to he considered. Whatever that be, in the 
first list of preliminary: legislative business, certain bills were mentioned and that was issued 
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under date 11th November. Personally speaking, I may tell the House that the Secretary was 
good enough to send such a list to my Delhi address. So I was aware of the matter.. There 
was no mention of the Ceneral Clauses Bill init. I may submit to the House that I am aware 
‘of certain formalities to be followed in such circumstances for a long time as I happened to be 
a member of the legislature then, At short notice certain emergent measures may have to be 
considered and so on. Whatever be that, I do not think I will be able to deal with this Bill at 
this stage in the way in which it is now sought to be done. Naturally, about non-lawyers I 
enquire how can they expect to deal with such a measure. The reasonable course is either to 
put off all bills or to proceed with consideration of bills found in the first list that was sent to 
the members on I!th November. On a perusal of that I myself am surprised to see that out 
of 11 bills only three need consideration now. Excuse me when I say about the utter inefh-. 
ciency ignorance displayed by the Law Ministry and the Law Office of the Assembly in this 
context, It is very well known that we are part of Indian Union, We have discussed that 
matter in this Assembly and realised that the Union Constitution will. bind us. “We ourselves 
have passed a resolution to that effect. Having known that, most of these bills are either of 
central category or those appearing in the concurrent list. Then I ask, why the Law Office 
wasted their time and our time by giving such an imperfect list. However that is, there are 
now some bills in the first list which can be considered and referred to the Committee, follow« 
ing the precedent just now adopted. There is the Vehicle Taxation Bill. The Removal of Social 
Disabilities Bill is another in point. We can consider these, The Constitution of the Indian 
Union takes effect from the 26th of January 1950 whence certain enactments will bind us. Till 
then we have our class of bills for consideration. There is the Application of Laws Bill and a 
few others. We have to take into account such measures as well. As a mistake has been com: 
mitted, we will rectify it to the extent possible. To repeat what I said, the Law Ministry is 
expected to know their business better. What is taking place in Delhi we know. Taking these 
into account what I say is, either we have to put off discussion of everything at least till to- 
morrow or such of us as can understand what is in this can proceed with discussion of certain 
bills for which adequate notice has been officially given. , 


The United State of Travancore and Cochin Removal of Civil Disabilities Bill 


The Hon’bl Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, I wish to introduce the United State of 
Travancore and Cochin Removal of Civil Disabilities Bill. This Bill is intended to enable a 
percon who loses his caste to get his rightful share in the properties in which he had a proprie- 
tory right before the loss of his caste. The loss of caste is not to be treated as a valid ground 
for forfeiture of his rights to partition of such properties. The Indian Caste Disabilities 
Removal Act, (1850, was intended to attain this result. The Bill has been go cast that taking 
advantage of its provisions no person is able to contend that ins ite of his loss of caste he is 
entitled still to be the Karanavan or Kartha of an undivided Hindu or Marumakkathayam 
family. Ordinarily every member of such a family has a right of residence in the family house 
and a right to maintenance from family funds. He is also entitled to take part in family 
functions like the performance of Shradha or the celebration of a marriage or the conduct of 
family feasts. The rights of a member of an undivided family are not confined to claiming a 
share of the family properties. There are a bundle of rights which can be said to be vested in 
an undivided member. Therefore it is considered necessary to make clear provisions regarding 
the scope and extent of the rights of a member of such a family in ths event of his conversion 
or loss of caste. Jt has therefore been provided in the Bill that the mombzr of an undivided 
family shall be deemed to have a divided status from the date of his change of religion or loss 
of caste entitling him to partition and that he shall thereafter have no other rights in the family. 
except to get his share separated. It is on this principle that the Travancore Special Marriage 
Act has provided in section 32(2) as follows:—‘Notwithsianiing anything contained in 
section 28, no person who marries under this Act shall be entitled to perform the functions of 
a Karanavan or Manager of the jo nt family or to reside in the family houses”. The Cochin 
Civil Marriage Act has also adopted the same principle in section 22 which says that “the 
marriage under this Act of any member of an undivided family shall be deemed to effect his or 
her severence from such family and” that “‘sach a person may in a suit by any other member of 
the family be compelled to separate after taking his or her share of the family properties”, Else 

; the result will be that a non-Hindu may continue to be the Karanavan or Kartha of a Joint 
Hindu or Marumakkathayam family, It is considered that while the right of a'convert to his 
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lawful share in the farnily properties should be adequately safeguarded by legislation, he should 
not be given any other right in the family. This is highly necessary in the interests of family 
peace and to avoid all confusion. A question of this nature arose in Mannadiar’s case Reported 
in 26 Cochin Law Reports, 65, and the nature of the arguments advanced on both sides in the 
case is sufficient to indicate the importance of this problem. 
The Hon’ble Sri. A. J. John: I second it. : 
_ Sri. D, Gnanasigamoni: Will not the disability be removed by the Fundamental Rights 
guaranteed by the constitution ? ; 
The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: This is not governed by the Fundamental 
ights. ee 
Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: In seconding this resolution 1 suggest that the 
Sécial Disabilities Bill be incorporated in this. Owing to historical circumstances these two 
Bills came up as separate legislation in British India. After all the Social Disabilities Bill is 
only the recognition of a civil right. Therefore when we are having integrated laws it 
would be advisable that we try to incorporate-these two Bills in the same statute, I therefore 
suggest that both the Civil Disabilities Removal Bill as well as the Social Disabilities Bill may 
be incorporated into one and then it may be placed before this House. ‘ 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the provisions of this Bill are not such as will suit the times 
and the objectives we should have in dealing with matters affecting Society. If a change in 
religion is not to affect the property rights, and the right of inheritance, I fail to see why 
a change in religion should affect or nullify other rights either. Caste is fast disappearing and 
the sooner we see its end the better. Then the question of religion alone remains. What 1s the 
harm in legislating in such away that in the same family there can be men belonging to 
different religion. There may be a Hindu, a Muslim and a Christian in the same family. 
What harm, I really ask, would come in such a case? Communal separatisim has been the 
bane of this country and all the trouble that arose in this country has its roots in it. Why not 
we at least make a humble beginning in our State so that in the same family’a Hindu brother, 
a Christian sister and a Muslim another relation, may live together. Religion is. given 
undue importance in social life. Of course Ido not deny that it has its own value. - Butit 
has its own limitations. Let us begin by recognising that after all religion is not everything. 
My religion is my own affair; it is not the affair of my brother or of my-sister or of my 
neighbour. We must be prepared to take that view in order that we may evolve some type of 
tolerance in religion. After all no catastrophe is going to happen if we adopt that method. 
I may go further and say that religion should not be made the basis for the recognition of any 
right. When we want the depressed classes people to be on the same footing as the Brahmin~ 
and the tendency is very strong in the conditions of today—such legislation is likely to be 
welcomed by the people. Let us at least have the vision to realise the position in the year 1949, 
After all it will produce no harm. Let the Christian be the karanavan of a family. If a Hindu 
member of the family wants to perform puja the karanavan is likely to agree and must 
agree in law. I do not see any reason why we should not take such a broad stand Therefore 
H suggest thet the whole thing may be recast and legislations on the lines | have suggested may 

e@ adopted. 

Coming next to the details, a man who has changed his religion has to cut off from 
the family and get his share. That would not be an enviable position for him. That is not 
the right procedure either. If you recognise religion to be the basis for cutting off from the 
family and claiming a share in the family property, then every man will try to adopt this method 
and exercise the right. Let us not give rise to such practices, Subject to the observations 
I have made I am for sending this'Bill to the Select Committee. 


Sri.N.V. Chacko: J am very happy to support the beautiful idea expressed by the 
hon’ble member Sri. Pattom Thanu Pillai. It is possible to conceive of a family including 
a number of persons professing diferent religions.. Each person need not know or should not 
be told the religion the other member follows. That is a consummation devoutly to be wished 
for ; and if we attain such a state of affairs or if legislation tends to such a condition, that will 
be a very desirable social reformation. [n the present conditions of Travancore we need not 
be afraid of any such legislation. We know that in either direction conversion may take 
place. Therefore I will be happy if in a family any. member can. follow any religion without 
losing his civil and social liberties and at the same time contributing to the welfare of 


the family. 
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Sri. N.D. Jose: Sir, it was really gratifying to note the volume of progressive opinion 
that has been given expression to in this House. I hasten to associate myself with the views 
that have been expressed here. 1 feel, Sir, that it will only be in keeping with this secular 
nature of a democratic State if religion does not impose any. disability on the believer.- It has 
been correctly expressed here that religion is a matter of personal belief. If that is accepted: 
and if the essential nature of a secular democracy is to be ‘kept, I wish, along with those who 
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have spoken here that the proviso be amended in such manner that a religion will not impose 
any disability whatever on the believe, Sir, this is an unfortunate land in which religion has 
placed an enclave upon somebody. Ido not want to dilate upon this because this is a matter 
on which much has been said and written. It is high time that religion should not be a barrier 
between man and man. Therefore I feel that this Bill which is of progressive nature should 
not be made a half hearted measure but that the proviso may be amended in such manner as 
been prcposed by the hon’ble members here. Even if there is to be difficulties and difference 
of opinion for such a measure I feel sure that with the passing of some time that will give place 
to abetter understanding and toa better state of affairs where religion will reign in the 
hearts of men. . oo. 

Therefore in supporting this Bill I feel, Sir, ‘that the proviso will be amended according to 
the suggestion given expression to. 
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Sri. M. Govindan: Sir, 1 support this Bill. In doing so | have to differ from some of 
my friends here who have suggested that the proviso is unnecessary. My impression is that 
the proviso is very necessary because the fact cannot be denied that caste distinction prevails in 
this place, but there is one thing, We should not encourage it. For that I would make 
& suggestion that the right to reside in the same house should not be denied to people because 
of conversion to Christianity, Hinduism and Mohammedanism, As everyone knows that as 
matters stand at present the right to divide exists now in the Marumakkathayam family also. 
When a suit for partition is going .on and before the decree is obtained for the partition the 
members should have the right to live in the Tharavattu house, although the status of jointness 
may not exist. When aman who is a Hindu wants to. become a Christian he must not be. 
deprived of his right to live in the family house. Ag matters stand at present conversion may. 
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declaration of intention to divide. In another 15 years’ time we may see things 
be taken as 2 ecm the matter of division of status. I would therefore suggest a modification is 
the proviso, so as to include the right to live in the same house, even after a member has 
declared his conversion to another religion. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: At this time when we are standing at the threshold of a new 
India with secular democracy aS its guiding star, itis nothing surprising that we have a bill of 
this kind, for our consideration. We are envisaging an Indian Nation and a secular State, a 
nation which will not be divided by the so-called communal differences _and a nationalism 
which will not be marked by religious rivalry. That I can understand. The citizens of the 
State must have equal rights as far as their civil and political rights are concerned. - But facing 
facts as they are, today, there are different systems of mheritance in the country based upon 
religion; that is an inescapable fact. We know it. There is a Hindu system of inheritance, a 
Muhammedan system of inheritance and there is the Christian succession. A system of in« 
heritance, where the principle of inheritance is based on the historical accident of religious con- 
ception. I can very well understand a civil code of inheritance for all the citizens of India— 
that will be a fundamentally correct position, to handle this question of civil rights. When the 
State allows particular systems of inheritance for particular sects of people, and gives them the 
validity of law for that, we have to take into consideration whether it will be right for us to 
change the personal law of the people by a simple provision in special piece of legislation. There 
are, I know it, and there have been I think, attempts to introduce a civil code for the whole of 
India affecting all citizens of India. The system of inheritance will then be rationalised and 
then it will not be based upon the conception of religious duties or religious systems. Why I 
stress so Sir, is that to my limited knowledge, the system of inheritance in the Hindu Mithak- 
shara Law is based upon religious conception. If we are going to change it by a special legis- 
lation which is called the removal of disability—what disability 1 do not know—a removal of 
that disability will fundamentally affect the law of inheritance of that section of Hindus. At 
the present day, it will be more wise and more useful and perhaps even very necessary to have 
a civil code for all the people of the Indian Nation. 
| Sri. P. M. Varghese: Will my hon'ble friend say whether Muslims have got similar 
laws 2 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am not a lawyer to go into the technical aspects of the 
question of the law of succession. To the best of my knowledge, the system of Hindu inherit- 
ance differs from that of the other two major religions of the State. The three major religions— 
Hindu, Muslim and Christian —have laws of inheritence which differ much from each other. 

Sahib Bahadur V. A. Abdul Aziz: May I know whether a similar bill has been on the 
Statute Book of India for the last 70 yeara? . 


_ Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: True, Sir, not to the extent to which we are envisaging in 
this bill. My hon’ble friend may have seen it. I only wanted to place before this House the 
fact that what we want at present isa radical change to unify and simplify the law of inheritence. 
It is necessitated by the political democracy and the independence which India has secured at 
present and to evolve a unified nation. That fact we cannot forget. If that be the case, there 
must he a re-adjustment of all those various ideals of the people whe live in this country. We 
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should not give scope for separatism. Separatism based upon religion or any other conception 
js bad. If that is a fact, and if religion is to be a personal matter of the individual, then the 
system of inheritance must be common to all. That is the necessity and as I was saying there 
have been attempts to frame a civil code for India which will be applicable to all. We may 
welcome it. But before that, to solve that problem by this approach of removing of a disability 
which is aa accident of historic conditions, and the result of the evolution of a particular society 
with a particular system of inheritance based on certain social conceptions, is to say the least is 
unjust. 1 doubt whether in these circumstances it will be advisable to change it to the exent we 
have envisaged in this bill. Yet, in the advanced secularism which is coming fast upon us and 
which we have been welcoming also, | will not stend in the way of the bill becoming law if suffi 
cient opportunity is given for public opinion to be mobilised. That is the one point which I 
wish to urge before the Treasury Benches. Sir, it is true a bill kas been framed and placed 
before us. Whether public opinion has been mobilised and whether there is public support for 
it and whether there is a genuine willingness to co-operate, whether we are. going to exercise the 
political power to make the people accept it, are questions for consideration, The bill has been 
before us only for a month. In these circumstances and under the conditions in which the 

Government Gazette is being published and distributed, I would request the Treasury Benches 

to consider the necessity of circulating this bill for public opinion and after allowing sufficient 
time for the people to register their opinion and it will then be time to consider the bill. After 
the first introduction, I would request the Treasury Benches to circulate the bill for public 
‘opinion and take into consideration the further stages of the bill later on in another session, 
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The Motion was put and carried,

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: We have not seen the Bill. 

Mr. Speaker : Cannot the Hon'ble Member take up any one of the ten Bills.in respect 
of which the hon’ble members were supplied with copies earlier. The other bills may stand 


over for tomorrow. —

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. Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, while supporting this Bill, | may express my regret 
that the Hon’ble the Premier has not cared to refer to my suggestion if these two bills could 
Dot be considered together. I do not put it down as his deliberate discourtesy and I think in 
answering the discussion of this Bill he will consider the possibility of these two bills being put 
together. Now let me make myself clear. I want to say that because there were civil disabili- 
ties or not, this bill came up before this house a few decades ago when there was trouble owing 
to the conversion of a few members of Hindu zeligion to Christianity. It is in order to remove 
the disabilities consequent on that, the bill was introduced when progressive ideas came round 
and humanitarian notions became more and more current in the country, people though it was 
Preporturous that a fellow should be kept at a distance or should not be allowed to have access to 
places of public worship. Then it was that the other bill was passed. I am only paraphrasing 
the historic reasons under which these two bills came to be passed at two subsequent times. 
Whether a ran should be free from social disabilities can be asscertained from a Court of law. 
It is « civil right which would be enforced bya Court of law. Any infringement would be 

unished by a Court of law. That is why I have the temerity to suggest that if there is no 

gxl objection these two bills should be considered together. 
It is in the fitness of thin; 


. . : gs touse a little originality and commonsense in consonance 
with the time. It involves no oat san mn 


specialized skill. But that does not mean that my suggestion 
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should not be considered by the Chief Minister when it comes to the matter of reply to dis- 
cussions. As the hon’ble member who spoke before me suggested, in Section 4, | find that the 
word “Hindu” need not be introduced. Now unfortunately in our country, the problem of 
castes and sub-sects is not completely solved. Even among other religionists, some of them are 
following castes, or at least something which has semblance to castes. We know that among 
Christians and although theoretically there is no caste, still there is caste. Now the question 
is whether they would be included in this. When the depressed class Hindu can have the 
luxury of going to public oracles (1 am not speaking about the saloon man (laughter) or can 
have the privilege of getting his clothes pressed in 1 publ ic laundry, when the so-called depressed 
class Hindu gets such privileges, then why should we deny it to a Christian, simply because he 
happens to be aChristian. Iam one who believes in ordinary democracy. There are some 
people who consider that they are socially inferior to others. 

The fact is that there are social differences existing in our country. Therefore it is better 
to omit the word “Hindu” from section 4 and add some words like some caste or sect or deno~ 
mination. By putting such words we can bring in all classes of people to whichever religion 
they belong. It is better to omit the word ‘Hindu’ so as to make it applicable to all classes of 
Indian subjects in the Union. 


I believe that this Bill will have no application to religious institutions, but will have refer- 
ence only to secular institutions. A further clarification may be made that this Bill will have 
no application to religious institutions and other institutions connected with religious institutions.

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THE ADJOURNMENT MOTION—DEBATE ON . ae 

Sri. AP. Udayabbanu: [ move that the business of the House be adjourned to discuss 

a definite matter of urgent public importance, viz., the serious repercussion on the cocoanut 
industry in the United State of Travancore and Cochin consequent on the trade agreement 
between the Governments of India and Ceylon to import Ceylon copra and cocoanut into India, 


Sir, I am claiming the few precious hours of this august Assembly io discuss this motion. 
because 1 am convinced that this is an event which may spell disaster to this State more than 
any other event I can contemplate. The weekly “Commerce and Industry” dated November 
9, under the caption “Indo-Ceylon Trade” announces that the trade agreement has been signed 
between the two Governments of India and Ceylon under the terms of which India is to import 
copra and cocoanut from Ceylon, Newspaper reports are conflicting. The report of the Ceylon 
Press is that India will be purchasing cocoanut from the open market in Ceylon, But “The 
Hindu” mentions certain figures for Indian imports. One does not know definitely whether it 
is cil or copra that is to be imported. Anyway, we can reasonably presume that cocoanut is to 
be isiported from Ceylon. The Cocoanut Committee had made representation that they should 
be-consulted before entering-into any agreement with the Ceylon delegation that was proceeding 
to India to effect this cocoanut deal. - That Committee, I understand was not consulted and as 
far as 1 know, this Government which is vitally interested in this matter was also ignored. This 
is a very serious thing. This State which has acceded to the Indian Union, has not been con- 
sulted when the Government of India entered into a trade agreement in which the vital economic 
interests of this State was concerned, So both constitutionally and economically, my submission 
is that, it is a serious thing to the State. ; 

In 1946 a similar adjournment motion was moved on the floor of the then Travancore 
Legislature to discuss the statement made by the Additional Minister for Food to the Govern- 
merit of Madras on the 3rd August that steps were proposed to be taken to import cocoanut to 
India. That adjournment motion was carried unanimously. The Government Members also 
voted with us, When discussing that motion, protesting against the proposed step in which the 
Governments of Travancore and Cochin were not consulted, Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar said, 
“T may make it perfectly clear to the Government of India that if without consultation of 
Travancore and Cochin and having regard to the special circumstances of these two countries, 
the Madras Government were to take any steps oh this matter, the Government of Travancore 
will firid it necessary to withdraw from the Cocoanut Committee and their co-operation with it”. 
That is what this Government did at that time and perhaps nothing more could be done by this 
Government at that time. As a protest, the Dewan said that this Government would withdraw 
from the Cocoanut Committee and would not co-operate with it. The Cocoanut Committee 
was supposed to regulate the cocoanut trade, So, if the Government of India is going to launch 
a programme of imports without consulting this Government on this subject, which is of vital 
interest to us, the Government must withdraw all the'co-operation with the Cocoanut Committee. 
If, im 1946, it was the duty of the Government of India to consult this Government and the 
Government of Cochin on that vital matter, it is more so this time when we have very willingly 
acceded to the Indian Union, and when we are. now practically one of the States of the Indian 
Union. So, if in 1946, there was the moral duty cast upon the Government of India to consult 
us, to ascertain our views, before they carry on negotiations for cocoanut import today they have 
got a duty which is much More than that m 1946 to consult us and to know our view, to give 
it the utmost care and consideration before they-settle a programme of imports, aa 


As far as cocoanut is concerned, one must understand that Cochin and Travancore enjoy 
an exceptional position and that the whole of the rural and urban economy of the State depend 
on cocoanut. From 1929 till 1941, the State was facing the greatest crisis in the production of 
cocoanut. From 1929 to 1941, for a period of 12 years, due to unfair competition from Ceylon, 
the agriculturists were put to great sliffering and trouble, The purchasing power of the whole 
population diminished considerably and there was wide distress all over the country, The 
‘Travancore Government sent several delegations to Delhi to represent this matter. Meetings 
eee held over Travancore, Cochin and Malabar to focus the attention and sympathy of the Central 
povernment on, this subject. One cannot but recall with gratitude the efforts of Changanacherry 

arameswaran Pillai in this matter. But they were of no avail and it was only. the second. world 
war that intervened and saved the cocoanut grower from utter muin. 


If one will go into the statistics i 3 ' y 
1 t regarding cocoanut, one can uriderstand the importance of 
cocoanut fay as this State 18 concerned. I would invite the attention of this House to the 
Pp ‘oanut Enquiry in which Sri. J, S. Patel brings out certain statistics. From that 
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it will be seen that the acreage under cocoanut in the provinces of India was 6,35,000, whereas 
in the Indian States it was 7,53,000 acres. Of this 7,53,000 acreg in the Indian States, the major 

ortion comes from Travancore and Cochin. Even in respect of the 6,35,000 acres in the 
Provinces, the area is mainly covered by the Malabar District, So it isin Malabar, Cochin 
and Travancore that the vast majority of cocoanut plantations are situated. Today Cochin 
and Travancore having formed into one union, thisis the only one unit in_the whole 
of India which is most vitally interested in cocoanut. In the Union of Cochin and Travancore 
the acreage for cocoanut cultivation is somewhere about 6,81,879, In Travancore alone, 
the area of cocoanut plantations according to the statistics of 1947, is 5,89,079 acres. In 
1940, the number of nuts that have been produced in Travancore and Cochin together 
is 1,022 million. That is, atthe rate of 200 rupees per thousand, it brought inte this 
Union something like Rs. 20,44,00,000. So, we can understand the predominance of 
cocoanut in these two States. We were producing cocoanuts worth something about Rs. 20 
crores in 1940, This will impress upon the House the great economic importance of 
cocoanut in this State, If we consider the statistics of paddy andcocoanut in ‘Travancore, 
we can find that cocoanut occupies the place of pride. In the Trivandrum District cocoanut 
ig cultivated on 1, 28, 537°49 acres, whereas paddy is cultivated only on |,18,047°85 acres. | In: 
the Quilon District, paddy is cultivated only on 2,50,268 acres whereas cocoanut is cultivated on 
2,87,758 acres. Only in Kottayam we find that paddy takes up more area than cocoanut, 
from this it can be seen that more than paddy, tapioca, sugarcane rubber, tea or any other 
tommodities in the State, more area is taken up by cocoanut. 

Cocoanut is not confined to a few localities. In Nanjinad, the rice belt of the State has 
a good proportion of cocoanuts. In Agastiswaram for instance, cocoanut covers something like 
11,129 acres whereas paddy takes up 24,921 acres. So even there, in a predominantly rice. 
producing area cocoanut finds a prominent place. Thus from Kanyakumari downwards, we 
can find cocoanut distributed all over the State. That shows the vitel and most important part 
that cocoanut plays in this State. 

It is because of the predominance of the cocoanut palm that this land is called Keralam. 
One must remember that on the occasion of the inauguration of this Union, Sri. C, Rajagopala- 
chari, the Governor-General, sent a message in which he gave the pet name of ‘Thekku Kerala’ 
for this Union. So this land has been called the land of the cocoanut palm. In fact as far as 
our economic life is concerned the cocoanut palmis the backbone of our economic life. If the 
cocoanut palm grows strong and straight, our economic position is sound and safe. -But if there: 
is any injury to the cocoanut palm. certainly there is injury to the economic backbone of the 
State. That is the position. This is the Kamadhenu that gives everything for the people of 
this State, . 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I know why, in the face of these figures, Government 
of India agreed to import cocoanut from Ceylon. 

Sri. A. P. Udayabbanu: My friend may be sent to investigate the mind of the Govern- 
ment of India. -I am not aware of the mind of the Government of India. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I know whether the cocoanut produced in India is 
sufficient for Indian consumption? 

Sr. A. P. Udayabhanu: [ think my friend will condescend to enlighten us on this point. 
Tam not speaking about any great cocoanut Kings for we have only very few people who own 
extensive areas of cocoanut gardens. There again, if we look into the statistics, we can find 
that cocoanuts is cultivated in this land mainly by a number of small holders and not by big 
estate owners. In Ceylon, cocoanut is cultivated in gardens which cover an area of 10 acres 
and aboye, but in Travancore, Cochin and Malabar, cocoanut is cultivated in holdings ranging 
from between two cents to two acres. That ‘is the condition in the West Coast of India, 
also according to the economic survey of 1941, we see that there are more than 6 lakhs of small 
holdings in the State. This means that more than 6 lakhs of families are living on their own 
land. That is something like half the population of the State. 

The economic survey reveals that more than half the family groups have sites of their own. 
If there is a cent of land there is a coconut tree also. Even a Kudikidappukaran is allowed to 
take yield from one or two trees by the land holder. It could be seen therefrom that at least 
half the population are directly interested in the cocoanut palm and the rest are indirectly 
interested in it. More than three fourths of the sub-divided land is between 2 cents and 2 acres, 
Average size is 42°5 cents, ‘This will bear out the fact that-cocoanut is the mainstay of the vast 
majority of the people of this Union and is held by the. middle and lower: middle 
classes, 
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~ Some people say that the price is high for internal consumption. But I understand the’ 
only 15 per cent is consumed within the State. Cocoanut serves more asa cash crop than ag q 
food crop. The poor man sells his nut and buys his food. He may have punnak for his curry 
and forego the nuts to purchase the_more essential requirements. He wants the nuts not to 
Aavour his curry but for the rice. That is what actually happens, There is an impression 
that the price of nut is soaring high during the past. Although there is a seeming fact cof the 
price of cocoanut rising, it has to be, related to the price of food stuff then obtaining in the 
market and one has to take into consideration a wide perspective of the whole position. But for 
the price fetched by the cocoanuts, Bengal famine would have been repeated in this State. It is 
the price of the cocoanut that made it possible for the people of the State to purchase the un- 
conscjonably high priced rise brought mto the State, This is the real position. I will just 
compare the price of other essential commodities. . The control price of rice is Rs. 2/8 or so 
er para but the price of rice in the blackmarket is in the neighbourhood of Rs, 4 to Rs. 6, 
This price is in vogue for the past few years. The price has risen to 24 times in effect than 
the normal price, Take the position of sugar. Thus it cannot be said that the price obtaining 
for cocoanuts is high compared to price of rice, sugar and other requirements. 

Sri. P. M. Varghese: According to Standing Order Rules the Member cannot take more 

than 15 minutes for his speech. He has fairly exceeded his time, Is that allowed? 
“My, Speaker: The member would please finish soon. 

Sri. A. P, Udayabhanu: Yes Sir. 

The Government of India has adopted an entirely different standard for the sugar interest 
in India, Here it is the interest of the small peasant. There it is the interest of the big 
industrialists and financiers. Why does the Government of India which want to import’ copra 
does not want to import sugar in order to bring down the latter's price. The prevailing price 
of sugar is Rs, 23-80 per maund and controlled price is only Rs. 20—14—0, After de-control, . 
it soared up to Rs. 35. The profit made by 13 sugar mills from Ist of January to 3st of July 
is t'8 crore. Yet these hoarders, smugglers and blackmarketeers are pampered and spoiled. 
If you import Java sugar, the price will go down to Rs. 17 per maund. The sugar magnates 
need protection but not the humble coconut cultivator scattered all over the State. One cannot 
appreciate the philosophy underlying this. Even the import of copra, I am afraid is to placate 
the soap interest and the manufactures of perfumery and toilet articles. 

Considering a}] these, | am afraid that the love of the Government of India is like the 
love of the blind king of the Kurus towards Bhima. If this is their attitude towards the import 
of copra, and if they go ahead without consulting us and ignoring our basic interest, I am afraid 
the era of disillusionment begins with respect to the Union Government at Delhi. 

‘With these words I move the motion for the unanimous acceptance of the House. 
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The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: As a representative of the Travancore State I have 
submitted a memorandum to the Government of India last week on this subject while I was 
there. Realising the importance of the’ situation and the seriousness of importation of Ceylon 
copra and cocoanut oil I had approached Sardar Vallabhai Patel with a complaint on behalf of 
this State, that if the Government of India are gomg to enter into negotiations or complete the 
negotiations already begun with regard to the importation of cocoanut oil and copra, there will 
be a danger to the United State as far as this industry is concerned. I told him thatasa : 
Minister for the States “Sir. you are our protector and if you do not protect us, the revenues of 
the State and the income of the people will be run down”, Sardar Vallabhai Patel told me to 
gepregent the matter to-the Hon’ble Minister Mr. Neogy. I said “Sir, unless you. put in a word 
for us and you interfere in the matter there isnmo use in my representing the matter to the 
Hon'ble Minister.” He asked me to draw up a memorandum and give it to him. I consulted 
my other friends in the Constituent Assembly and we got ready a memorandum, a copy of which 
is with me now and which I am fprepared to read if this House wants it. | presented the 
memorandum to him and asked him to do his best for this State.

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The present policy of the Government to assist only those libraries which come up to 
certain standards of efficiency must now be changed. The maximum should be “assist the 
Libraries and improve them” and not “assist only good libraries”. 

The number of Kbraries to receive assistance and the amount of grant should be greatly 
increased, . 

The grant must be paid monthly or quarterly and the present system of annual payment 
must be put a stop to. ; ; 

A regular system of inspection should be instited and the grant to those libraries which 
do not function properly may be cancelled on the report of the inspecting authority. 

For the present the All Travancore Library Association must be invested with the necessary 
authority to conduct these inspections and the Government should call for their report with 
regard to the working of Libraries receiving grant. 

The grant paid to the All Travancore Library Association must be increased to enable them 
to appoint trained hands to conduct the inspection work. 

The Government should set apart 25 per cent of the total grant amount for the purchase of 
books and donate those books to the various libraries on the advice of the All Travancore 
Library Association. 

The All Travancore Library Association must be asked to ascertain the book needs of the 
various libraries and select the necessary books for each of them. 

The Government should recognise a central library in each Taluk to co-ordinate the various 
village, Hbraries and pay them a higher grant to make them more useful to the village 
institutions. 

A few thousands of reading rooms have to come into existence. Government should fix a 
period of 3 years within which this target has to be attained. . 

The All Travancore Library Association with its scope of activities extended to the Cochin 
area thereby becoming the Travancore Cochin Library Association may be entrusted with the 
work of organising and developing the Library movement in the United State. 

There should be some broad classification of libraries. 

25 per cent of the grant may be distributed in the shape of books selected by the Library 
Association in consultation with the Unit libraries who should submit their list of books needed 
for the year before the end of Makaram every year. 

The large amounts spent upon the present rural libraries attached to Primary Schools and 
the Libraries attached to the village Uplift centres in Travancore may be diverted to the general 
acheme in view and the stock of books, etc., may be handed over to the neighbouring Library in 
consultation with the Library Association. 

The Unit Libraries and the Reading Rooms should be asked to submit their bills through 


_the Association who may make suitable recommendations in each case. All correspondence

MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


FOR THE UPLIFT OF THE BACKWARD COMMUNITIES 


An ordinary meeting of the Advisory Committee for the uplift of the Backward Communities 
was held on Monday, the 10th October 1949 at 11-30 a.m. in the Huzur Secretariat. The

K. Ayyappan, 
Minister for Local Self Government and Rural Uplift was in the Chair. 

The meeting commenced with a short speech by Sri, T. T. Kesavan Sastri_ in which he 
briefly surveyed the works so far undertaken by both the Travancore and Cochin Governments 
for the amelioration of the Backward Communities. ,He hoped that the Uplift of the Backward 
Communities would receive added attention hereafter in the new set up of things. 

The draft revised scheme for the uplift of the Backward Communities was then taken into 
consideration. It was agreed that the Backward Communities should be divided into three 
categories as envisaged in the draft of the revised scheme, viz., : ‘ 

. Scheduled Castes 
2. Hill Tribes 
3. Backward Classes 

The Hon'ble Minister invited the opinion of the members as to what all Communities 
should be included in each category. After some discussion the following list of Communities 
under each category was agreed to: . a

Then came up for discussion the question of educational concession to Christian converts. 
Adverting to the subject the Hon'ble Minister pointed out that the criterion for deciding 
whether Christian converts should be given concession or not should be based on the backward 
nature of the Classes economically and socially and not their religion. But the members 
expressed themselves against the idea of considering Christian converts as members of Backward 
Communities. All of them except Sri. D. Ponnish recorded their opimion that Christian converts 
should not be given any educational help from the funds set apart for the uplift of the Backward 
Communities. . 

Another point for consideration was how the grant of school requisites, such as books, 
slates; and clothes should be given to the students attending schools, primary, middle and High 
Schools, i, e, whether these requisites should be given in kind or in money. It was dicided that 
for the current year lump sums for the purchase of School requisites may be given, preference 
being given to students of the higher classes. Government may, however, use their full discre- 
tion in this matter. 

. The Committee then discussed the land policy and resolved that the land given on conces- 
sional terms to the members of the Backward Communities should not be allowed to be alienated 
and that the Government may be requested to take necessary steps to implement this decision. 
The following resolution was also unanimously passed.

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Removal of Social Disabilities Bill—(Cont.) 
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“AWith the promulgation of the Temple Entry Proclamation in the States of Travancore and 
Cochin, now forming the United State of Travancore and Cochin all restrictions placed on 
Hindus on account of caste or community in entering and worshipping in temples have been 
removed. With the remaval of these restrictions, most of the social disabilities due to birth or 
community have also ceased to exist. This Bill seeks to remove whatever social inequality that 
may still exist in the treatment of persons belonging to such castes or communities and to 
secure unrestricted admission to and equal service in secular institutions for all persons 
irrespective of their caste or creed.” . 
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Sri. K. K, Chellappan Pillai: Certain misconceptions seem to have been hanging over 
the whole of this Bill. m Section 4 it is stated “No Hindu shall by reasons merely of his 
belonging to any particular community or caste or sub-caste among Hindus be prevented. ..”etc. 
This has reference only to the Hindus. I do not see why Christians or Mushms should have 
such disability. There are really Pulayas and Parayas even among such communities and there 
must be some provision to safeguard their rights. So I request that necessary provision may 
be made by the Select Committee in this Bill to prevent the mischief of a particular section 
against other members of the same community. With regard to Section 7 I would like to say 
aword. The offence is cognisable and therefore rules must be framed so that the law may not 
be abused by the authorities. Power may {fall into indiscreet hands and they may do havoc, 
That should be prevented. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, all the jubilation that has been expressed in this House in 
regard to this Bill arises out of a good deal of ignorance of the real conditions of things today in 
regard to matters covered by this Bill. On the 20th November 1949, the Constitution ‘of the 

nion was passed and that constitution will come into force on the 26th January 1950, 
There is absolutely nothing in this Bill which has not been. fully provided for in that 
constitution in the Chapter on Fundamental Rights, which forms Part I of that Constitution, 
T even think that some of the provisions militate against it in other respects and curtails 
the liberty conferred by the Constitution. That fact, it would be very good for this House to 
realise. Of course this may be an election stunt for a Party, for apart from that I do not see 
any reason why this should be here. What is it that is provided. in Article 15 of the 
Constitution of India: “(1) The State shal] not discriminate against a citizen qn grounds‘only 

religion, race, caste, sex, place of birth or any of them.” 
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(2) No citizen shall on grounds only of religion, race, caste, sex or. place of birth or any 
of them be subjected to any disability, liability, restriction or condition, with regard to 
(a) the access to shops, public restaurants, hotels and places for public entertainment, or 
(b) the use of wells, tanks, bathing ghats, roads and place of public restaurant maintained wholly 
or partly out of State funds or dedicated to the use of the general public . It has been stated 
that nothing in this article shall prevent the State from making special provision for women 
and children. Deas . 

Srj. K. K. Chellappan Pillai: May I know whether this is a justiciable right or not? 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: It is a purely justiciable right. No citizen of India or anybody 
within the borders of India can go against the provisions. Of course there are non-judiciable 
rights, which are given in Chapter [V—‘Directive Principles of State Policy’, The rights 
given in Chapter III are justiciable and there clear provision to the effect that any citizen has 
the right to move the Supreme Court by appropriate procedure for enforcement of the rights 
provided here. ; 

Then again, Sir, there is another provision in article 27, as follows: ‘Notwithstanding 
anything elsewhere contained in this Constitution, Parliament shall have, and the Legislature of 
a State for the time being specified in Part 1 or Part III of the First Schedule shall not have, 
power to. make laws: — : - ° 

(a) with respect to any of the matters, which, under clause (2a) of article 10, article 16, 
clause (3) of article 25 and article 26 may be provided for by legislation by Parliament ; and 

(b) for prescribing punishment for those acts which are declared to be offences under 
this Part; and Parliament shall, as soon as may be after the commencement of this Constitution 
make laws for prescribing punishment for the acts referred to in clause (6) of this article.” 

Now, here we have prescribed a punishment, say Rs. 50. We do not know what 
punishment Parliament will fix for such cases. 


Then again the sccpe of this Bill is restricted by Clause 4 only to Hindus. As Mr. Dewer 
pointed out yesterday, why should a Muslim, a Christian or somebody else be prevented from. 
the exercice of his right? In my view therefore this Bill is very vague and thoroughly 
inadequate. Since it provides punishment, it goes against the express provisions of the Union 
Constitution, which will come into force on 26th January. To that extent it would become 


void after that date. The Constitution of India has already been passed and there is 
no varying it. 


In these circumstances, even if we now legislate, it will have effect.only until the 26th 
January. Whether this Bill is there or not, the necessary subsidiary law will be enacted by 
Parliament for the Union. So there is nothing ‘to be jubilant about this. Already the rights 
are there and guaranteed by the Constitution. 
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Sri. V. O. Markose: Sir, support this Bill. It is rather unfortunate that this Bill has 
evoked so much discussion in this House. ; oo ; 

My Hon’ble friend Sri. Balakrishnan Thampi_suggested that this Bill and the previous Bill 
which was introduced may be clubbed together. There seems to be no legal objection why it 
may not be done. — 

Sir, I find that this Bill is intended to be of general application, for the preamble says that 
it is for the removal’ of social disabilities in general. Clauses 3 and 5 of the Bill are for the 
removal of certain disabilities which are of general application, while clause 4 has been made to 
apply to particular communities or castes or sub-castes among Hindus. The intention of clause 
4s to make the Bill applicable to three different categories of cases namely, no Hindu belonging 
to any particular community or caste or sub-caste among Hindus shall be prevented from using 
any stream, etc. (1) which the general public belonging to other communities or castes or sub- 
cattes among Hindus have a right to use (2) which is dedicated or maintained or licenced for 
the use of the general public, and (3) which is maintained or paid for out of the funds of the 
Government or a local body. 

Sir, with regard tothose mentioned under the first category probably some communities 
among Hindus only are unfortunately suffering from these disabilities. But in the case of the 
other two categories, viz., the second and the third, there is no reason why they should not be 
made applicable to all communities and religionists. It may be difficult, as this clause stands 
now, to amend it so asta make the first category applicable to certain communities and the 
other two categories applicable generally. Therefore what I suggest is that the Bill may be 
referfed to a Select Committee go that it they so choose clause 4 may be split into three parts, 
or perhaps it may be enough if it is split into two blanks so as to make one clause have this 
restricted application and the other have general application to all sections or denominations of 
people in this country. . 

Sri, C. A. Ouseph: Sir, | heartly support the Bil] and while supporting it I wish to say 
few words, Within two months the Indian Constitution will come into force and the fundamental 
rigthe of man, the citizens of India, envisaged therein will be binding upon this State also. 
Hence considering that we are going to be independent citizens whose rights and freedom are 
not traversed by customs and considerations such as this when that bright day is coming to us, 
this proviso which puts some sort of entrenchments. over the castes. and creeds and ancient 
practices it does not look as if such a proviso should darken the pages of the history of Kerala. 
Therefore, Sir, while supporting this Bill I would request the Government to see that this proviso 
which is a sort of entrenchments, a sort of fortress to retrograde progress should be removed 

“from the Bill, and we should have a Bill which should keep the rights constantly the right 
created by the Constitution of India and which will be granted tous. In that hope I support 
is Bill. 

Sri. M. Govindan: Sir, 1 support this Bill. In doing so 1 have to differ from some of 
my friends here who have suggested that the proviso is unnecessary. My impression is that the 
proviso is very necessary because the fact cannot: be denied that caste and distinction prevail in 
this place, but there is one thing that we should not encourage it. For that 1 would make a 
suggestion that the right to reside in the same house should not be denied to people because 
conversion to Christianity, Hinduism and Mohamedanism. As everyone knows that as matters 
stand at present the right to divide exists now in the Marumakathayam family also, Whena 
suit for partition is going on and before the decree is obtained for the partition the member 
should have the right to live in the Tharvattu house. When a man who is a Hindu wants to 
become a Christian he must not be deprived of his family. As matters stand at present this 
isnecessary. In another 15 years time we may see things differently. I would therefore suggest 
2 modfication in the proviso so as to include. the right to give in the same House. Even after 
he has declared his intentions to convert to another religion, 

Sri A.Nesamoni: Sir, this Bill has been held ‘as a piece of progressive legislation. I 
have got my own doubts regarding that. Reading through section 4 of the Bill— probably the 
sponsors of the Bill did not contemplate that they are giving statutory recognition to untouch- 
ability, and I believe if section 4 passes into law without necessary amendments that are 
suggested on the floor of this House, it may lead to two communities being clubbed as untouch- 
ables and they are the Muslims and Christians, [ believe that when this Bill passes through the

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Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Sir, one of the reasons advanced against this Bill is that on 
January 26 the fundamental rights enunciated by the constitution of India will'be applicable 
automatically to this State also, and that being so, this piece of legislation is not necessary. 
think that under the Article referred to by my Hon'ble friend A. Pattom Thanu Pillai, this 
particular piece of legislation is not prohibited in this State. They are Articles 9, 10, 16, 25 
and 26. 1 think that this particular piece of legislation embodies the spirit contained im Articles 
9 and 11 and moreover Article 27 reads as follows: Provided that any law in force immediately 
before the commencement of this Constitution in the territory of India or any part thereof with 
respect to any of the matters referred to im clause (a) of this article or providing for punishment 
for any act referred to in clause (5) of this article shall, subject to the terms thereof, continue in 
force therein, until altered or repealed or amended by Parliament. 


Explanation.——In this article the expression “Law in force” has the same meaning a8 in 
Article 307 of the Constitution.

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: I have been saying, that the article quoted by Mr. Thanu 
Pillai does not remove the right of the House or the State to legislate on this particular subject. 
This particular subject comes under the State’s jurisdiction. This is Article 11 of the funda- 
mental rights: “Untouchability” is abolished and its practice in any form is forbidden. The 
enforement of any disability arising out of “untouchability” shall be an’ offence punishable in 
accordance with law’. The original Article 27 which I think is now renumbered as Article 35 
does not cover Article 11, so much so this is completely within the province of the State. 


Syi. K, P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I know whether it is also within the province of the 
Central Government ? 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: « My submission is that in so far as Article 27 very definitely 
says that provinces are precluded from enacting'certain laws, it means that this falls at least with- 
in the province of this State. It is the first duty of this State. | Perhaps the Centre cannot be 
excluded, but the main duty is cast upon the State by the provisions of the article. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Who argued that it is not within the province of the 
State ? 

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Iam not saying so. My submission is that Article 27 of 
the original draft in no way caste any doubt on this subject. One friend of mine was asking me 
whether this was an infringement of the fundamental rights. The original conception of the 
fundamental rights was something like a shield against the aggressiveness of the State. There 
was a limit set to the activities of the State that States shall not do such and sucha thing. It 

- was Setting a limit to the encroachment of the State, on the privileges and liberties, 


_ Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: 1 may correct the Hon'ble Member. I never argued that this 
Bill is completely ultra vires. So far as punishment is concerned, it will be ultra vireson the 
26th January. His answer is something which I did not raise. 


Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: I never referred to him. but | was referring to another Hon'ble 
Member. There should not be any mistake on that matter. It was another friend of mine 
coming and telling me that this particular enactment is against the principles and is ultra vires. 
He was saying that it is against the fundamental rights. But I have to say that the fundamental 
rights as originslly conceived set a limit to the right of the State to interfere with the liberties 
of the subject. But now fundamental rights are not conceived within that narrow limit. To» 
day the duty is cast upon the State to safeguard the fundamental liberties of the subjects, the 
individual and the group against the violence and against the agressiveness of the other sections 
of the people. So today the State has to take aggressive action and aggressively safeguard the 
liberties of the subject. Formerly it was said that the State shall not do such a thing. But to- 
day the State has come to a position in which it has to safeguard the civil liberty of the subject 
so that a particular group of individuals’ liberty shall not be mfringed by other groups. This 
legislation comes under the aggressive safeguarding of the civil liberties by the State, So today 
the State is not only asked not to infringe the rights of the citizens but it is called upon to safe- 
guard the fundamental liberties of the individual or the group. This piece of 
legislation is conceived on that line. This is an aggressive protection saf ing 
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Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu] ; 

the petal liberties of the individual. The Law Department of the United States 
of America has set apart a particular Division for that ; the Civil Rights Section is to safeguard 
the infringement of the civil liberties of the group by another group. The Negroes in the 
South and religious sections in the North have to be safeguarded against the infringement of 
their fundamental liberties, by the aggressiveness of the other groups. So this Bill comes under 
that branch of fundamental rights. 

The most important provision in this enactment_is Clause 7 which says that “Notwith- 
standing anything contained in the Code of Criminal Procedure for the time being in force, all 
offences punishable under this Act shall be cognisable”. 


Another important argument advanced was that on January 26, the Constitution comes into 
force and many of these things are not necessary. But my_ submission is that till this day, we 
have not done anything by which the Constitution will come into force on January 26. Yesterday 
evening I got a gazette and in that there was a proclamation by the Raj Pramukh. The procla- 
mation says. the Constitution of India shortly to be adopted by the Constituent Assembly of 


India shall be the Constitution for the United State of Travancore and Cochin as for other - 


parts of India and shal] be enforced as such in accordance with the tenor cf its provisions”. 
I am afraid whether it is not an mfringement on the: rights of the House, the Raj Pramukh has 
no right to make such proclamations. His rights are circumscribed by the terms of the 
Covenant. The Covenant does not give any right to the Raj Pramukh to make any such 
proclamations. The only provision in the Covenant which confers any right on the Raj Pramukh 
is to make a proclamation under Article 12. Article 12 says:— 
“Tf at any time before a Constitution framed or adopted by the legislature comes into 
operation, the Raj Pramukh is satisfied that a situation has arisen in which the Govern- 
ment of the United State cannot be carried on in accordance with the provisions of 


this Covenant, he may, with the prior concurrence of the Government of India by pro- 


clamation (a) declare,” etc.‘ ete. 


Article 12 is the only provision in the Covenant which confers the right upon the Raj Pramukh 
to issue a proclamation. The Raj Pramukh isa men acting within the terms of the Covenant. 
He has no right conferred upon him except by this article in the Covenant to issue proclamation, 
The Covenant says he is the executive authority of the United State. - He is only the executive 
head. Burt by special provisions, given by Article XI of the Covenant, he has got the right to 

romulgate Ordinances. Article XII confers on him the right to issue the proclamation. The 

act that he is only the executive head shows that he has not the right to do anything else. be- 
yond that. As a matter of fact, this proclamation is something like enacting a law. This is 
practically adopting a Constitution for the United State. Adopting a Constitution means enact- 
ing the fundamental law of the State and as such this is beyond his purview. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May | know whether the proclamation was issued befor 
the Constitution was adopted or after it ? 
Sri. A. Udayabhanu: The proclamation is dated 9th Vrischigam | 125. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I know whether the Constitution was adopted by 
the Indian Constituent Assembly on that day ? 


Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: It is clear that the Constitution had not been completed on 
that date. My submission is that the Raj Pramukh, being limited by the Covenant, has no 
authority to issue such a proclamation, and make the Constitution of India binding on the 
State. It is ultra vires of the Raj Pramuk. This is a right of the legislature. This legislature 
alone has got the right to adopt the Constitution for the United State. “‘Until a Constitution 
framed or adopted by the legislature comes into operation, the Raj Pramukh shall have power to 
make and promulgate Ordinances”, etc. So it is for this legislature and this legislature alone 
to give a Constitution to this State. We msy either enact a Constitution and give it unto our- 
selves or we may adopt a Constitution. But it can be done only by us. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: May I know from the Hon'ble Member whether the procla- 
mation on the Representative Body and the Interim Constitution Act did not provide that the 
Interim Constitution Act would be enforced till the Representative Body framed the Consti- 
tution? Was it not at the bidding of the Government of India that the recent proclamation 
Te AP.

Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: The Proclamation says “The Legislative Assembly of. the 

State has resolved that the Constitution framed by the Constituent Assembly of India shall be 
adopted by this State”. That also is not a correct statement of fact. The resolution which 
was adopted by the House is known. In paragraph 4 of the resolution passed by this House, 
it is stated, “The Constitution of India framed by the Constituent Assembly of India shall be 
the Constitution for the State with the modifications suggested by the Assembly”. We had 
suggested several modifications which have found a respectable place in the waste paper basket. 
That being so, it was not an unconditional adaptation of the-Constitution. that took place in the 
last session. We said that the Constitution of India, subject to the amendments suggested by 
us, may be passed. That will be applicable, but such things have not taken place. So, this House 
has formally adopted the Constitution as now enacted bythe Constitution Assembly of India 
for the State. So the argument based on the fact that on January 26, the Constitution of India 
will apply to this State tpso facto is not sound, because many arguments have been made on that 
basis. That.is why I have drawn the attention of the House on this point. I think that we have 
to formally adopt the Constitution. This being se, my submission is that this Proclamation is 

ultra vires of the Raj Pramukh who issued it. With these words, I close.

_ Sri. A/P. Udayabhanu: This is almost an encroachment on the Rights of this House. 
This Proclamation is an infringement on the privileges of the House. 

What I wish to point out at this juncture is that it is the sole right and privilege of this 
House to adopt the Indian Constitution. It is not for the Raj Pramukh to make a Proclamation 
The Raj Pramukh has issued a Proclamation to that effect. and I do not see the validity of it 
There are ever so many vital subjects which we have to tackle with the Union Government. | 
may say in this connection that some of the amendments passed by us with regard to the Con- 
stitution have gone to the waste paper basket. . I draw the attention of this House to this 
matter and ask for an explanation from the men in charge of the affairs of the Assembly. My 
submission is that this is a piece of legislation which had cast upon the Government an onerous 
duty and I certainly think that the Government will not be found wanting in discharging the | 
imposed on them by this enactment. 
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Sri. K. K. Vasu Panicker: 1 am one who would ‘welcome the advent of such a bill as 
this at least at this late stage. For it has been our long-awaited desire, our long-cherished hope 
that no one should suffer on account of difference in religion, caste, creed or race. But though 
this bill has been introduced im this House at this late stage, we all know that some of the 
How’ble Members of this House have already deluded into thinking of the impropriety of bring- 
ing a bill like this to this House simply because the draft of the Indian Constitution is being to 
be implemented from the 26th January onwards. The answer to it is not far to seek. Though 
certain fundamental rights, though the outer limits of the fundamental rights are drafted in the 
Constitution, still we are not precluded from legislating laws which fall within the purview of 
those fundamental rights. It is also true when fundamental rights are prescribed, they serve 
the purpose only of some ideals, and for infringement of those ideals, if you want to make them 
penal, certainly laws of this kind are necessary. It is not in any way out of place to introduce 
sucha bill as this in this House. For example, ever so many policies which serve asa 
state directive are given in our Constitution but they serve only the purpose of certam 
ideals. To implement those ideals into reality, to make those ideals into practicality, the 
infrmgement of which will become penal, we have got to ‘legislate laws like this 
But before entering into the thorny questions relating to the Sections,—I do not wish to 
enter into them just now—what I intend is to give a reply to those who have doubted the 
propriety of this legislation, Certainly, I must say that this does not contravene the provisions 
of the Indian Constitution. We are only perfect within our limits in having drafted such a bill 
as this and introduced into this House. To those of the members who have begun to doubt the 
propriety of the bill, what I have to tell them is that in as much as we have brought a legisla- 
tion like this to conform our modes of life to the very letter and spirit of the Indian Constitu- 
tion, there is nothing wrong in our bringing this legislation, Once more] must say that more 
bills of this kind are yet to take shape because we dream a state of affairs wherein no one shou 
suffer politically, morally, economically, or otherwise simply because we belong to one particu 
religion, or creed or race. Having said so much, I say that this bill has to be sabstituted by 
an Act as soon as possible and we should not allow this bill ‘to follow the fate of the sister 
legislations like the Court-fees Act, Stamp Act, ete, After the passing of this Bill by the House there 
is no need for us to wait a long time for the signature of Rajpramukh. It is our duty to pass 
the needed legislation for the promotion of prosperity and contentment among the people as 
soon as possible. With these words I welcome this measure. . 
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Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: I move for closure. 

The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: The mover of the Bill alone has the right to 
move for closure. | am prepared to move for it but it might be said that 1 am meddling with 
the rights and privileges of the House, 
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The United State of Travancore and Cochin High Court Bill 


The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, ]_ may be permitted to introduce the 
United State of Travancore and Cochin High Court Bill, and in doing so I wish to make the 
following observations. — : 

This Bill seeks to replace the United State of Travancore and Cochin High Court 
Ordinance, II of 1124. The Constitution, as determined by the Constituent Acsembly, will be 
fully brought into force on the 26th January 1950, and the High Court Ordinance will lapse on 
the 7th January 1950, The provisions of this Bill regarding the constitution and organisation 
of the High Court are intended to be in operation during the interval, i.e., between the 7th and 
26th January 1950, on which latter date the provisions of the Union Constitution will begin to 
operate in respect of the constitution and organisation of the High Court. The other provisions 
of the Bill are however necessary even after the 26th January as they relate to matters, which 
are ‘outside the legislative sphere of the Government of India. The minimum strength of the 
judges of the High Court, for the purposes of this Bill, is being fixed at six, including the Chief 
Justice. The House is well aware of the fact that the number and salary of the judges of the 
High Court is to be fixed by the President in consultation with the Rajpramukh and therefore 
whatever salary is now fixed for the High Court Judges will be only for the period from 7th 
January to 26th January. 

I move that the Bill be taken into consideration. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I fully realise that this measure is necessary because the 
Ordinance will lapse before the 26th January and unless this is passed there will be no warrant 
for the continuance of the High Court for a few days. On the 26th of January the previsions 
relating to the powers of the Rajpramukh and the constitution of the High Court will come 
into force and the President of the Union will be vested with that power. 


In the meanwhile, however, I think certain provisions here have to be considered in detail, 
For instance the situation of the High Court at Ernakulam is a matter for reconsideration, 
This High Court was shifted to Ernakulam without reference to the wishes of the Legislature 
and that isa matter which has to be carefully considered now. We know that the decision to 
situate it at Ernakulam ‘vas quite unwise. It is well known that in the High Court all the 
office rooms are used as -bed rooms during the night and the clerks sleep on the benches they 
were writing on during day. I don’t think that the Treasury Bench will be in a position to 
contradict me in this regard. 

The Hon'ble Sri. T, K. Narayana Pillai: That is not quite correct, Sir. 

{At this stage the Speaker resumed the chair.} 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: I do not understand what the Minister means. I have seen many 
clerks and they have told me that they have no accommodation. They get something from the 
hotel during day and they sleep in ,their offices during night. I do not understand what the 
Chief Minister says. Probably as he said the fact is not quite correct. A few clerks may be 
staying outside, or as was remarked some may sleep on the floor. Afterall why don’t we get 
rid of this trouble. Let us not stand on false prestige. Neither the people of Cochin nor the 
people of Travancore want the High Court to be at Ernakulam. The officers connected with 
the institutions are put to great difficulties. The Lawyers, Clerks and peons suffer much. It 
may be that Judges alone are provided with cosy places. I don't think that anybody can 
legitimately say that the location of High Court at Ernakulam was well thought out and wise. 
Any way that is a matter for detailed consideration. As the Bill is going before the Select 
Committee, I think it will receive their earnest attention. 

| have to refer to one other thing. While the High ‘Court is given powers to issue writs 
like mandamus, certiorari, quowarranto, [ don’t find any similar powers vested for the issue 0 
a writ of habeaus corpus. I want to know whether it has been inadvertently omitted. 

The Hon'ble Sri. T. K, Narayana Pillai: There is a provision for it in the Criminal 
Procedure Code and so it is omitted. The other things have a place in the constitution an 
therefore they are mentioned expressly. 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Then again in Clause 19 there is a reference to the laws of 
ravancore and the laws of Cochin in force immediately before the constitution of the High 
Court, I think it will be construed asa reference to the High Court constituted under this Bill. 
All references to the Travancore and Cochin lawe must include laws in force prior to the Ist © 
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July 1949 and the laws enacted subsequent to that date by the United State till up-to-date. 
Otherwise laws enacted after the Ist July 1949 cannot be enforced by the High Court. I am 


not sure whether [ am right. . . 
Here there is a reference in clause 25 to the Suits Valuation Act. I am not sure whether 


han Act has bi d. . 
evs The Hon'ble Sri. T- K. Narayana Pillai: Such an Act has been passed by this 


Legislature. 
Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: 1 was not aware of that. ; ; 
Any how this Bill is only for a few days and I request that it may be carefully dealt with 


by the Select Committee. 
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The motion was put to vote and adopted. 


The United State of Travancore and Cochin Civil Courts Bill 


The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, I rise to introduce the United State of 
Travancore and Cochin Civil Courts Bill. This Bill seeks to integrate the Civil Courts Acts in 
force in Travancore and Cochin. The provisions in the Travancore Civil Courts Act which 
enables direct appeals to be preferred to the High Court from the decisions of the District 
Munsiffs in suits the valuation of which exceeds Rs. 1,000 is proposed to be deleted. The 
Statement of Objects and Reasons has dealt with this aspect. Such appeals now pending dis- 
posal in the High Court and such appeals that diay be filed in the High Court till the coming 
into force of this Act are to be disposed of by the High Court so that the parties may not have 
to engage other pleaders in the moffusil or make additional payment of fees on that account. 
The provisions of the Bill are more exhaustive than the existing Acts. 

Clause 21 of the Bill provides that suits by or against the Government, the Government of 
India or the Devaswem Boards or the Sree Padmanabha Swami temple are to be instituted only 
in the District Courts having the local jurisdiction. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Is that the reason why an urgent measure like this is being 
introduced } 
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The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Yes, because it affects the jurisdiction of the 
District Courts and because the existing practice has to be rectified as early as possible, Of 
course, this Bill will be referred to a Select Committee. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Is there any ordinance ? 

The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: No. 

Sri. K. P. Neelakanta Pillai: Is it to continue even after 26th January. 

The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Yes. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Since no Ordinance would lapse, may I ask whether this Bill was 
necessitated because of the High Court Bill, 


The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: There were two Civil Courts Acts, one in 
Travancore and one in Cochin and the integration has to be effected. There is no provision for 
any fundamental change sought to be introduced. The provision for direct appeal from the 
decisions of District Munsiffs is sought to be deleted as per the provisions of.this Bill and that 
is an important provision. 


I request that S.O. No. 35 mayfbe suspended, 
Mr. Speaker: Anybody who wants to speak > 


Syi. K. Sivarama Pillai: So far as this Bill is concerned at least regarding 
Travancore, certain alterations are sought to be introduced with regard to the subordinate 
Judges—Courts and the Small Cause Courts. In the provisions of this Bill I find various 
inconsistencies. In the first place, appeal has been allowed to be filed on the decision of the 
subordinate Judge to the District Court. The respective jurisdictions of these Courts are not 
defined inthe Bul. Then again regarding the Small Cause Courts, the District Judges and the 
Subordinate Judges are given powers to try Small Cause Cases of the value of Rs. 500. At the 
same time the District Munsiffs also are given power to try Small Cause Cases upto an amount 
of Rs, 100. As regards District Munsiffs jurisdiction, whether it is concurrent jurisdiction or 
exclusive jurisdiction is also not defined. 

What I wish to bring to the notice of this House is that this legislation, contains 
inconsistencies and far-reaching changes. I think this is a matter which cannot be easily deal 
with by aSelect Committee within 5 or 6 days. 5o ample time should be given to the Select 
Committee. The Bill has to be carefully gone through and then only a report can be 
submitted, 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, as it was pointed out in the case of other Bills, I 
submit there is absolutely no urgency with reference to this Bill, because many of the provisions 
are against the provisions of Indian Constitution Act where we find provisions in the chapter 
relating to the constitution, the distribution of jurisdictions and appointments of the Judges, the 
District Judges. For example, clause 5 (2) of this Bill reads as follows.—' When in the opinion 
of Government, the state of business pending before the Judge of any District Court so requires, 
Government may in consultation with the High Court, appoint one or more Additional District 
Judges............". But in the Indian Constitution Act, the power to appoint Additional 
District Judges are taken away from this Government and Government have nothing to do with 
it. They are to be appointed by the Raj Pramukh in consultation with the High Court. This 
is the provision made relating to the Subordinate Courts in the Indian Constitution Act. ] am 
emphasising this point because the executive has not understood what exactly is the meaning of 
the sequence of some of the clauses contained in this Bill. Probably in the Indian Constitution 
Act, the promoters of that Act were definitely of opinion that the executive will have nothing to 
do with the judiciary. It is with that main object they said that the High Court Judges cannot 
be appointed by the Government of a State. The High Court Judges cannot be appointed, 
the District Judges cannot be appointed, the Subordinate Judges cannot be appointed and even 
the District Munsiffs cannot be appointed and in some cases there is a separation of judiciaty 
from executive and District Magistrates should not be appomted by the State Government. 
Therefore, by enacting all these clauses relating to the High Court and the Subordinate Courts 
in the States, the Indian Constitution Act wanted throughout the country that there should not 
be any interference by the Executive in the Judicial wmninistration of a State as contemplated 
in the Indian Constitution Act, but that is being forgotten with reference to many provisions in 
this Bill. I am not quite sure about the clauses, Probably there may he lot of amendments 
also, Section 209 (a) of the Indian Constitution Act defines the District Judge, . Additional 
Judge and Subordinate Judge and even Munsiffs. Therefore if they are not to be appointed by 
the Government of a State how can you here say that these Additional Judges and the District 
Judges should be appointed by the Government in this Bill. That is my doubt. ‘ 
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Sahib Bahadur V. A. Abdul Aziz: Does not executive power vest in the Ra} Pramukh 


or Governor as the case may be ? 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: That is also defined there. My point is this. So far as 
the judicial administration of a State is concerned the provisions in Chapter 8 of the Indian 
Constitution Act will control, According to these provisions, apart from the general question 
what the executive is, what is the place of the Raj Pramukh in the Executive and the Ministers 
and the Government or the Attorney General, that is not the question here. Here the question 
is so far as the Judicial Administration of the State is concerned, it is controlled by the provi- 
sion in Chapter 8 of the Indian Constitution Act. Chapter 8 also provides that all the judicial 
officers anywhere are to be appointed by the Raj Pramukh in accordance with the rules made by 
him after consultation with the State Public Service Commission and the High Court. That is 
a definite provision im the Indian Constitution Act. According to the several provisions con- 
tained in the Bill the Government in consultation with the High Court in some cases take the 
power to appoint all these judicial officers. This is objectionable. Suppose the Bill goes to 
the Select Committee and these provisions are adopted as they are in the present Bill, 
what is the value of that in the face of other provisions which would be nul! and void and we 
will be called upon again to amend the present Bill, Why all these unnecessary work. Where 
1 the urgency with regard to this Bill? Why not wait after the 26th of January? That is the 
question. There are come provisions which deal with small cause courts jurisdiction as well as 
subordinate Judges Courts jurisdiction and there is some money value fixed for each Court. We 
do not know what the Constitution Act provides for the jurisdiction and if some change is made 
by the Central Government, it would affect the provisions of this Bill. Therefore is it not better 
to wait until some bill is passed by the Central Legislature. » 

The other bills were necessitated because of the ordinances which control the High Court 
and its business may lapse and we may be for some time in a State without law. That is the 
urgency with other biils but there is no urgency with reference to this Bill, And moreover 
some of the provisions of the bill are against the provisions contained in the Indian Constitution 
Act and also against the fundamental principles adopted by the Indian Constitution in the case 
of formation and control of judiciary, in the whole of Indian Union, These are some of the 
observations which I have ta make and I submit that this Bill may he over. 


My. Speaker: In view of the observations made, has the Government to make any 
statement ? 
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ADJOURNMENT MOTION REGARDING DISTRIBUTION OF SUGAR 


_ Si.Mr Paul: “J beg to move for the adjournment of the business of the Assembly ta 
discuss on the unwise policy of the Government adopted in the distribution of sugar among the 
people of the United State.” 
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Sri. C. V. Iyya: I rise to a point of order. The Hon’ble Speaker seems to have staled 
that all the members who have tabled adjournment motions will be given preference to speak 
first, There may be the member representing the industry and the Sugar dealers to speak on 
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this resolution. They may not get time. There will be members who want to discuss this suh- 
ject on its own merits, There are some like my humbleself, who would request the Hon'bk 
Member to withdraw this motion, because I fear this will be treated as a motion of no-conf. 
dence, particularly as the members who speak are members of the party in power and they an 
discussing the unsatisfactory policy pursued by Government. I think the Hon’ble Minister has 
faintly indicated that he will treat this as a motion of no-confidence. __ If that be so, it would be 
very serious, particularly in Travancore where signatures are collected. (Laughter). 

Mr. Speaker: As regards the point whether preference should be given to mem- 
bers who have given Notice of the motion to speak first, {think that it will be only proper, As 
for the second point, I do not think that the Hon'ble Member ever used the word ‘confidence’ 
or ‘no-confidence’ in speaking on this motion. {t does not arise at all. 

Sri. N.D. Jose: Mr. Speaker, I shall be very grateful to the Hon’ble Minister con- 
cerned if he can place sufficient facts before the House to prove that this is nota case of lack of 
foresight, and carelessness, shall I say, bunking. ‘The Hon'ble Minister was away at Delhi. He 
immediately returned flying across the skies and convened a Press Conference. . In that Con- 
ference he stated that there is no sugar in the State and that he is going to fix the price of 
sugar. It amounted to saying that if you want to carry on blackmarketting you may do it for 
sometime more. _ If that is not what is meant, I would request the Hon’ble Minister concerned 
to convince this House whether he had used alittle foresight in dealing with such an important 
issue, There are today nine Ministers and I am not one of those who condemn the number of 
Ministers. But I am one of those who feel that if there are a good number of Ministers they 
should have and they can have the time to make a thorough study of any situation. | When the 
Minister returned from Delhi he said something which any person in his ‘position ought not to 
have said, especially with the experience of this country for the past ten years. He said that 
there is no stock of sugar and that he is going to fix the price of sugar. _ request the Hon'ble 
Minister to think for himself how did he expect the people to behave in the face of such a state- 
ment. Merchants who were doing blackmarketing businegs were told the real facts, It was an 
opportunity for them. It should not have been revealed to them under any circumstances, 
The wise course would have been to hide the-true facts till sufficient measures had been taken to 
see that stocks are ascertained and frozen and necessary steps taken to ensure rationing. | 
know that if there is a certain lack of sugar in the country, the people are not going to_ perish, 
T am fully conscious of that fact, [am also conscious of the fact that even though the Hon'ble 

- Minister has blundered he has blundered in good company. He is in tue company of the big 
wigs at Delhi. 1 do not know whether the big wigs of Delhi are also unaware of the fact what 
they were doing is leading to blackmarketting of sugar in this country. I would request the 
Hon’ble Minister to pause and consider the matter. This portfolio is important and cannot be 
trifled with. The horrors of Bengal will be repeated in Travancore as well, if any mistake is 
made. Now it isthe case of sugar. Next it may be the case of foodgrains. Perhaps the 
Hon'ble Minister is not aware that the foodgrains available in the ration markets at times ate 
completely unfit for human consumption. It is as though Travancore has become the dump- 
img ground of what is not wanted in any other part of India. The object of my speech is not 
to condemn the Hon'ble Minister but to point out that there is prevalent in the country a sec 
tion of opinion that is not thoroughly satisfied with the way things are carried on by the Food 
Minister. Then I shall be grateful to the Hon'ble Minister if he can enlighten us as to what 
happened to the correspondence between the Government of India and the Government of the 
United State. There are so many current rumours about it. I heard many of them and I had 
not sufficient facts to refute any. I shall be grateful, therefore, ifthe Hod’ble Minister tells us 
what happened to the correspondence with the Government of India. Then there is a kindo 
tug of war that is going on between the cultivators and the Government, Meetings are held, 
statements are issued and counter statements are also published. There is a feeling prevalent 
in the State and | am saying this subject to correction that the Government in dealing with the 
Sugar cane growers and the sugar cane manufacturers did not hold the scales even between the 

‘producers and manufacturers. There is a feeling current in the State that Government ha 
fixed a price which was far in excess of the price prevailing in the rest of India for sugar cane. 
I do not want to raise any alaram or accuse the Hon’ble Minister, 

In short I want to place before the Hon'ble Minister these facts. First it was a great 
mistake in having met the Press Representatives and revealed the true. position to them. 
Secondly I would request the Hon’ble Mimister to make it clear why the scales were not held 
even between the sugar growers and sugar producers. Thirdly, | would-welcome information 
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as to how Government proposed to carryon rationing in this State. Next I would be interest. 
ed to know why the rationing of sugar was left before sugar scarcity is over. And last but not 
least, | would request the Hon'ble Food Minister not to pat himself on the back thinking that 
the sugar situation is easy because the crushing season isnear there is the possibility of the 
situation being cased. He should not foreget the fact that above all end there is a lot of impor~ 
‘tance for sugar as an article of food and his portfolio has vital importance to the people. I 
would therefore request the Hon’ble Minister to provide himself with the necessary facts and 
bestow greater attention and effort on this problem.

Sri. C. V. Iyyu: Sir, I believe the Hon'ble members here have certain privileges. We 
cannot verify everything that we say and which we think to be true. The Hon'ble Chief 
Minister used to say that whatever we said if it was to the best of our knowledge, he is pre- 
pared to believe it. In this case the Hon'ble member is making a statement which he says is 
what the people say. In such a case ] do not think it necessary to make him responsible for 
the correctness of the statement. 

Mr. Speaker : When a belief is expressed in respect of any matter the responsibility pro- 
bably extends only to the extent of the belief and the bonafide ascertainment of facts that would 
reasonably lead to that belief. But here the Hon'ble member has mentioned it as a fact and I 
wanted to ascertain whether the member makes himself responsible for the statement of fact. 

Sri. C. V. Iyyu: If his statement is disapproved he may be asked to withdraw the state- 
ment. That js the proper course I think,

tinue his speech. , : 
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Sri, K. Sivarama Pillai: Sir, I support the adjournment motion. It is a fact that sugar 
is very Scarce and its price is day by day increasing. I think the Government has to take the 
responsibility for such a situation. | Now-a-days it has become the fashion of Government and 
some members thereof to issue statements in season and out of season which atone are mainly 
responsible for the sudden increase in the price of sugar and its scarcity. Whenever somebody 
approaches any member of Government, out comes the statement under estimating production 
and over exaggerating the needs of the people and that the Government is thinking of introducing 
rationing. The moment such a news comes out froma responsible member of Government, 
the entire stock goes underground and an artificial scarcity is created in our market. Sir, if the 
Government is fully aware that there isno stock of sugar, 1 ask Government what was the 
stock that we were using till now? What is the requirement of the people? How much sugar 
was imported into Travancore and how much stock is with the Government. Such statistics in 
all Government statements is conspicuous by its absence. The thing which any Government 
worth the name ought to do is to allay the fear of the people. They ought to issue a statement 
saying that they are in possession of so much bags of sugar andthat could be utilised only for 
such and such purposes only and that it could be rationed to the people at such and such a quan- 
tity. In that way Government must undertake to do the thing and the matter will go off 
smoothly. Sir, whenever it is stated that rationing is to be introduced, really the people be- 
come nervous because the kind of rationing we have is the most inefficient system. It does not 
bring any benefit for the common people. When it is introduced, if I may be permitted to 
say so, it fayours the favoured licensees and if I goa step further to benefit some of the un- 
scrupulous officers as well. ©The common man is hard hit by such rationing system. If the 
Government really think that ration is tebe introduced, the first thing they should dois to 
notify the stock in their hands. Whatis the monthly stock they are ina position to deliver. 
What is the quantity per head they propose to issue out of that. They must also see that the 
system now in force as regards the rationing of other control articles is given up completely. 
Instead of introducing the ration system for a whole taluk under the control of a single Tahsil- 
dar and asking him to put people into so much of inconvenience, 1 would urge Government to 
take every village as a unit. According to population divide the stock you have got. Sugar is 
not a necessity for all but is a luxury. Divide the entire stock per head. Assign a particular 
quantity for each unit of the village according to population, Entrust the distribution of it 
through co-operative societies consisting of non-officials or have the thing distributed through 
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village unions or by some respectable members thereof in the village itself for being rationed, in 
which case it will be done smoothly. Instead of that, by appointing some license holders, and 
a few officers and asking the people of a whole taluk to run after him and get chits and things 
of such kind is a physical impossibility. It will be only repeating the sad experience gained by 
present day rationing and the people will on no account be benefited.

THE UNITED STATE OF TRAVANCORE AND COCHIN GENERAL CLAUSES BILL 

The Hon'ble Svi. T. K. Narayana Pillai: I rise to introduce the General Clauses Bill, 
This Bill follows mainly the provisions of the Indian General Clauses Act. 

The terms “Acceding State”, “Cochin”, “Financial Year”, “Government”, “Gazette”, 
“Covenant”, “Political Agent’, “Travancore” and the “United State” have been included under 
definitions in the Bill to facilitate short and easy references in other enactments to those terms, 
The terms “Financial Year” and “Year” have also been defined, the former being the year 
commencing on the Ist day of April and the latter the year reckoned according to the British 
Calendar. 

Clause 13 (2) has been made exhaustive. 

Clause 28 refers to the construction to be adopted whenever any expression of time occurs 
in any Act, deed or other legal instrument and it is stated therein that it shall signify the Indian 
Standard time adopted by the Government of India. 

Clause 30 is a precautionary provision. 

Clause 31 is intended to remove differing interpretations on the question as to whether an 
Act duly passed by the Legislature is binding on the Government as such. 

I move that the Bill be taken into consideration. 

The Hon'ble Sri. A. J. John: I second it.

THE UNITED STATE OF TRAVANCORE AND COCHIN MOTOR VEHICLES BILL - 


The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: I rise to introduce the United State of Travancore 
and Cochin Motor Vehicles Bills. The reason for introducing this bill is stated in the State 
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ment of Object and Reasons. This is to create a uniform [aw for the United State as far as 
motor vehicles are concerned. [ move that the Bill be taken into consideration. 
The Hon'ble Sri. T. A. Abdulla: I second it. 
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Sri. D. Gnanasigamony: Sir, there are two matters on which I would lke to make my 
remarks, of which one relates to the licensing system under the Transport Department. This 
is a matter which should be completely taken away fromthe Police Department for obvious 
reasons. The second relates to the rule-making powers assumed by Government_under the Act 
The reason why I say that the licensing system should be taken away from the Police authority 
is this. Now that the Transport Department is a full-fledged department and that there are 
competent men in it to do this work, it is therefore no longer necessary that this power should 
now vest with the Police. It is time we think of establishing a separate Motor Vehicles Depart- 
ment itself to manage its own affairs. As regards the rule-making power assumed by Govern- 
ment under this Act, I would like to make one observation. This is in fact a delegated 
legislation of this assumption of power is undemocratic to the case and more and more becoming 
ascandal. There is no particular sanctity attached to the mere publication of these rules in the 
Gazette. This is a delicate sort of work which will have to be submitted to the legislature for 
its scrutiny and confirmation. It is very often found from experience that the rules are framed 
contrary to the spirit of the Act itself and many undesirable things happen on that account 
With these observations | agree that the bill may be referred to a Select Committee. 


The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Sir, regarding point raised by the Hon'ble 
Member Mr. Dewer about Section 6], | may inform the House that Section is quite in con- 
formity with the Section embodied in the Indian Motor Vehicles Act. 1 am not saying thereby 
that it is not open to us to make a correction with regard to the hours of working. ‘That isa 
matter which can definitely be considered in the Select Committee. As for the general period 
of work which a driver is entitled to do inthe Transport Department and whether it ts to be 
restricted to 8 hours—that also is a matter for consideration by the Select Committee. If the 
House thinks that it would be in the general interest to restrict the hours of work of a driver, 
it is a matter which could be considered by them. But I wish to point out that the provision 
here is in conformity with the provision obtaining throughout India. 
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As for the question of motor accident, there ate provisions in this bill to safeguard it. 
Only thing that can be done is for the Government to prosecute the people who transgress suc! 
jaws and rules. 

Regarding the point raised by my friend Mr. Ganasigamony, the licensing power was 
vested with the Police because of the definition in the old Act saying that-the Inspector- 
General of Police shall be the Transport authority. We have defined the Section in the Bill 
that the Transport authority shall consist of such officers and that power will not vest with the 
I. G. exclusively or completely. As regards the rule making power, if it is the desire of this 
House that the rules passed under the Motor Vehicles Act should be placed before the House. 
personally I have no objection. [ know that rule making powers assumed by executive are 
powers that are definitely to be restricted and limited and subject to the scrutiny of this House. 
There also I may inform the House that is a power vesting with Governments all over, i. ¢., in 
consonance with such provisions found in other parts of India. That is a matter for consider- 
ation by the Select Committee. Now I move that this bill be referred to a Select Committee

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: | The provisions of the Bill, Sir, have to be carefully considered 
and scrutinised by the Select Committee. As suggested the question whether country vehicles 
should be taxed is worth their serious consideration. We should not burden the already 
impecunious farmer, who maintains a car for carrying manure or his agricultural products. 
The Select Committee may well pay their attention as to the exemption of certain vehicles, 
For instance, a student may maintain a Cycle just for attending the Gollege and we have to 
think a litte whether his vehicle should be taxed. Vehicles of that kind are part of necessary 
conveyance. All vehicles that may be considered as being in any manner affording luxury of 
causing loss to Government may be taxed. Simply because the law empowers us to tax all 
vehicies, we should not tax all classes of vehicles. 


Then, Sir, as regards the rates of taxation, it should not be such as will work hardship. A 
man who is able or who maintains number of vehicles may be taxed and there may not be any 
objection to it. In the case of poorer people it should be considered very carefully. 

As regards the power of Government to make the rules, it is seen in Clause 18 “Govern 
ment may by notification in the Gazette amend, alter, add to or cancel in part or the whole of 
Schedule [, {] or Hl appended to this Act.” | submit that it is rather strange that the power 
of varying a legislation ard particularly the power of taxation should be vested in Government. 
The provisions relating to the power of Government to impose taxation should be deleted. 
Clause 18 gives to Government unrestricted power to do any with thing the schedule, that is to 
increase taxation. That should go. As my friend referred to in connection with the previous bill, 
the power of delegation should not be exercised at all and if at all it should be exercised only 
very sparingly, particularly im regard to taxation, which must be the prerogative of the Legislature. 

In regard to the rule-framing powers, it should be as limited as possible. In fact all rules 
should be placed before the Legislature for sanction, Government publish some Rules an 
nobody takes note of them. ‘The ordinary man very rarely sees the Gazette. After the pres 
cribed period, however the Rules automatically become law. Even if objections are raised, itis 
not likely to receive adequate consideration. The power of levying taxation and varying t 
-hould not be given to Government within the rule-making sphere. With these observations,

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Sri. P. s. Nataraja Pillai: Sr, as far as this Bul is : concerned, it envisages taxation on 
nds of vehicles, vide C i the Governme nt pubhshes a notificati ion that vehicles 
that are being used ir ! would be ezough. Then 
under Clause 6 it is stat od ; hicle shall report to the Licensing Officer 
within whose jurisdiction he ¢ res ‘des the part iculars af the vel he owns or passesses in such 
form and within such date as may be notified by Government”. Under sub-clause (2) a penalty 
is imposed .or not notifying in time. Along with this, E would draw the attention of the House 
to Clause 12: “Where Government are satisfied that special circumstances exist for the levy of 
toll on any road or bridge they may, subject to such conditions as they msy deem ht to impose 
direct by notification i in the Gazette the levy of tolls on vehicles using such road or bri idge. - 2". 
As a matter of fact there was serious objection and complaint against the levy of toll, and it 
was on account of ‘that persistent demand from the public, the tolls were abolished and a system 
of licensing fees introduced. So under this Bull that right is sought to be revived again and 
make this imposition on ali classes ot owners irrespective of the fact whether the vehicies are 
part of the implements for economic livelihood. An agriculturist who owns a small patch of 
ground has to maintain a bullock cart for effective agriculture. Even he can be competled under 
this Bilt to paya fee. After having once decided against the imposition of tolls, it is unfair to 
invoke that power again under this Bill, I agree with the opinion expressed by the Speaker 
who preceded me that there ought to be exemption for bullock carts or the particular class of 
vehicles used for agricultural purposes. Speaking for my part, J would urge that taxes should 
be levied on motor cars only. I should ltke the House and the Select Committee to consider 
whether the compulsory registration of vehicles under Clause (6) is necessary thus, imposing a 
liability on the owners of vehicles. It is also a matter for consideration whether the power of 


levying tolls is necessary.

THE UNITED STATE OF TRAVANCORE AND COCHIN VEHICLES TAXATION BILL—(cont.) 
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Sri. N.D. Jose: Sir, I rise to support the general trend of opinion which has prevailed 
in this House stating that certain types of vehicles should be exempted from tax. In this 
connection, I want to add that cycles also should be exempted from tax. Of course there 
appears to be general agreement on the view that carts, viz., two wheeled vechicles and bullock 
carts should be exempted. It was also suggested that cycles should be exempted from tax. 
Siv, it is a matter of common knowledge that cycles are the vehicles of the commen man. 
Already the cyclists are overtaxed, by the Government of India affording protection to the 
indigenous cycle industry, for the cycles which are imported and which are incommon use. In 
the purchase of vehicles, the cyclists have to pay a high tax to the Government, high customs 
duties to the Government. In view of the fact that cycles are used mainly by the common 
people, I plead that cycles also should be exempted from tax. 

Then, Sir, there is the question of the Riksha. Jt has been pointed out that only those 
people who cannot take to any other labour that take to riksha pulling. 1 am one of those who 
believe that rikshas should not be allowed to remain in the State. There of course arises the 
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problem—what will the riksha-pullers do. Most of the riksha-pullers do not own these 
vehicles. Trey are owned by other people and rented out to the riksha-pullers and the lion's 
share of the profit arising out cf these people pulling the rikshas is taken away by those who 
own the rikshas. Therefore, I should also pleid—though it is digressing a litle from the main 
topic under discussion—that the Government chould see to it that the riksha should be outlawed. 
The covered riksha, a recent innovation, should be purchased in certain numbers, by the 
Government and let out to the present riksha-pullers. These are the things that I wanted to 
lay before the Government and the Select Committee in considering this bill, Two wheeled 
vehicles, buliock-carts, cycles and rikshas shou'd be completely exempted from the tax though it 
will mean a decrease in the revenue for the Government. But that revenue should be made up 
by taxing those vehicles which are luxury conveyances, especially when we corsider the forward- 
ness of this country. I can say definitely and without fear of be'ng contradicted that motor-cars 
are luxury vehicles ina country like ours. There is no harm in thoze vehicles being taxed. 
These are the things that | wanted to submit for consideration by the Select Committee. 
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Sri. D. Ganasigamony: Sir, it appears to me that there are two grave objections to this 
bill. One relates to section 13 and the other to proviso of section 14 

Section 13 reads: “No prosecution, suit or other legal proceeding shall lie against any 
person for anything which is in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act”. We 
are aware of such a provision in several emergency acts. The Public Safety Act is one such, 
I ask, where is the need for affording protection for any act done under that Act? There is 
none, Proviso to Section 14 reads: “Provided that Government by Notification in the 
Gazette exempt any local body from the operation of this section in so far as it relates to vehicles 
other than motor vehicles”. The main section says that the local bodies cannot levy any tax 
at all in respect of vehicles but there is the power of exemption given. That power now is 
practically taken away by the proviso. My point is, the Government assumes this power and 
the public knows it by means of a notification issued by them. Such a power should not be 
assumed by Government. This power is open to abuse. The assumption of power by Govern- 
ment came into existence in this country from the year 114 and Acts previous to that period had 
no such reservation of powers. It is only after 114 we find in every Act such. a kind of provi- 
sion. Government by virtue of that power exercise this power indiscriminately and even frame 
rules and publish them in the Gazette and the same takes effect from the date of such publication, 
This is what it ought not to be. It appears to me therefore that no exemption should be given 
and no power should vest with Government to act contrary to the imperative provisions con- 
tained in this section itself,

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Sir, This Bill is essentially a taxation bill but in 
the discussion pertaining to this bill various other matters have been brought into light. At 
present ! do not propose to deal with those things. 

I shall first deal with what has been said sbout Clauses 17 and 18. Clause 18 gives power 
to Government by notification in the Gazette to amend alter, add to or cancel in Part or the 
whole of Schedule I, If or II] appended to this Act. Another point was raised here whether the 
Government would be competent to introduce additional taxation without consulting this House 
as at present devised. Speaking for myself 1 definitely hold the view that the Government 
should not introduce any additional taxation without consulting this House, but as far this Clause 
is concerned it is intended if and when the Government deems it necessary to modify this 
Schedule so that relief may be provided. If at any time Government thinks that any of the tax 
that are being levied may be remitted Government should have the power to do so. It is in 
that light that the Section should be viewed. As far as Clause |7 is concerned this is a matter 
relating to the rule making powers of Government which may be discussed in the Select Com- 
mittee. With regard to the taxation proposal that are mentioned here and which has brought 
in a lot of discussion | may remind the House that as far as these proposals are concerned they 
were sanctioned by this House in the Budget Session. A point has been raised particularly with 
regard to cycles and bullock-cart. As far as cycles are concerned the taxation that is imposed 
on a cycle is only Rs. 3 which works out to As. 4a month. If the Select Committee thinks 
that this is a great burden on the users of cycles probably they might be induced to make any 

teration. 

Sa. A. Thanu Pillai: Has the Government any idea about the number of cycles ? 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: No. 
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The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: That will only lead to considerable expenditure 
as far as the establishment charges are concerned. In any case if a man is prepared to pay As, 4 
each month rather pay Rs. 3 ina year 1 think Government can have no objection. As far as 
bullock-carts are concerned, that also is a matter on which the Select Committee can decide. 
But it may be remembered that as far as bullock-carts are concerned the tax works out only two 
about 6 or 7 annas in a month. If Hon'ble Members feel that this is too heavy a burden on 
the poor agriculturists. I hope the Select Committee would make necessary alterations. 

As far as rickshas are concerned the tax works out to only Ps. 3 a day and I do not think 
it is a very heavy rate. As regards the banning of rickshaws is concerned it is a matter of 
general policy throughout and it has another point of view that such banning would throw many 
people out of employment. I think there is a general move throughout India to ban rickshaws. 
These are matters on which I think we cannot do anything straight away now. Another point 
was raised by Mr. Poulose that any Magistrate may be authorised instead of a second class 
Magistrate for the trial of any offence under this Act. This is also a matter which can be dis- 
cussed in the Select Committee. A more important point that was raised was probably the 
question of levying toll. That, this House can rest assured that as far as tolls are concerned this 
Government will not impose any toll unless it be for the purpose of recouping any extra 
expenditure involved in respect of certain bridges. That will be exercised only in very 
exceptional cases and in fact I do not at present visualize anything like that. | hope this House 
will be satisfied with this assurance. Then the question was raised that under Section 14 while 
saying that local bodies shall not have the right to levy any toll or tax why should there be a 
proviso empowering Government by Notification in the Gazette to authorise any local bodies 
to levy tax or toll. That also is a matter I may assure the House, which the Government will 
not execise except in very exceptional cases and under very exceptional circumstances. With 
regard to the question of taxation on buses and things like that, those are all matters which we 
had decided in the Budget Session and Government had committed to these financial proposals. 
At this time of the year it would not ke right for the House to refuse those Budget proposals. 
For the information of the House, I may say that Government have decided that the reserve 
buses that are not running simultaneously with buses that already run, will be exempted from 
tax. Another question was raised why collection of tax should not be decentralised, That also 
is a matter under the consideration of Government. It is more an administrative matter and 
Government are thinking of effective means of avoiding inconveniences that may be caused by 
the present system of issue of licenses. I do not think that I need say anything more, 1 move 
that this Bill be referred to a Select Committee consisting of (1) the Attorney General (2) Hon. 
the Minister for Finance Mr. A. J. John, (3) Sri. E.P. Poulose (4) Sri. M. Raman Pillai 
(5) Sri. P. Kunhukrishnan (6) Sri. P. Thanulingam Nadar (7) Sri. K. C. M. Mather and (8) 
Sri. Philipose Muthalali. The quorum will be 4. In view of the urgency of this measure, | 
hope that 5. O. 35 will be suspended and that the Select Committee will submit its report, 
withm five days. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: The mention of the Attorney-General may be changed into the 
name of Hon’bie-Member concerned. : 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. Jobn Philipose: | think as far as the Attorney-General is con- 
cerned, the Attorney is Attorney-General because he is a member of this House. Under 
present condition there will be no Attorney-General who is not a member of this House. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: My contention is not that he is Attorney-General because he is 
a member nor that he isa member because he is Attorney-General. Sri. Gangadhara Menon 
is a member of this House and he can very well be a member of the Select Committee. | think 
that the mention of the name will be better because under some law, the Law Officer can_ take 
part in the Assembly proceedings. For instance, the Advocate-General can address the House, 
take part in the discussions but cannot vote simply because he is the Advocate-General. Here 
there is no provision like that. Let us not make unnecessary mistakes, 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: The Attorney-General is Attorney-General be- 
cause he is a member of this House. It has been the practice of this House when he goes to 
a Select Committee, he goes as Attorney-General, 

An Hon’ble Member: What is the authority for this. 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philiphose: The authority isthe Government declaration 
on that point and as far as the practice is concerned, even in the case of the Bill which has been 
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recently referred to a Select Committee, viz., the motor vehicles Bill, it was definitely stated 
that the Attorney-General shall be a member. Even in respect of the previous Bill it was 
Attorney-General and I do not think at this stage there should be any changes. 

Sri. C. V.Iyyu: Ishould like t. say a few words in this respect. I wanted to give 
certain information. In England whenever the Attorney-General goes to a Committee he ts 
mentioned by name. 

Mr. Speaker: Either way it does not zeriously affect the merits of the case. I would 
however invite the attention of the House to S, O. 33 where it is said that the Minister con- 
cerned with the Bill, the Hon’b’e Member who introduces the Bill and the Minister of Law 
shall be the members of the Select Committee. There is no mention that the Attorney-General 
shall necessarily be a member of the Select Committee. Therefore the better cause appears to 
be to say that Sri. K. A. Gangadhara Menon, the Attorney-General, will be a member of the 
Select Committee. 

Now the question is that the Bill be referred to a Select Committee as moved by the 
Hon'ble Minister in charge of the Bill.

Sri. N. D. Jose: Sir, this is a well-merited enactment which has been long overdue, 
Anyway the Government has tobe congratulated in having brought this Bill after all. This 
Panchayat system is an experiment in what 1 may call intermediate administration. It isa step: 
towards full local autonomy and local administration. It is“also a step towards ultimate de- 
centralisation. But while I say these things, J feel, Sir, that this is a problem essentially for 
administration and not for an effervescence of wishful thinking. India and our State arg 
countries "which suffer not because of over administration but toa very great extent due to 
under administration. Let me quote what was said recently by Dr. John Mathat in the Central 
Legislative Assembly: ‘One of the most striking things about Indian Administration as com- 
pared with the administration of other parts of the world is that the quantum of Indian Admini- 
stration is very much smaller than the quantum of the country’s requirements. The trouble 
in our countries is not so much that we are badly administered as that we are underadminister- 

. Jn acountry like England, what makes up for the relatively small quantum of administra- 
tion is the successful local self-government system they have there. It would bea very great 
help indeed if we have sufficient local spirit and organistion im villages where the benefits of the 
urban areas would not reach.” I want to submit that the Government should draw upa 
policy of via media which will execute and complete a measure of this sort. I believe, Sir, that 
it is by the evolution of a principle which can successfully draw between executive control and 
complete local autonomy that a transitional system of Panchayat Admimistrafion can fully 
succeed. The crux of the matter is whether as the Hon'ble Minister pointed out, there must 
be executive control or absolute lack of executive control. I plead, Sir, this a transitional period 
in which our village life has not evolved that system, where there can be complete and fullest 
local autonomy. There was a certain amount of alteration between the Hon'ble Minister and 
an hon"ble member saying that'in England, the tendency is towards perfect local, autonomy. 
On the contrary, it is perfectly true that after the Reform Act of 1830, the tendency was towards 
complete local autnomy. But the modern tendency in England as well as France is towards a 
certain amount of Jocal control. 


Having said this much on whether there should be executive control or complete lack of 
executive control, | want fo place a few facts before the Government. There are certsin- 
problems that confront village administration in our country. One is faction and the otheris 
that village panchayats are not able to completely cope with the work with which they are 
charged, This is what a person who has studied the administration of panchayats throughout 
India has to say on this subject. He says: ‘Certain official reports speak of panchayat admini- 
stration being hampered by party factions resulting in such irregularities as failure to take 
prompt and effective steps to collect arrears of taxes, income-tax assessment of house and pro- 
perty taxes, undue remittances and rights of expenditure without sanction for appropriation, 
retention of heavy cash balances, inaction and negligence, and embezzlement, misappropriation, 
and defalcation in the case of the more daring of the panchayats.” I feel, Sir, and I believe 
that this Bill has been one step forward, I also feel that Panchayats could work more success 
fully in the State, but one thing I must point out, and that may be.a problem for the 
voting system to be adopted in the formation of village panchayats. It is generally 
accepted and generally known, that in our country there is a good deal of community, 
there is a good deal of communal factions, There is the possibility of a number 
of communities warring against each other. No doubt, the organization of Panchayats can be 


ili: 


handicapped. But all the same, in an election to a village panchayat, there is all the more com- ° 


munal prejudices. There is communal faction and communal discord attending these systems. 
So it may be that a panchayat may be organized only with the majority community in a parti- 
cular area. This problem has confronted our municipalities also. I feel there is scope for 
certain amount of honesty for the Panchayats, Therefore, I would plead that the organization 

of panchayats in our country be established on such a basis that communal discord and factions , 
can be averted. J do not. wish to take up the time of the House by dwelling at any great) 
length on the obvious functions of the panchayat system. Of course it has been pointed out 
that the Panchayat filed of administration covers roads, wells, tanks, etc. There is also the 
aspect whether they should be given any amount of judicial power. I, for one, feel’ Sir, tha 

this is an experiment worth trying in the organization of village panchayats. At least those 
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major panchayats which are capable of judicial work should be permitted to take up judicial 
work, Thiscan be done as an experimental measure. I have tried only to point out the 
broader aspects of the problem. With these words, Sir, I welcome the introduction of this 
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Sri. C. V. Iyyu: It is only a proverb.

P. C. Adichan: He did say that Mr. Adichan was duped or being defrauded by the 
Congress organisation and soon, “That is a personal reference about Mr. Adichan. This 
House is entitled to know whether such references can be made about an hon'ble member o 
this House.

Read Letter No. A-2 344/49, dated 13th September 1949 from the Secretary, Public 


Service Commission. 
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Order S-2 8325/49/C.S., dated 22nd September 1949 

A large number of candidates has to be selected by the Public Service 
Commission for appointments in the different Departments of the United State. The practice 
followed by the Public Service Commission of the erstwhile Travancore State was, to send com- 
munications regarding the selection by registered anchal to the candidates individually. Such a 
procedure throws much unnecessary work on the Public Service Commission of the United State, 
involving as it does, much time and delay, not to mention unnecessary expenditure. Govern. 
ment are therefore pleased to order that this practice will be discontiued. 

2. Since the Heads of Departments are to make the appointments from the lists of candi-- 
dates selected by the Public Service Commission, Government think that the object in view can" 
be effectively achieved if the names of the candidates selected by the Public Service Commission 
are published from time to time in the Gazette of the United State by the Secretary, Public 
Service Commission. Publication of the names of candidates selected by the Public Service 
Commission will enable not only the candidates concerned to know the Departments to which 
they have been selected but also make the general public understand that justice and equity have 
been meted out to the different communities in the distribution of appointments in the United 
State.

Without considering and going 
into all the aspects of the question they have acquired the factory and started working. | fail to 
see whether the amount for capital expenditure they have asked for is for the buying of addi- 
tional machinery or for additional building. | My information is otherwise. After having been 
provided with a lakh of rupees, within two months of it they find that it is not sufficient. Let 
us take this as a test of their efficiency in budgeting. Some Hon'ble members of this House 
thought that they would get light on the subject when the Hon'ble Minister was asked for the 
cost of production. But the Hon’ble Minister gave figures of the establishment charges that 
they have got 23 monthly paid, 10 weekly paid and 128 coolies working on daily wages. Sir, it 
is common knowledge and every one of this House knows that in the working of a factory it is 
not the establishment charges alone that count but there are so many other items which finally 
decide the Balance Sheet one way or the other. There are so many factors which give rise to 
accumulation of stocks; Now we have a stock of 50,000 tons.—I am subject to correction. The 
Hon’ble Minister told us that the monthly production is 5,000 tons. That means that every 
month we will be producing 5,000 tons. We can work up the cost of production for producing 
5,000 tons. Then the cost of production per ton is known and thus we can know what will be 
the monthly expenditure. That will enable us to estimate the expenditure for a period with 
accuracy. Now, the stock has to be eold. From what I understoad from the Hon’ble Minister, 
I learn that we are just negotiating the sale of 34,000. tons and these negotiations are not com- 
plete. We have contacted various firms and terms are to be agreed upon. I may be corrected. 

The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 34,000 tons have already been sold and 
negotiations are going on for the sale of the balance stock. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: How is it sold? 

The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: It is sold to a contractor. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: If | understand the Chief Minister correctly, it seems that 
Government have contracted for the sale of 34,000 tons and the contractor has not taken posses- 
sion of the stock. Then there is a balance of 16,000 tons. That has to be sold. Then there 
is the monthly production of 5,000 tons. How long we will have to work the factory before 
sale? What amount we will have to invest on it? Regarding these factors the House is kept in 
the dark and no facts are placed before us to justify the provision of this additional grant. More- 
over, 1 have my own doubts about the wisdom and utility of ‘investing more money on this 
enterprise, There is no goed in following a policy emanated and sponsored by a faction. 

Sri. K.S, Joseph: Is it correct to discuss the policy of nationolisation at this juncture? 

Mr. Speaker: When discussing a question whether a supplementary grant demanded can 
be granted the general policy of the Department concerned cannot be discussed. But the policy 
of the Depariment so far as it relates to the particular grant can be discussed. : 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The question whether it is wise to Invest good money 
further on this venture should be seriously considered by this House. -It is nof in a 
spirit of carping criticism I am making this statement. As far as facts are known to 
me, I understand that exploitation of mines and mineral development comeunder the 
Central subjects.. We heard sometime ago of nationalisation of salt industry here and 
we tried to put that into effect. But we had to go back on our venture when. salt was said to 
be a subject dealt with by Government of India. Inthe same way, in List 1 of Constitution 
Act of India, Regulation of Mines and Minerals is item 9 in it. Atomic energy and essential 
things for its development are central subjects. | We all know that Travancore produces mono- 
zite and that monozite is an element for producing atomic energy. And, it is a well-known 
fact that mineral resources for producing atomic energy are limited in the world. When all 
these things are taken into consideration it would only be natural if the Centre finds it

worth while to have these resources controlled by them. Besides, in Section 271 of the Constitu- 
tion now adopted, all minerals and all thing of value found under the sea have been brought under 
the control of the Union Government Mineral sands is one of it. In these circumstances 
we have taken possession of a Minerals factory. Rightly or wrongly we have taken possession of 
that factory and already the Government have demonstrated their incapacity and inability to 
assess the amount necessary to work the factory. Their estimate has gone wrong and it is far 
wide of the mark. They have failed to assess the possibilities or the extent to which we have to 
commit ourselves on this venture. Already we have invested Rs. 13 lakhs and incurred 3 lakhs 
as working expenses within 3 months, Now this working expenses are to be implemented by 
another 2 or 4 lakhs. Whether we should call a halt to the whole thing, whether it will not be 
wise for the Government and this House to insist upon the whole thing being considered by an 
expert committee and a report being secured before we proceed further with the matter, isa 
question which this House ought to consider before it sanctions further sums. _ Later on it will 
he dificult to realise the amount we have invested. In the adjustments of provincial and central 
assets and Habilities we have had the experience how they went against the provinces. It can 
be however argued that even if it is an asset of the province, it can be utilised by the centre be- 
cause the centre utilises it for the provinces, Whether it is necessary in the attenuated finances 
of this State, when our financial condition, in spite of the impression that the Treasury Benches 
posses—according to me, is not sound, we should further commit ourselves to this costly ven- 
ture is a question to be carefully considered. | May be nationalism is attractive, but according 
to me, it will be sometimes misleading. 1 am not, however, on the question of nationalising or 
not nationalising this industry. I am at the question whether it is right on the citizens of the 
State and their representatives to vote further money to be invested in a concern which is of 
doubtful value and will be a doubtful asset to this State. I am not an expert in this mdustry. 
nor have I the facilities and the occasion to study it in all its aspects but what I would request 
of this Hon'ble House is that before sanctioning further amounts, an expert committee should 
be appointed to go into the whole question and to report whether it is necessary to continue 
this venture further and grant any amount now for working this factory. 

I am of the opinion that the Hon'ble Minister did not make up a case for the demand 
which he has placed before this House and therefore this House will not be right in sanctioning 
any further amount to be invested in this concern, 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: In seconding the motion, I have great pleasure in wel- 
coming the move of the Government and in congratulating them, on this action. 1 was 
wondering at the patriotism which my friend Mr. Nataraja Pillai was showing in speaking in 
such damaging terms about the wisest thing that this Government has done. All-of us know of 
the importance of the mineral deposits of Travancore in the scheme of things. It was very 
likely that foreign companies or even the Government of India might have purchased these con- 
cerns. I am so glad that the Government purchased this concern in time. I am told it was a very 
good bargain too, because it is a highly technical process. We know nothing about it. We 
have to depend upon experts. _[t is very well known that all the latest methods and equipment 
for extracting these minerals are there in these concerns that the Government have 
purchased. 

Now, Sir, this is a good occasion when Government have to make it very clear that it is 
very difficult for any Government to carry on, if, at every turn, every little thing ought to be 
brought to the Legislature. _ 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Hear, hear! ; 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: An Hon'ble Member was asking about the cost of 
production of a ton of this mineral. Sir, is it in the interests of the country that it should be 
disclosed when admittedly negotiations are being carried on by the sale of it in the international 
market ? It is one thing for the Government to be responsible to the Legislature. It is another 
thing for the hon’ble members....  ~ ; 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I know whether there are not other companies com- 
peting with this factory owned by Government at the very same spot whose cost of production 
is well known to reputed companies elsewhere ? 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I amunaware. (Laughter). It is good that this House, 
the hon’ble members including myself, should understand where our rights terminate in the 
matter of details. J am also-aware that the Hon'ble Ministers on the Treasury Benches, in 
order to be iri our good favour are often far more communicative than perhaps they need neces 
aarily be. In this bargain, the Government had acted wisely, as I said before, even if they did 
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mot mean it, Even if they store things for a few months or even for years I say it is the best 
investment possible so long as the swords are not made into ploughshares, so long as the sheep 
and the lion did not go together There will be the necessity of the atomic bomb. We know 
the whole world will be tacked down to India for the requisite raw material. So long as chemi- 
cal industries are in existence in the world, I am sure these valuable minerals will be in demand. 
It would be embarrassing the Government and ourselves also to make it appear that this thing 
is not in demand, that the Government is trying for foreign markets and that they are failing. 
Any such suggestion is not in the interests of the country. Ido notfind that anything im- 
proper in the Hon'ble Minister saying that in this matter he is sure that he is even going to ask 
for a vote of confidence. That is only a recognised parliamentary method of emphasising the 
faith in the Government... .. 

Sri. K. P. Nilacanta Pillai: The Hon'ble Minister has already denied that. 

Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I am not in agreement with my friend. I believe 
more in the powers of my auditory organs and so say that it was not denied by the Hon’ble 
Minister. Therefore, in a matter like this, it is the duty of all sections of this House to support 
the Government unanimously. It is not possible even for the best of financial administrators to 
say what particular amount would be required for the running of this industry. It is a growing 
industry. It is an industry with a fluctuating market for its products, and the machinery and 
the methods of extraction may often change. More refined methods may come into being and 
that will naturally require the purchase of more items of machinery. Therefore, it is not 
proper to castigate the Government on the question that they have not been able to finda 
market for large quantities of mineral sands in the course of a few months. [t is not a hot pie 
that can be sold in the nearest street-corner. It will be speaking volumes about the cleverness 
if they keep back sufficient quantities of these mineral sands till the price rises in the world 
market. [I support the Government in purchasing this concern. I am glad that nationalisation 
started with this purchase of the mineral sands concerns. No other thing would be so fit to be 
nationalised as the mineral sands, and the concerns, as | said before, show that the Government 
did not do unwisely in purchasing those things at a comparatively low price. 

My saying so does not preclude me from referring to another aspect of the question. | 
congratulate the Government only on purchasing those things. I do not know whether [ can 
be so enthusiastic in congratulating them on the way they are managing the concerns. 
I was told that there were some experts in the service of the old companies whose services this 
Government had not been able to secure. If the Government approach this nationalisation 
scheme with a demurring nature, with the old Account Office attitude of Rs. 40—70 in five 
years or Rs. 70—120 in 15 years, we are not going to flourish in this industry. That is how- 
ever a limitation not only of this Government but of every Government. They cannot get 
over the necessary evil of red-tapism, of submission to Account Codes, submission to the 
detailed scrutiny of higher authorities. But in a commercial concern of this sort, certain rough 
and ready methods of bringing the right men, paying them a high salary and keeping them in. 
good humour are necessary. When Government go in for the management of industries, if 
they are to be successful, they have to adopt the recognised methods that make industry 
successful elsewhere. Therefore, I would request the Government to try to get the best 
experts possible—never mind their cost—by not equating the salaries of experts with the 
selfless salaries which the Hon'ble Ministers draw. Because in the modern world, we cannot 
get distinguished chemists on such self-denying salaries as those of the Ministers and I was 
inclined to think that the feminine voice of the Hon'ble Minister who moved the resolution 
was more due to the fact that he was drawing a self-denying sum as salary. (Laughter). I 
would appeal to the House to realise the seriousness of the matter. To whichever party we 
belong, { am confident that the interests of the State will be foremost in the minds of all of us. I 
would again appeal to the House not to mention anything which would bring down the credit 
of the institution, the reputation of the institution in the eyes of the public. Any information 
given about it, of a damaging character, would be availed of by those foreign interests who 
will always be anxious to bargain and who can afford to bargain for a longer period than wa 
ean possibly do. Therefore, it is my very humble suggestion to this House that in this matter, 
we have to trust the Government. As one Minister is reported to have -said, it is better to put 
implicit faith in the Government. We all of us, are only laymen who can advise them only 
regarding the policy. _Even distinguished graduates of chemistry and allied sciences will not be 
able to give an authoritative opinion on this matter because it is a very specialised branch of 
chemical industry. I was told, all that we can dois to support Government with our good 
wishes. With these words I fully support the need for the supplementary grant, 
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Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Sir, realising the seriousness of the matter, I think it is my 
duty in the interests of the country to oppose this demand. Sir, when the 1124 budget 
was prepared, we can find that there was absolutely no idea for this Government to purchase 
the T avancore Minerals. But when the budget for 1125 was presented to this House a 
demand was moved by the Hon'ble Minister for 13 lakhs for this subject. Seeing that the 
Government have entered into this transaction behind the back of this House and that they 
have done it, many of us then doubted the advisability and the righteousness of Government in 
entering into such transaction. Yet, on the assurance of the Hon'ble Minister that this is one 
of the sources which the Government could tap, in the interests of Travancore the demand was 

assed. The departmental figures given also justify to some extent the position of Government, 

hey said that by investing 13 lakhs they will earn in a period of 74 months 3 lakhs by way 
of profit. Then, as far as | am concerned | thought that in a year if we would be getting 5 
lakhs as profit, it would be one of the best investments ever made by any Government and as 
such it was not good to oppose such a scheme sponsored by Government. Now, Sir, things 
seem otherwise. From the nature of the supplementary demand before the House, we see 
that more than 20 lakhs is involved as investment in this concern and not a pie we could earn 
by way of return. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Does the member realise that even before that period, it was not 
a case where Government was not earning. But the Government was getting a good amount 
by way of return to the extent of 5 lakhs per annum. : 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: I was saying that without going into inner details of the work- 
ing of the company, that was the position. But from the details supplied to us by the budget, 
which everybody would agree reflects the true state of affairs of Government, by investing 13 

- lakhs and working it as Government concern, we will be in a position to profit 5 lakhs a. year, 
which comes to mere take 33 1/3 per cent profit, a reasonable return and therefore such a 
scherne could not be opposed. Now I find there is a demand for additional sums for the further 
working of the concern itself. Then it was assured from Government that the concern was in 
full working and without investing any more capital as explamed by them at that time, things 
will go on to the advantage of the State. What do we find now? Even to work it out, we have 
to invest another 4 lakhs. Now we will examine what we have got for these 74 months ? 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Figures supplied reveal a different state of affairs alto: 
gether. . 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: So then, at present, even for working expenses, we have to 
find another 2 lakhs. That is, if for a period of 74 months, 3 lakhs is spent, Government will 
be getting ! laklias gain. I say, there also, Government was not right for this reason. Sir, 
the value of our rupee has fallen on account of devaluation. Government will be getting these 
days only 50 per cent of the value originally secured by them. From the figures now known, 
we can reasonably expect some thing below 2 to | lakh nearly, They will be making as gross 
profit for 74 months only that amount. Ultimately, for every 6 months there is a loss of one 
lakh. In the interest of the country I ask Government, is it right on their part to invest an 
additional amount and by losing one lakh every six months, to carry on that venture. It may 
be that the Minister thought that it was a wise concern and that amount was invested in the best 
interests of the country and soon. I do not question the bona fide of the Minister in having 
purchased the mineral concern. Due to changed circumstances since the changes in the money 
market and trading interests in the international market, a loss.in revenue has come about in 
our affairs. If that position is accepted, shall we incur additional expenses is the question? 
We thought it was a wise investment and money was therefore put in. Now it is the contrary. 
Our economic position is getting worse. In these circumstances, | seriously doubt whether we 
wil] be right in working this concern any further. ; 


Againi.there is another side. The whole dealing of Government in this concern is shrouded 
in mystery as it were. When on the opening day of the session this grant was moved by the 
Hon’ble Minister, | wanted certain relevant details as regards establishment, working expenses, 
etc. After lunch time I again requested the hon’ble member for supplying information. Be- 
cause he was not in a position to give us those details, the Hon'ble Minister with the permission 
of the Speaker and the House, wanted time so that he may be in possession of relevant facts on 
a future day. What transpired within these three days I do not know. In any event to shut 
those details from the knowledge of the House is not fair. Sir, this is not one of the non-votable 
items as Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai put it, The Travancore Minerals belong to Government. 
Every penny spent in that Minerals company we are entitled to know. What its working 
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expensesis, what their profit, whether derived or not, is, and other connected matters, are matters 
which every common man ought to know and it is the duty of Government to supply that, We 
may be able to believe in what the Minister says. But the Hon’ble Minister should also under- 
stand that he is human and is likely to err. If there is any mistake on his part, it is up to us 
in the interests of the country to tell him that his anticipations are based on wrong data and cal- 
culation and that therefore Government should not make any more venture in this concern. 
What I say is, let us be done with this at this stage at least and close the matter once for all. 
There is one other point. After the devaluation of the money, it is the policy of the Cen- 
tral Government and other Governments to stop long term programmes and save as much 
money as possible so that we may not be wanting in procuring necessaries. In this year’s Budget 
we find lakhs and lakhs for P. W. and essential departments being provided and not a single pie 
has been spent till now. On the other hand something like 60 to 70 lakhs is being asked to be spent 
on investments the details for which we are forbidden to know. But we have been asked to grant 
them on the simple assurance of the Hon'ble Minister that it isa growing concern and so on and 
so forth—that is a position which we cannot but oppose. With these words I strongly oppose 


the demand. 
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Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Is there not a time limit for speeches? 

Mr. Speaker: Yes, 
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Mr. Speaker: As there are many members who desire to speak on this matter | shall 
allow 10 minites for every member. . 
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Sri. K. P. Nilacanta Pillai: Sir, with reference to this Demand, the House has been 
listening to some of the best speeches delivered by the hon’ble members at Parliamentary level 
of debate. I should say on that account that every member is entitled to a seat in the Parlis- 
ment of the country. Therefore, my submission is that we have to sympathisewith the position 
of the Hon'ble Minister in charge of this demand and congratulate him for tackling a demand 
of this kind. A demand of this nature contains details of a substantial nature and the House 
should know them in all bearings. At the time of the budget when this demand came up for 
consideration there were some members who opposed it for very valid reasons. I find some 
among them support the demand now, My point is that they should have been consistent in 
what they said from the time of the budget so far as this demand.is concerned. 

Coming to the point regarding this demand, | heard the Chief Minister telling us some 
facts on details and that 34 thousand tons of this mineral wasbeing hoarded. It is in 
connection with this, the Government have come forward with a demand of this kind. 


In the same way, when this demand came during the budget session we wanted infor- 
mation as to whether any expert was consulted before acquiring this factory. We wanted also 
to know the future programme in regard to the working of the factory. We were told then that 
one drum expert or a boiler expert was deputed to value the factory. Mr. Balakrishnan Tamp! 
hinted that there was an European Expert who was also consulted in the matter. But we do 
not know his views about that as he has disappeared after negotiating the transfer. That is 
exactly the position. My Hon'ble friend Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi was also saying “why not we 
accumulie the stock and keep for future disposal 2” 1 ask how can we do this > Is ‘it wise 
and } ractical to stock and keep all the sands of our sea-shore for the future while that future is 
kept in the dark. But it would be practicable to take things as they are. This House is not 
preser.ted with any information as to the present stock or the stock when the transfer was 
effected. Now, it is said 50,000 tons have already accumulated. There are three more 
factories working side by side. The Chief Minister says that the Government have entered 
into some contract for the sale of 34,000 tons. I don’t know whether the sale has been effected, 
But this sort of quibbling will not carry things to any extent. But some contract has been 
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entered into. But has it been sold > Has it been sold for any amount? Has the amount come 
to the Union treasury > That is the question. The three other Companies that are working 
have world-wide connections and adequate shipping convenience. Government tell now that 
they have obtained proper shipoing convenience. ‘This is absolutely unfounded. 1 challenge 
the Chief Minister -to state definitely before this House which is the shipping agency that he 
could indent upon to export these minerals d'rectly to the foreign markets. 

The next thing which I want to bring to the notice of this House is a question of world- 
wide importance. That is, the question of nationalisation. When you commit the finances of 
a country into such ventures you must first understand things properly. That was the warning 
which we gave at the very outset. Three months back the Government wanted to nationalise the 
sslt industry of the State. Some opposition to this was raised from this side, on the ground 
that the Government had not studied the question properly. But they provided the necessary 
funds for this venture and appointed an expert committee; and that Committee after considering 
all the pros and cons of the problem quietly asked Government to push on with the work. But 
the Central Government interfered and this Government was asked to put a stop to the acquisi- 
tion of salt factories. Is this not a valid ground for the Ministry to resign ? 

The H-n’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai : Not 60 easily. 

Sri. K.P Nilakanta Pillai: What more instance can one show of the utter irresponsi- 
bility and inefficiency of the present Ministry? | am asking you again why not you resign ? 
Apart from that, I may ask you “why do you want more funds? You are keeping the reason 
a secret. But that secret has to be announced on the floor of the House if funds are to be 
sanctioned. Now, we know as a matter of fact that there are three factories working in the 
same place. 

The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. NarayanaPillai: No, the three factories are not working in the 
same place. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: That is, Mr. Karayalar’s factory is not working there. 
That I know. He is probably looking upon Government to purchase his factory, These 
factories have already found good markets for their stocks. Their stocks are not accumulated. 
They are finding successful markets. But our Government with the already accumulated 
50,000 tons they want to proceed to accumulate all the sands on the shores. 1 ask them why 
not leave it there. They have taken this industry in the name of nationalisation and now they 
are in a perplexity as te how to work it. They want more funds and they say “you voted for 
the acquisition of the factory and now you must vote for funds to work it”. I say, Sir, that 
this factory is not going to yield anything to the State treasury which is now on the verge of 
bankruptcy. Can the Government give details of expenditure regarding the amount of 
Rs. 3°5 lakhs that has already been spent up. My hon’ble friend Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi said 

‘that this factory should be worked by Government as the Government of India is interested. 
I say that all the nations of the world are interested. But I ask what is the advantage to us ? 
The funds that have already been provided have been spent by this spendthrift Government, 
within a period of three months, 

Sri. P. Kunjukrishnan: Sir, is the expression spend-thrift Government parliamentary ? 

Mr. Speaker: Not objectionable. 

Sri. K. P, Nilakanta Pillai: Parliamentary methods are quite new to some of the 
members. Now, Sir, if President Truman is interested, or the Atomic Commission is interested, 
why not sell these minerals as raw materials. 

The Hon’ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: [+ is the raw material that is being sent and 
not the finished product. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: I don’t much mind that interruption. What we want to 
know, Sir, is whether the Government of India, if it is so interested in this valuable material, 
would intervene and control the production. You keep the answer a secret. We are thus kept 
quite uncertain about this matter. I would suggest in the circumstances that the best alternative 
would be to keep quiet without working this factory. 
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Sri. Ponnara G. Sreedhar: Sir, | move forthe adjournment of the business of this 
House, to discuss a matter of urgent public importance, namely the grave’ repercussions on the 
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pepper industry in the Union State consequent on the sudden imposing of an additional levy 
of a 30 per cent export duty on pepper by the India Government. i 
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Sri. K.S. Joseph: Sir, I support this motion to enter my emphatic protest against 
what I should term the callous treatment by the Government of India of the Government of 
this country and its people. It is not the first occasion when the Government of India 
has interfered, without consulting the Government of the United State of Travancore and 
Cochin. Two days ago we discussed another resolution like this where the Government of 
India interfered with the economies of this country in the matter of copra, without consulting this 
Government. This is another instance where the people of this country have been very hard 
hit by measures adopted by the Government of India. Pepper which brought nearly 
Rs. 4,000 per candy now sells at Rs. 2,400, or if anything,a little less. It should not be 
forgotten in this connection that Travancore supplies for the Government of India dollars form 
20 to 25 per cent of what the whole of India earns. In spite of that Government of India has 
not been courteous enough to the Government and people of this country, in ascertaining the 
wishes of the people before setting up atax like this. What has been the result? The 
merchants who bought pepper at Rs. 4,00 finds it impossible to sell it after this taxation. 
So they joined together and as a result they pulled down the price from Rs. 4,000 to Rs. 2,400. 
Who suffers? Both this Government and the people of this country. One candy of pepper 
which costs Rs. 4,000 would have brought to the treasury of this Government a tax of nearly 
Rs. 100 and the peasant would have got Rs. 4,000 instead of Rs. 2,400. That is the situation. 
One would have thought that the Government of India should have shown the courtesy to 
consult this Government before this tax was introduced, But it seems that because they have 
the power to do it they did not show that courtesy. It should not be forgotten that when C. P., 
Nizam and Bhopal conspired to disrupt to India, we in this part of the country strained every 
nerve to consolidate the nationalist forces of India for its integration. 1 therefore support this 
motion to enter the emphatic protest of the Government and the people of this country aga‘nst 
the policy of the Government of India and I hope that the Government would convey the senti- 
ments of the people in the strongest terms to the Government of [ndia,

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: President, Sir, { oppose this demand, and in doing so I think it 
necessary to make clear the grounds on which!do so. .The point was sought to be made 
yesterday that since this relates to a matter of the attempted pationalisation of an industry, the 
demand now made should certainly be allowed. That was how I understood My. Balakrishnan 
Tampi's view of the position. That, I submit, Sir, is not a right view of the matter. No 
doubt, I am for nationalisation. But that does not mean that simply because a demand is re~ 
lated to a matter affecting nationalisation, that should certainly be conceded. Now, this House 
should be convinced that this demand is justified and is necessary and is in the interest of the 
State. When the Minister in making this demand is in a position to satisfy this House of the 
real necessity and justification for this Demand. even then this House is entitled to reject or 
pass the demand. That is the position to-day in regard to this sapplementary demand. 

Now, what are the facts. Of course, Mr. Nataraja Pillai made it clear that this question is 
ane in which the Central Government has got certain powers. The relevant provision in the 
Constitution is found in Article 246 which says that the Parliament has exclusive power to make 
laws with respect to any of the matters enumerated in List I in the Seventh Schedule (in this 
Constitution referred to as the “Union List"), But, here we know that this is not a mineral 
that is required for the production of atomic energy. But List I of Union List includes 

‘atomic energy and mineral resources necessary for it production.” Subject to these provi- 
sions the States may deal with this question. But then a situation has arisen when we would 
not have any right to deal with it. At any time the Central Government may intervene and 
then we will have to’ submit ourselves to their dictates. That is the position constitutionally. 
Therefore, T think, there . is an additional reason to be very careful in dealting with matters 
relating to minerals and mining. Even apart from this how could this demand be justified? It 
was pointed by Mr. Sivarama Pillai that we have made provision for working expenses | lakh.

Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I wish to say a word about that. This isa matter in regard 
to which we can-do nothing without the concurrence of the Government of India because it 
relates to monozite which is an atomic energy material and that is clearly under the control of 
the Government of India. So, the only course open to us is to get the best help. Now, in 
regard to the location, I do not know what has happened. It appears’ that some quarters are 
interested in having the factory established somewhere in Bombay. So it should be definitely 
made known to the Government of India that it is the definite opinion of this Body that it 
should be located within the Union territory. In regard to the location again, I should suggest 
that the site be so chosen as to yield the best results. Of course, there may be various con~ 
siderations. ; 

Quilon area is the place where we get this material most and we also get it in the South. 
So some site within this area should be selected. Of course an argument may be. aclvamced for 
locating it in a place where certain other materials required for the industry may be more 
readily available. But I should make. one observation with regard to that. Alwaye may be 
suggested because some necessary chemicals may be available more in that part of the State than 
near about Quilon, Then we have to consider one aspect of the matter. Many of our in- 
dustries are now located round about Alwaye and that kind of concentration of industries and 
industrial life in one part of the State is not desirable. There should be a better distribution 
of the industriés. If there is some advantage namely that of getting the necessary chemicals 
near about Alwaye more than in Quilon or in the South, the fact that the material itself is avil- 
able in this part of the State must be taken into account and also because of the fact that most 
of our industries are now located round about Alwaye, the other parts of the State should be 
made as industrialised as possible, of course within our resources. | That aspect of the matter 
should be kept in view. We should set our face definitely against any proposal to take this. 
factory out of the State. An argument may be advanced that after alk the material 
is not much. We were speaking about the export of ilmenite this morning which 
is produced in thousands of tons. This quantity will be considered as small. 
After all our proposed plant is to consume only sbout 1,500 tons nearly. The 
The original idea was of having a plant to make use of 3,600 tons. But the Government of 
India subsequently for certain reasons gave up that idea and now I think that factory is to make 
use of 1,500 tons. The transport of that quantity may be said to be after all nothing. 1,500 
tons from Quilon to Bombay is a small affair and that will not involve difficulties or loss, and 
so the factory may be located somewhere near Bombay. Now, I submit, we must make it 
clear to the Government of India thatit is the deliberate opinion of this House that the industry 
should not be taken out of this State. 


Then, Sir, here is a case where we are in partnership with the Government of India. Ulti- 
mately their terms we shall have to accept. But every aspect should be put before them in the 
best manner possible so as to get the best advantage for our State, As for the price of the 
monazite | am glad to see that the price of the material willbe given to us and the profit 
divided after taking into account the price of the material alone. In fixing the price of monozite 
I wish to say this. It ig not a commodity which is largely available in any part of India and 
the market price of it may not be quite easy to determine. In these things whoever is in control 
of affaire will have to be watched because, where money is concerned every Government would 
try to safeguard their own interests first and the Government of India also will see to the part 
they should play with regard to a constituent unit. They will see that they spend little and get 
as much as possible, Therefore we have to be very careful in regard to management of the affair. 
Government of India of course are interested in the matter and we can hope that the best 
advice, capacity and knowledge will be made available. We know as a matter of fact that in 
highly evolved industries even the Government of India are ata disadvantage because even 
they have not the requisite technical knowledge. That is one fact and so how far the Govern= 
ment of India will be better able than our own Government in this matter remains to be seen, 
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They may get the best available technical advice and help certainly from foreign countries and 
considering the state of the industry at present they too will have to do so. With these obser- 


vations I support this demand. ;

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: 1 oppose this motion ’simply to bring home to the Government 
the desirability of having a proper budget as known to all the civilised world. Sir, a budget 
must be a true and accurate statement of the financial position of the Government. If it does 
not show that position, it degenerates into what is called a waste-paper. Sir, it was towards 
the end of 1124 that the Hon’ble{Minister moved for a grant of Rs. 9 lakhs odd under this head, 
If in 1124 only 9 lakhs were required as additional grant for the purchase of Travancore 
Minerals, how could it be Rs. 13 lakhs in the revised estimate? It could not be so. They 
ought to have put it as only Rs. 9 lakhs. ; . 

Then again, when details were asked, the Hon'ble Minister was kind enough to say that 
the amount was really greater but that certain amounts were due from them which had to be 
adjusted out-side and which nobody should know and therefore they have given the net amount 
they have to pay. Though it was pointed out to them that, that was not the way of accounting; it 
was justified and this House consented to that also. Now, Iam glad that the Hon'ble Minister 
comes forward and says that it was a mistake and that in the real accounting that amount also 
should have been included. 

This morning it was pointed out by the Hon'ble Minister that it is a jugglery on figures 
that is used by me when I said Rs. 20 lakhs have been given. Sir, the whole mistake has 
ariser: because of this bad accounting. If in the revised estimate we had put it only as Rs. 9 
Jakhs for Travancore Minerals and an additional Rs. 4 lakhs, then only Rs. 13 Jakhs would be 
the capital expenditure there. But the revised expenditure which had been brought forward to 
this House towards the end of 1124 after knowing fully well what the expenditure was and 
putting it as Rs. 13 lakhs was wrong. Anybody ‘on going through the budget will clearly say 
that Rs. 13 lakhs have been spent last year and that another Rs. 4 lakhs is required this year. 
Therefore it is not the mistake of anybody in pointing it out. It is a mistake that was simply 
due to the shabby way of working the account. With a’ view to bring to your notic2 that at 
least in future, we should have a good budget so that we can know what is the real state of 
affairs, I oppose this motion. ‘ ;

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ADJOURNMENT MOTION 


Sri. A. Chidambaranatha Nadar : Sir, I move for the adjournment of the business of 
the House to discuss about a definite matter of urgent public importance, namely the grave 
situation arising out of the fast of Mr. T. S. Ramaswami Pillai, the General Secretary of the 
State Transport Non-Pensionable Employees Union and the consequent unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion in the minds of the public as to the unwise manner inwhich the situation was handled by 
Government. ; 
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Mr. Speaker: The-hon’ble member is moving an adjournment moticn on a specific 
subject. I fear that the hon’ble member is straying away from the pointe that will come 
legitimately within the scope of this adjournment motion. Again, the Hon'ble . member is 
expected to know, that no charge should be levelled and no insmuation made against another 
remember. The member does not seem to realize that when an insimuation is made regarding 
the motice of a member that anounts to a charge and objectionable. 


Sri. Abdul Razak: Would not the hon’ble member be in order to criticise the policy of 
the Government as concluded by party in power? ° 


Sri. P.K. Dewar: Ona point of order. The member is not in his seat. 
My, Speaker: The member could not function frem a wrong seat. 
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Sri. N. D. Jose: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the object of my speaking on this occasion is to 
present the facts in as dispasstionate a manner as possible so that the truth may emerge. This 
is essentially a question of justice to be meted out to the employees of the Transport Depart- 
ment, Sir, going through the facts of the case, I was struck very much by the fact that a question 
of prestige has arisen in all the negotations. A question of prestige has weighed with the Govern- 
ment in everything that they have done as far as these transport people are concerned. Sir, to 
make my position intelligible, let me present a resume of the incidents that led to the fast under- 
taken by the Sccretary of the Transport Employees’ Union. The question of transport workers’ 
union in the shape of demands was presented six or seven months ago even while the former 
ministry was in power. On 28th Mithunam 1124, a list of demands was submitted by the 
transport employees’ union. They waited for one month. Again on 259th Karkadagam 1124 
they presented their memorandum. There was the ministerial change. A new Minister came 
into being, and workers told him that they had some hopes inthe new Minister. — That was 
what the transport employees’ Union secretary also appears to have spoken at their meeting. 
Then, they went on meeting the Minister, meeting again and again and trying to find out a 
solution for their problem, Then the G. P. Kappan Committee was formed. That committee 
appeared to function for a time, presented a report, expired, and the report was entered into the 
secret archives. The Minister continued to say, “Let Mr. Collins come and as soon as he comes, 
some solution can be hoped for”. But the Government, I am sorry to point out, did not wait 
for Mr. Collins to arrive, but they began to move. They began to attack the union, This is not 
anything different in the annals of the trade union movement in this country. This is the case 
with other employees also who are in the same position. They began to retrench 89 ‘persons, 
reduced the pay-scales of conductors from Rs, 30—45 to Rs. 25-30, for the fresh recruits. 
Even then, they reduced the city and hill allowances at Alwaye and Munnar. Then non-dis- 
placed persons from the MSS lines, persons who had not got any appointment in the branch 
services, had been absorbed into the State Transport Department overlooking the...... 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: May | inform the Hon’ble Member that as far as the 
retrenchment of contingency employees was concerned, it was not a measure that was taken in 
respect of the Transport Department. It was a general order of Government, that in all department 
and in all the branches, contingency staff shall beretrenched. It had absolutely nothing to do with 
the Transport Department as such. It was a general order. Then again, may | remind the Hon'ble 
Member that as far as recruitment frorn MSS employees was concerned, it was handed over to 
a Selection Board consisting of certain eminent persons and they were asked to make nomina- 
tion. That was the precedent in the Transport Department. Whenevr a route was nationslised, 
the persons thrown out of employment would be absorbed—at least a percentage. 

Sri, N. D, Jose: I was saying that persons who had not been displaced, those persons 
even from outside the ranks of the M3S_workers—five to six persons—were absorbed in the 
routes over the heads of other staff. 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: That is not a fact. There were four people who 
were employees of the MSS who were not actually employees of the particular buses displaced. 
But it was agreed that they should be disbanded. But then the strike came and their services 
had to be_utilized, 

Sri. N. D. Jose: 1 am prepared to accept the Hon'ble Minister's statement. 

_ Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: May [ know whether they have been disbanded after the 
strike was over? . 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: No; it was made clear to the Union that for 
these four who cerved in the very strenuotis period of strike it was definitely the duty of the 
Government to see that they would be entertained. 

Sri. N. D. Jose: . The transport employees felt that there was harassment going on in the 
transport workshops. _ So, after all, when their memorandum and. their efforts had failed, . the 
employees’ union felt it necessary ‘that they should give an ultimatum of ten-days, saying that if 
no solution was found within ten days, they would be prepared to present -a strike notice. In 
between the ten days, the representatives of the transport employees’ union met the Government 
representatives and again having failed, decided to present a strike notice if there was no 
solution found, and.to launch on a strike after the expiry of the thirty days after the 
strike notice. 

. Now, there were four possible ways of settling this-dispute, either to submit it to concilia- 
tion, and the Labour Department was prepared to conciliate. They recommended that it could 
be sent up to an adjudication committee. But-after two days, the Hon’ble Minister took over 
the task of effecting a solution. There was aleo a possibility of a direct negotiation,

Sri. N. D. Jose: On the 29th day it was submitted to a Committee for settlement. But 
the Committee was not given full powers to come to a settlement. Obviously there were 
limitations, On the 29th day the transport employees’ representatives went and met the 
Labour Minister when some of the Hon'ble members from this House were also present. It 
seems that the Labour Minister was in favour of a joint Conference. 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: May I remind the Hon'ble Member that the 
conversation took place in the presence of the Transport Minister as well? 

- Sri. N. D. Jose: Yes. Then the Transport employees Union, since the Government had 
not infused sufficient confidence in the Union wanted some steps to be taken by Government and 
it was suggested by the distribution of a nominal bonus confidence should be infused into the 
Transport Union so that they would have some grounds on which to withdraw the 
strike notice. 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Is the Hon'ble member aware that in the 
presence of Mr, Dewer and Mr. Karunakaran, the well known labour leaders an offer was made 
to the Union Secretary that the Government are prepared to agree to an annual disbursement 
of 24 lakhs of rupees as bonus. 

Sri, N. D. Jose: | am not aware. The strike took place on the 24th midnight of 
September, continued for 26th, 27th and 28th during the course of which Government com-< 
mitted a number of police excesses. One was brought directly to the notice of the Transport 


Minister, in which a person was beaten unconscious near East Fort which [am sure the Hon'ble 
Minister will remember at this juncture. . 


The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: I do remember that incident. 
Sri. K.K. Kannan: A point of order, Sir, ae samuid eyoon gle aoe onlab

_ Mr. Speaker: The member speaking does not feel any interruption, nor does he complain

Minister because after all we want to find out the facts. 
Finally all these things seem to have moved _the Hon'ble Minister. He was prepared to a 
settlement and he gave certain assurances, to the Transport Union Secretary as a result of which

The Hon‘ble Sri. E. John Philipose: May I remind the Hon’ble member that the Press 
note that he has referred to was dictated in the presence of the Union Secretary and it was read 
out to him after it was typed and it was only after that he went away. ; 

Sri. N. D. Jose: J know it was dictated very rapidly (Laughter). It was possible that . 
certain alterations may have been made afterwards. After this incident it was that the Hon'ble 
Minister wanted some time to think over a scheme for the settlement of the dispute. In the 
mean time there were again certain questions of victimisation in the Transport Department. Ih 
a statement which was prepared by the Union Secretary in the presence of the Hon'ble Minister 
and corrected by his own hands the Minister agreed to see that all victimisation would be with- 
drawn, There were questions of students who do not come under the disciplinary control of 
the Transport Department being victimised. ; 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: May I correct the Hon’ble Member that actions ° 
were taken against 97 persons but actions were immediately withdrawn against 96. In respect 
of one there was a bail application and he was released on bail. 

Sri. N. D. Jose: It appears that persons who were released, were re-arrested and 
sentenced. . . 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: The case of re-arrest was in respect of breaking 
the ban which has got nothing to do with the Transport strike. 

Sri. N. D. Jose: So there was bitterness on either side, bitterness and misunderstanding, 
The Transport Union Secretary, it appears to clear away these misunderstandings went on fast 
and then Government agreed to a jomt conference. The conference went on well for two days. 
After two days the Transport employees representatives were not satisfied that the attitude of 
Government would help to arrive at any final settlement. 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: The decisions that were published were the deci- 
sions that were approved by the Union representatives. And the decisions that were not approved 
by the Union were not published. 

Sri. N. D. Jose: | am informed that a unilateral statement was issued by the Govern- 
ment, but no agreement was signed by both parties. To me it seems that it was essential in 
such a state of misunderstanding that the statement should have been signed by both perties, 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: May I inform the Hon'ble Member that this 
statement was read out and discussed with the Union representatives for two days and it was 
only on the third day after sending for the Union representatives and after one representative 
had come and this was read out to him and acopy given to him that the statement was 
published. 

_ Sri. A. Thana Pillai: Sir, does it bear the signature of any of the Union 
representatives ? ; ; 

The Hon’ble. Sri. E. John Philipose: It was not a question of signing, but it was a 
question of discussing things. As far as the matters published were concerned particularly in 
respect of revision of pay, the Union definitely agreed that in view of the present financial 
condition of the State they would not press for that. 

_ Sri. .N.D. Jose: It would have been better if the document had been signed. But I do 
not press that point at all. Even the unilateral statement published by Government was not 
implemented at the expiry of two months, 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. Johp Philipose: The statement was published on_ the 10th 
November and on the | Ith November every concession that was agreed to, viz., the daily batta 
and everything has been ordered by Government. : 

Sri. N.D. Jose: My information is that all the promises made by the Hon'ble Minister 
have not been implemented. 

Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: May I make a submission, Sir, regarding interruptions. There is 
no question of yielding or not yielding. When a member is speaking, alongside it, another 
member cannot speak, 

_ Mr. Speaker : If the member who is speaking is prepared to yield when another member 
desires to intervene that may be allowed in appropriate cases. But unnecessafy interruptions 
. will in no case be allowed or encouraged. 
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Svi. N. D. Jose: I have no objection for accepting information even if they are in the 


form of interruptions, _ 
Well, Sir, these are some of the facts which were existing before the fast. pers isa 
dispute, there 1s a controversy between the employees Union and the Government. 3 ie nion 

_ qs giving one set of reasons and Government are giving another set of reasons. Both partics 


have issued statements and counter-statements. 
The only way is to submit the matter before an Adjudication Committee. Government 
perhaps feel that their case is very strong. £ it is so, I congratulate the Government. the 
Government feels that their case is strong, I ask, what is the objection to submit the whole case 
for adjudication. I suggest, Sir, submit the whole case for adjudication, let the Adjudication 
Committee,’ find out the real facts weighing on both sides. That would be the best possible 
solution under the circumstances, Let not the question of prestige weigh with the Government. 
This Government is strong enough to cast aside the question of prestige. What is prestige; 
but vanity and vanity should not prevent Government from coming toa settlement of 2 problem 
affecting a vital section of the employees. Vanity means loss to Government, 
The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: May I ask whether the Hon’ble Member can 
specify any actual point at issue. ; 
peri } - dD. Jose : Yes, Sir, I can specify two points. Probably there are many points, 
There was the question of distribution of 24 lakhs that the Government s1id they were not pre- 


pared for the distribution to all employees. 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: It was stated in the Press Note very definitely 
that this 2} lakhs was to be distributed to the non-pensionable staff of the Transport Depart- 
ment and it was so done. 

Sri. N. D. Jose: Now, Sirs... -. see . ; . ; 

Mr. Speaker: The Hon'ble member has disclosed the materials which according to him 
from the basis of the adjournment motion. Further elucidation by means of questions and 
answers need not be attempted: 

Sri. N. D. Jose: The Transport Employees’ Union says that the conference which met in 
session one or two months ago was not finalised. The Government says that it has been finalised. 
Therefore, there are two versions to this and I suggest that the best way of finding the truth out 
would be to submit the matter to adjudication. This transport strike has resulted in loss of 
revenue to Government. It has been estimated that Government has lost something like 20 or 
25 thousand rupees. But the amount does not matter. It is quite clear that there was a sub- 
stantial loss to Government. So, Sir, it is a case of abandoning prestige or what may be called 
vanity. There were labour unrest and student unrest throughout the State. I ask the Govern- 
ment if the Government themselves are not afraid of their case why not they refer it to adjudi- 
cation, Is the Government case so week that they are shy of submitting it for arbitration. The 
Traneport Department has been nationalised. It must bring about the welfare of the cmployees 
and the public at large. It must not be made the battle ground between Government and the 
employees. It must not be the battle ground between the Government and the people at large. 
Therefore, | plead that the purpose of the institution would be lost if the strike is not settled in 
apleasant manner. I am not speaking with any bitterness. I have spoken so that the facts 
may come to light, so that the truth may emerge, so that justice may be done to the transport 
employees. And justice to the Transport employees is justice to the Government and justice to 
this House and the public at large Therefore, I urge strongly that the Government should 
submit the whole case for adjudication. Above all Covernment is strong and even if they feel 
that their side will win, it will enhance their prestige. These are the points I thought that it 
would be worthwile for me to submit before this House. - In speaking in this connection | may 
refer to the fast undertaken by Mr. T, S. Ramaswami after the failure of the Government to 
settle satisfactorily the dispute between the Trangport employees and the Government, 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, at this stage it would be better ifthe Minister makes a 
statement, 
~ aot Speaker: Yes, it may be done. He can, no doubt, give his final reply later on if he 

sires, 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Pilipose: I am happy to intervene in the discussion now 
because I want to apprise the House of the full facts in this matter, That was my desire even 
when the adjoumment motion came up before this House, for I felt that this will give Me an 
opportunity to place the full facts before this House even though I personally felt that the reason 
for the motion was not sufficiently sound, It was with this view I definitely gave my support 
to the adjournment motion being admitted. 
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Sri. Eapen Arakkal: May I know whether the Hon'ble Minister’s attention has been 


drawn to an alleged statement by Mr. Ramaswami saying that he undertakes this fast not a5 


ecretary but as a citizen. 

5 "The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: I know, Sir, that he has definitely stated like that, 
It seems that he is undertaking this fast not as Secretary of the Transport Employees’ Union 
but because of various other reasons, in respect of which he has complaints. But nevertheless 
this motion gives Government an opportunity to explain to this House matters relating to the 

sport Department. 
Trane Tike the House to know that the permanent strength of the Transport Department, 
in July, was on'y 303 conductors, and 353 permanent drivers. In the contingency staff there 
were 339 persons and the mechanical staff comprised of nearly 460 men. As against this per- 
manent strength the Transport Department had in the reserve list 294 drivers, and 594 reserve 
conductors. These reserve conductors and reserve drivers work ona pay of Rs. 2 and Rs, 2 
and aunas 4 a day respectively whenever they are called upon to do so. That was a very inse« 
cute way of guaranteeing employment. It was a source of patronage as far as the Department 
was concerned and the employment or these reserve hands was entirely in the hands of the D.T. 
andthe District Officers. It was in the discretion of the Director of Transport as well as 
to the good will of the District Oficers—as to which reserve conductor or driver was assigned for 
duty on any particular day. There are instances where persons were given duty for 
the entire month. There were also persons who had to wait for 18, 20, or 22 days 
before they were given a turn. Some persons got 4 rupees a month, some 6 
rupees and some 60 rupees. That was the situation that existed in the Transport 
Department at the time this Government came into being. Government then found that 
there were in the reserve staff definitely much more men than the Transport 
Department needed, It was a case of either taking over a few of them and making them 
permanent or retrench the number of men im the reserve list so that there will be some 
certainly of others getting work. Government decided that as far as possible it was their duty 
to see that there was no retrenchment. Government, therefore, decided with a certain amount 
of arbitrariness straightway that they should take over the Alleppey-Quilon route the Kottayam. 
Alwaye route and the Kottayam-Ermakulam route. Thus the route mileage of the Transport 
Department which was something like 35,000 miles went up in the course of a few weeks right 
up to 45,000 miles. Something like 100 and odd miles were nationalised and even though that 
nationalisation has taken place, Government, because of the tremendous amount of superfluity of 
hands that were available in the Transport Department, did not have to, recruit any motive except 
some of the displaced employees of M.§.5. Government did not recruit anyboby from 
outside. Government saw to it that those persons who- were on the reserve list were provided 
with employment. 

Sri. R.K.Ram: Is it at the instance of the M.S.S. Union that the route was 
nationalised > 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: It has absolutely nothing to do with the M. S. S. 
Union. It was the decision taken by Government in the interest of the Transport Department 
and in the interest of the employees of the Transport Department. Government found that 
unless more routes were nationalised these reserve conductors could be absorbed. ‘Thus the 
routes were nationalised and greater security given to the employees of the Transport Depart- 
ment. There were 594 reserve conductors and 294 reserve drivers. Government decided that 
in order to confirm them they must appoint a Selection Committee consisting of a member of 
the Public Service Commission"and 4 Hon’ble Members of this House. Government appointed 
a Selection Board and directed the Selection Board to choose the people from the reserves who, 
were fit to be confirmed, That Selection Board is still in session and I expect that in a week's 
time their report will be here. In pursuance of that report most of the reserve personnel 
will be given security of tenure and will be absorbed permanently. In doing so Government 
took into consideration the fact that men who got in the reserve list often have to wait 2, 3 or 
even 4 years before he was absorbed in the permanent staff. . 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: How many of these reserve men are likely to be absorbed as a 
result of the report ? 


The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: I have already stated that most of these reserve 
men will be absorbed. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Then what was the work of the Committee ? ; 

The Hon’ble Sri, E. John Philipose : The committee was appointed so that it maygo into 
the records in respect of the reserve conductors and drivers and judge for themselves whether they 
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deserve to be confirmed. [tall depends on the recommendations of the Selection Board how 
many of the drivers and conductors will be confirmed. 


Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: Who is the member o

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Phillipose : Sri Rama Varma Thampuran. . . 

Syi. A. Thanu Pillai: May I know why in view of, the fact that the Public Service 
Commission was functioning, a separate committee was constituted . . 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Phillipose : As far as that is concerned the Public Service 
Commission had not at that time started functioning in earnest. It has also been decided by 
Government that in respect of fresh recruitments in the Department, Government will not 
normally interfere. May I inform the Hon'ble Members of this House that since fst July 
Government have not appointed at their initiative with one exception nobody in the Transport 
Department. The Transport Department has for some time been the refuge of several persons 
who went with all kinds of excuses and recommendations. Government decided that this shall 
not continue hereafter and all the appointments in the Transport Department shall hereafter be 
made by the Public Service Commission. There were in the past a lot of invidious distinctions 
and indiscriminate promotions. Government will not be able to decide whether one member 
is senior to another, So they sent up the entire list with the report of the Gradation Officer to 
the Public Service Commission. lam informed that ina week’s time they will send up the 
report fixing the relative seniority of the members of the Department. I ask the Hon’ble 
Members to say how the Government acquitted themselves in this matter. There was nothing 
for Government to hide as far as the Transport Department is concerned. It is an open book 
for everybody to see. 

Let me now turn to the question of strike. I have already stated that the Transport 
employees were given security of tenure so far as their service is concerned. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: May I know whether it is a fact that the men absored from the 
M.S. 5, were given seniority over others? 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Those who have been absorbed in the Transport 
Department from the M, 5. S. will be juniors to the persons in the reserve list, who are going 
to be confirmed. They have been appointed as probationers only. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: So, from the date on which they are appointed they will be 
getting work every day while the men on the reserve list get work off and on, 
; The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: This has been taken as a ground for attack. But 
may state that they are probationers and are getting only the probationers’ pay. But there 
were instances when sometimes, for a few days the reserves could not be given employment. It 
is the endeavour af Government to see that they are given permanent employment. 1 hope 
u at the fouse. would realise that the object of the Government is to see that those who were 
olding places in an uncertain manner and who had no permanent tenure of service were given 
a permanent tenure of service as far as possible. In doing so, Government have done one 
th ing. Government have increased the permanent strength which remained at 303 to 572. 
ssurance was given by Government in respest of all reserve men who were on the reserve list 
on the last day of 1123, that they will be absorbed as first grade Conductors. Therefore, these 
conductors Were assured that all those who were in the permanent list before 1124 would gn 
as permanent conductors. The rest of the men who were in the reserve list will be progres- 
sively absorbed in the permanent tenure of service. 
, Sri. A. chan Pillai: ‘The Hon'ble Member said that there were 524 as reserve con- 
ductors an as reserve drivers, and the total strength was raised from 303 to 522. Also 
e as stated that all those who are on the reserve I'st will be confirmed. 

T te on'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: That is why I say that they will be progressively 
shear ed, The Hon ble Member will realise that at the time on the Ist of July there ware only 
H nspectors, . he Inspectors’ places were at first abolished and they were called checking 

nspectors and their strength was increased from 77 to 129. That gave the opportunity for th 
- conductors being promoted as Checking Inspectors. ; °

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Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: ‘May I know how many men were absorbed from the M. S. 5? 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: _ think about 55 to 60. ; 

Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: Does it comprise both drivers and conductors? . 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Yes. 60 drivers and 20 conductors. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: How many buses were absorbed ? It was not acase of 25 per 
cent but a larger number, ; 

- The Hon’ble Sri, E, John Philipose: It was not a case of Quilon—Alleppey alone. 
But Kottayam—Alwaye and Kottayam-—Ernakulam services were taken. ; : 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Were there any men taken from the Ernakulam—Alwaye line ? 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Not one. 

I was speaking about'Government’s deciston to see that not only security of tenuré 
was given to employment in the Transport Department but also to see that persons 
who are serving in the Department had better scope for promotion. In doing ao, 
the Covernment had to abolish the 80-100 grade Inspectors’ places. This grade for 
Inspectors was instituted by Mr. Saltera nd the intention was that 80-100 grade will. 
exclusively be confined to Craduates. Hf you know the history of the Transport Department 
you could see that contrary to that intention non-graduates and under-graduates were appointed 
as Inspectors in this grade. Because the disparity of the maximum drawn by the conductors 
and the Inspectors was such that it was not possible or feasible to cause a jump from Rs. 45 to 
Rs. 80, Government. therefore decided that Checking Inspectors shall be recruited as far as 
possible from Conductors. Therefore the salary of the Checking Inspectors was placed at 
Rs. 45—75. It was represented on behalf of the employees at the round table conference that 
the abolition of the scale of Rs. 80-—-100 deprived, particularly the graduates among the conduc- 
tors of any potential hope of rising to Rs. 80—100 grade. Government considered it was a 
genvine grievance. and therefore, they decided that among these Checking Inspectors there shall 
be two grades. That was one of the agreements arrived at the Round Table Conference. They 
decided that there shall be two grades among Checking Inspectors, one on Rs. 80—100 and the 

- other on Rs. 45-75. It was also decided with the concurrence of the employees’ Represetative 
at the Conference, that for recruiting and for promotion from the Conductor's to the Inspector's 
place the proportion among graduates and non-Graduates should be 3—1 and also in respect of 
promotion from the 2nd grade to the first grade the same ratio should prevail. 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: May I know the minimum qualification for a Conductor? 

; The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: School final excepting in the case backward 
classes. 

Sri. R. K. Ram: Jt a fact that newly recruited persons are appointed on Rs. 25—30 scale 
overlooking the claims of persons who were absorbed 13 years back > ; 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose : I am talking of Drivers and Conductors. 

Now, I must come to the situation that has arisen and which ended in a strike though it is 
an old story. Government did not have an opportunity up till now to tell the Hon'ble members. 
of this House anything about this. Hon'ble Members of this House would realise that imme- 
diately after this Government_came into being there was budget session. During the Budget’ 
Session the employees of the Transport Department came and represented to the Government 
and the Minister that they had certain long standing grievances which are to be redressed. I 
told the gentlemen who met me that the Budget Session was on and that the present Govern- 
ment came into being only a short while ago and that they must wait till the Budget was over. 
When the Minister concerned would be availabe for discussion on this matter. And, [ told this 
to my Hon'ble friend Mr. Chidambaranatha Nadar, Since then, untill the day I was in posses- 
sion of the strike notice, neither the President of the Union nor the Secretary came and met 
me. 

Sri. M, A, Razaak : Who was the President of the Transport Union at that time ? 
The Hon'ble Sri, E. John Philipose: As far as that is concerned, it was 

‘Mr. Muthukeruppa Pillai. 

Sri. M. A. Razaak : Was he not the President of the D.C.C., Agastiswaram Taluk > 
The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose : I do not know that. . 
Sri. M. A. Razaak : May I suggest that the very fact that he happened to be the Presi- 
dent of the Transport Union directly led to the sabotage of the Transport? 
The Honble Sri. E. John Philipose: That is a matter of Political Propaganda. I am 
not talking of that today.‘ I am talking of the Transport Department in relation to the Govern- 
ment. So far as Government are concerned, party politics will not have any effect. ; : 
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Syi. Daniel Jose: Did the Government at any stage consult the Transport Advisory Board 
which was appointed by this House or call for their recommendations on this question even 
though such a body met while this House was in session on a previous occasion? ; 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Sir, | am afraid my hon’ble friend was not listen- 
ing to what I was saying on this matter. The hon'ble member will realise that at present there 
is what is called a Standing Advisory Committee under the Transport Ministry. There is no 
other Committee to the Department. At the time when the strike notice was given, the names 
of members of the Standing Advisory Committee had only just been published in the Govern~ 
ment Gazette. The Government did not decide at that time the framing of rules relating to the 
scope and functions of the Standing Advisory Committee. I know that is a genuine question, 
Probably it is the first time in the history of this legislature that a Standing Advisory Committee 
has been formed under the Transport Ministry. Ina parliamentary democratic institution of 
‘this kind this is the first, if I may say so. The hon’ble member is justified in thinking that 
some committee was in existence as an adjunct to the Transport Department previously. The 
one now in existence is a Standing Advisory Committee to the Transport Minister who deals 
with the working of Transport Department and also matters in relation to motor vehicles and 

__ other transport matters. 
- SyiK.R. Elenkath: What has the Hon'ble Minister to say about the doings of the 
Transport Employees Union in this connection. 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: 1 am glad that an hon'ble member has asked me 
that question because it would save considerable time of mine in disclosing the events in this 
matter. I feel it is my duty and the duty of this Government to tell this House frankly that as 
far as the Transport department is concerned there.is nothing to hide for Government. In fact 
what the Government did was this. Under the law, the Transport Employees Union may have 
the right to proclaim a strike. At the same time, it was the duty of that Union to see that all 
possible and peaceful negotiations were exhausted with Government before the strike notice was 
issued by them. The Government believed and still believe that no such negotiations were 
done nor any peaceful measures resorted to by the Union. Anyway, 1 do not want to deal with 
the strike as such. I am glad to say that Government were particular of dealing with the 
matter in a straight manner. The Government informed the Secretary to the Union to be 
straightforward in their course of action. The Government were free to take any line of action 
they pleased even before the strike had started, but they did not. The Government informed 
the Union Secretary about the steps proposed to be taken by them. It was also definitely stated 
to them by Government that this being in the lime light and that as the nationalised Transport 
system being a matter under the exclusive management of Government, it is the duty of Gov- 
ernment to.see that the running of all lines is maintained at any cost during the strike period. 
The Government felt particularly that it was a vexatious strike started by the Union. The fact 
is that the Union authorities began the strike without exhausting all channels of peaceful negoti- 
ation with Government. But the Government informed the Union Secretary that while not 
touching that at all, the Government will exercise all modes of conciliation with the employees 
of the Transport department. The Government were explicit in that they would on no account 

. exercise any arbitrary or inherent powers vesting with them to put an end to the strike. In the 
exercise of powers conferred by law, it was never the intention of Government to interfere in 
the dealings of the Union. But they did ask of them to explore all kinds of peaceful methods. 
Having been fully convinced of the failure of the Union, Government issued an Emergency 
‘Powers Act which gave them power to deal with a situation of this kind. It was clearly stated 
that employees in essential services should not participate in strikes. The strike was considered 
illegal as it was vexatious. The employees who were involved in it therefore were punished. 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: May I ask, was all that done as per the decision of the Cabinet 
or on the sole authority of the Transport Minister ? 

- The Hon'ble Syi. E. John Philipose: J may tell the House that when any Minister doos 
a particular thing. 

Mr. Speaker : You cannot say what all details took place there. 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Yes Sir. When any Minister makes a responsible 
statement, it represents the views of Government in the matter. The hon’ble members can 
take that assurance from me as far as this Cabinet is concerned, The Minister represents 
Covernment unless he says that it is his personal opinion.

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The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Definitely no. The Government was deeply con- 
cerned as to how the trouble could be averted. No question of prestige was involved. 
The Government only wanted to enable the transfer of people from place to place. That was 
effectively done at that time. In this matter 1 want the hon’ble members to realise that even 
though Government felt tremendous provocation and pressure from all quarters of the State, 
they did not recruit fresh drivers and conductors te see that services are conducted during the 
period of strike. Itis a matter of pride of course that during the course of the strike period 
the Government made a final decision not to recruit men from outside for running the services, 
The Government kept the doors open to the Union employees to call off the strike any day and 
re-enter the services. ‘The Government were very frank in that and their stand was applauded 
by the general public in abundant measure. That is what I want the hon'ble members 
to realise, 

Sri. R. K. Ram: May I enquire, whether it is not a case where persons were not ayail- 
able for being recruited as drivers? . 

The Hon‘ble Sri. E. John Philipose : Absolutely no. I believe the hon’ble member 
knows that one man's food is another man’s poison. Applications were countless. The House 
may have this assurance that it required very great strength on the part of Government to resist 
the pressure that was brought to bear on them in the matter of recruiting additional hands, 
Government did not yield. They kept the doors open. They refused to entertain a single hand 
from outside because they knew that if they decided to take hands in time of such crisis, it was 
their duty to keep them on after the strike. Therefore, Government was determined to see that 
no recruits were taken. That was the perfect understanding with the Trade Union employees, 
So, as far as the employees of th: Union were concerned, that was one great thing which the 
Government did and I fully hope this will be readily realised and appreciated by the hon’ble 
members. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamony: May I know what was the step taken by Government for the 
purpose of conciliation and after > 

The Hon'ble Sri E. John Philipose: That was a failure. The Government felt that 
it was a vexatious move on the part of the employees, But these are matters of history. Coming 
to the present day things I have to say one word, , 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Was the report of the Labour Department presented before or 
after the strike ? 

The Hon'ble Sri: E. John Philipose : Only after the strike. . 

My. Speaker: The time at our disposal is limited. There may be other members 
desiring to speak, Bearing that in mind the Hon'ble Minister will try to close his speech, 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Yes Sir. To the present day events obtain- 
ing in the department. That being important I may take about 5 to 10 minutes for 
supplying that. 

Mr. Speaker: Already more than 30 minutes are over. 

Sri. C. V. Iyyu: I would draw the attention of the Chair that after the speech by the 
Government member, the mover alone has the right of reply. If no restriction is put speeches 
will go on up to 6 p.m. The rules may be adhered to, 

Sri. A. Chithambaranatha Nadar: I must have the right of reply. , 
_ The Hor’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Yes Sir, 1 will therefore deal with one or two 
important points and conclude. I leave it to the House to judge whether the position taken up 
by Government was right or not. After the strike was over, disciplinary action was not taken 
against the employees for having struck work. The hon'ble members may know there are 
different categories of workers as drivers and conductors in the Transport department. Some 
action was taken under the Emergency Powers Act. The position of Government was made 
perfectly clear to the employees of the department. The employees subjected to disciplinary 
action were given the right of appeal to Government. If that appeal is going to be genuine, it 
will not be the right of Government to tamper with the departmental action. So it was suggest 
ed to the Union that as far as disciplinary action was concerned, it would be best that the Union 
itself tendered advice to the employees subject to disciplinary action. With regard to the ex- 
planations given it was suggested that no employee of the Trensport department shall be liable 
to disciplinary action except until the charge framed against him for suspension proved right. 
That being 80, disciplinary action will automatically cease if he is declared innocent, after the 
enquiry is over. That is one of the decisions arrived at. One hon'ble member, | think it was 
Mr. Jose, said that leave conditions were not particularly happy. 1 may inform the hon'ble 
member that if they are permanent employees they enjoy leave which is not being enjoyed by 
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any worker in any other part of India. Drivers and conductors have something like 102 days 
in a year with pay. . . 
leave ask this House whether there is a precedent like that in any part of India. Government 
piit it to the union that these leave concessions that had been granted to the employees of the 
Transport Department were such that the Transport Department was compelled to have a arge 
staff in the Department. If the union was prepared to reconsider this question of leave, and i 
the employees were prepared to give up a portion of the leave, then the Government will recon~ 
sider the whole situation. The Union, I might say, I say it with al] frankness and I say it with 
all truth, in the statement-in the Press communique that was issued, was willing to appreciate 
that, and the Union understood that, and the employees of the Union said that they would not 
press that point with regard to the revision of the scales of pay. . 
“Then again, it was the considered view of the Government that as far as possible the 
members of the operating staff should be given a daily batta. That was not a thing 
that. was enjoyed by the employees of the- Transport Department for some years. 
The Government decided in consultation with and with the agreement of those who were pre- 
sent, that inspectors on duty will be given 12 annas a day as batta, which meant something like 
* Rs. 21 more a month and a driver would be given a batta of Re. 15 per mensem. ‘That would 
mean that the minimum total cash income per mensem of an employee in the operating staff of 
the Transport Department would be something like Rs. 60. I ask you, my friends and hon'ble 
members of this House, was that not a correct and fair way of doing it? Every man who goes 
into the operating staff of the Transport Department, every person on the permanent establish- 
ment, gets something like Rs. 60 per mensem. . 

Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: Is not that batta given in similar services elsewhere, where people 
have to travel every day ? 

The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: 1 am coming, to that. 

The mover of the adjournment motion said that strike in such a situation had not arisen in 
any other part of India. The Madras Government Transport workers struck, and they came to 
an understanding and they are having certain scales of pay. I offered to the Union, when this 
question was raised, that the Government was prepared to revise the entire scales of pay in the 
Transport Department and bring them on a line with the Madras Government Transport De- 
partment. But the Union said ‘no’.

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The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose. Definitely. It was definitely told to them, 
and | am sure that my hon’ble friend Mr. Dewer and Mr. Karunakaran, would bear testimony 
to the fact that I did make that offer three days before the strike. There was no question of 
prestige or anything. The Government wanted to see and it isthe intention of Government 
and it is the desire of this Government that the employees of the Transport Department are 
satisfied and are working under conditions that are suitable and satisfactory to them. Unfor- 
tunately, it would seem that in spite of everything that has been done by this Government. to 
the transport employees, and in spite of the fact that most of the transport employees, when 
: they came to know and when they experienced the benefits that are being conferred, unfortun- 
ately, it would seem as if there were certain elements in this country who aro prepared to see 
that the transport employees are kept under permanent dissatisfaction. But it will be the duty 
of this Government to sce that the employees of the Transport Department are kept satished as 
far as their requirements ate concerned and it will alse be the duty of this Government at the 
same time to see that discipline and good conduct is maintained in the Transport Department. 

Tam sure that in speaking about these things, the hon’ble members will realise that the 
Government, as has been alleged by my hon'ble friend Mr. Jose, have not been standing on 
prestige at all. The Government have tried its level best to come to an understanding. But 
no. understandings could be arrived at with persons who refuse to come to an understanding. I 
ask you, Hon'ble members of this House, could Government have gone more than what they 
have done ? They have given daily batta, overtime allowances, for every member of the 
mechanical staff...... 
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The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: That is a different issue. I am not concerned 
about it, I am talking about the transport employees. As far as they were concerned, on that 
aspect, when immediately the strike was over, there were 97 cases pending, and 96 were with-. 
drawn and one had no reference to the transport strike. [t had arisen in connection with somé’ 
other incident, The person concerned was in jail. I told them on behalf of the Goverament 
that if bail application to the Magistrate was submitted, the police will have instructions to se¢ 
that the bail application will not be rejected. Subsequently he was released. I can assure thé 
hon’ble members of this House, that subsequent actions were taken, not because of the transport 
strike, nor because of any other cause, but that the matter was absolutely alien to 


the issue. . 
Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: What is the attitude of Government in regard to the question of 


leaving such disputes to adjudication where Government employees are concerned ? 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: | Where genuine grievances exist, Government 
have been prepared to refer such matters to adjudication, but the Government have powers 
under the industrial disputes Act, if it thinks that any dispute or a strike notice, is a vexatious 
one, to refuse adjudication.

The Hon ble Sri. E. John Philipose: Definitely not. 1am sure the Hon’ble members 
will realise that at this time of strike in spite of grave provocation, the police on the whole con-- 
ducted themselves with exemplary forbearance and fortitude. I hope 1 have made the position 
very clear. 1 am thankful to this House for the opportunity it has given me to place all these 
matters before this House and I hope as far as the mover of the adjournment motion is con- 
cerned, and those who have spoken on it, will feel that the Government had nothing to hide in 
this matter, that the Government is perfectly genuine in its efforts to see that the transport 
service is systematized, regularised and the transport employees are looked after properly and 
subject to discipline. 

. Mr. Speaker: In view of the fact that there is a large number of members desiring to 
speak within the short time at our disposal the time limit for a speech may be fixed at five 
minutes. 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose : [ may also crave the indulgence of the House that 
as I have finished speaking, Hon’ble members may refer to any points that I might have referred 
toin my speech, so that 1 might be enabled to correct or offer elucidation over those 


points, 
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The Hon’ble Sri. E John Philipose : Some action is pending in respect of persons 
who were guilty of violence. But no active proceedings are being taken, 
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My. Speaker: Order, order. The hon’ble member will apologize to the House for the 


disorderly way in which he has now spoken. Does the member apologize > . 
Sri. K. K. Kannan: [ apologise to the House, if the Hon’ble Speaker ‘thinks so. 
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Sri, A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the issues involved in this debate, to merit appears to be of a 
very important nature. Of course Government have got certain concerns directly under them 
today and they are going to have more and more as time advances. So conflicts between the 
Government as employer and labour, their employees, are bound to increase, Even though m 
regard to a particular dispute Government may be m a position to say that we have done every- 
thing possible and the other party is all in the wrong and we are fully in the right, Iam not 
sure, even from the statements made here by the Hon’ble Minister in charge, that everything so 
far as the Government are concerned has been perfectly right and the other party has been 


” fully in the wrong. Now, I have no time to go into the details but then certain prominent facts 


+ 


emerge from the statement made by the Minister. There was a dispute and eventually there 
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was a conference and a statement was issued by the Minister: ‘ The other party said that it was 
a unilateral statement issued by Government without their consent. If the statement was issued 
with the concurrence of the other party, then why were not signatures taken, This is the posi- 
tion today. May | inform the House that even the Union has officially stated that if certain 
additional matters were accepted by Government; then only the statement would be acceptable 
to them, They make their acceptance conditional. Of course when there are a number of 
points at issue and if one party says that some more things are to be done, that does not amount 
to acceptance. ‘That is the position today. Now, there has been a dispute for a number of 
months. ‘The Minister says that nobody approached him till he got the strike notice. That is 
not the other party’s version. What I say is that is the attitude of Government in regard to the | 
dispute. ‘1 hese are after all trade disputes. There is no use denying the fact that the Transport 
Union has been registered under the Trade Union Act. So trade union law must prevail. 
Therefore I say that since there are really points of dispute, the matter should be decided by 
adjudication. Now Government may be in a strong position today and the Transport Union 
may not be effective in asserting themselves, but that should not be the attitude of Government. 


Tomorrow the position may change. 


Then the Minister says it was a utility service and the Government can suppress or prevent 
strike. How long can Government do it. Whatever concern Government take over, will be 
more or less a utility service and the Government should not go about suppressing trade unions. 
That should not ke the right attitude. 


The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: The Trade Union was not suppressed. . The 
Government orders did not touch the validity of the Union. ; 


Sri. A. Thanu Pillai: 1 know the Trade Union is there but Government may use law 
prohibiting the strike. That should not be the attitude of the Government, because Govern- 
ment will have to do with increasing numbers hereafter. Therefore, irrespective of the question 
of prestige, as mentioned by my Hon'ble friend Sri. Jose, Government should see 
that situations like this do not arise. Government should be able to satisfy their 
employees or they should see that the course of Trade Union Law is allowed to 
run. Nothing should be done to discourage or to harm labour. The statements made by the 
Hon’ble Minister are not so convincing as he seems to make them appear. I shall refer to one 
point. Now in the reserve list there are 888 employees, 594 conductors and 294 drivers. 
He said that almost all of them will be absorbed and what is the number he is going to absorb? 
Is he going to increase the number of drivers from 303 to 572? There are a number of 
complaints from the men in the reserve. There is a very large riumber, over 500 men. They 
say they get work cff and on, they must have some kind of security. Every day they have to 
attend and only on some days they have work. Is it not a Jegitimate demand. 


The Hon’ble Sri. E. John Philipose : There is no such demand. 


Sri. A. Thanu: Pillai: There is. An assertion on one side is no good. With regard to 
the Committee, Sir, my friend told me that the Public Service Commission had not begun to 
function, What does it mean? What were they doing then? Were they simply signing pay 
bills? This committee could function with 4 members belongmg tothe Ministerialiet party. 
What they have been doing. They should be asked to attend to this. Then about the 
M.5.S. men. From the figures supplied tome, I am able to assert that almost all of the . 
employees-of the M.S. S. Union were absorbed and they were absorbed overlooking the - 
seniority. of those who were in the Reserve List. They are paid-for 30 days but unfortunately 
the men in the Reserve List get 10 day’s pay or even 5 day’s pay. Is it not an undue 
preferment, I ask. The Minister says’ that they were about to be discharged, but the strike 
started and they were very serviceable during strike. What kind of Justice this is, | do not know, 


Now, Sir, time is up and | would place my suggestion for the consideration of this House 
t hat this question may be dealt with according to Trade Union Law. Of course, there is a 
hunger-strik, but the real issue is one affecting the State. So I support this motion,

LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS 
UNITED STATE OF TRAVANCORE AND COCHIN PANCHAYATS BILL—(coni,) 


Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pillai: Sir, I would like to bring to the notice of this House, 
that Chapter II provides for the formation of village panchayats by Government notifications 
My view is that people should have the power to do it and the special provision has to be pro- 
vided in the Bill. Secondly it has to serve the purpose of training grounds to turn out men 
of a democratic order to be worthy of treasury benches in a civilised India. The panchayats 
should give no place for unscrupulous men and hence the question of nomination does not 
arise. It is necessary that the President of the Panchayat should be a non-party man and 0 
direct election is recommended. Sir, with regard to finance I have to say that we have to eke 
it out of the people who are already groaning under the smothering weight of increased taxa- 
tion. However the Government is prepared to contribute a sum of Rs. 2,000 at the maximum. 
Considering the small amount of surplus that is shown in the Budget, this is a noble contribu- 
tion m a moral sense but inthe material sense this will not suffice. But provision 
has been made to augment the slender resources of the panchayat by the power 
to increase the rate of taxation or even to impose new taxation. Fines I hope 
is not put in there as a deterrent measure but simply to augment the resources of 

. the panchayat. Then the members intending to stand as candidates are required to furnish 
“securities. May 1 request the:Government to frame rules so as to provide for forfeiture of 
Securities in almost all cases of defeat unlike in the case of genoral elections. The powers of the 
executive authority and the emergency powers of the Director and Government are not in 
consonance with the principles of local autonomy. The only thing that the executive author- 
-Ity has to do is that he should not contravene the orders of the panchayat. By the term 
‘Orders of the Panchayat’ I understand that it is not the orders of the President but it has to. 
evolve out of the Committee of the Panchayat. In panchayat or unions meetings take place 
only once in a month. So the panchayat order will not be available frequently. The exe- 
cutive authority has to satisfy himself that in his opinion he thought the execution of a particular 
work to be necssary and so he has done it. At the same time Government may ask toedo a 
thing within a specified time. If it is not done they may ask some persons to do it and ask the 
panchayat to pay the expenses from the panchayat-funds. These things are not at all desirable 
ma panchayat. At the same time I want to point out that certain sections contemplate the

tendenting officers while you tend to appoint an executive authority for each panchayat. The 
Government is also empowered to decrease the number of members. They may even decrease 
the number upto one. At the same time Government is powerful enough to bless it with 
long life. So] conclude that these items do not come up with the principles of local autonomy 
and so they have to be removed but if the treasury benches are determined to insist on appoint~ 
ing the executive authority and inspecting and superintending officers and the emergency powers 
of the Director and the Government I earnestly entreat the Government to drop the word 
“Panchayat” from Bill. So I conclude. . 

Sri. N. V. Chacko: Sir, we are told that in ancient times the country was being governed 
by the panchayat system; and we know that Mehathma Gandhi was very much in favour of 
panchayat system. We have Village Unions, village panchayats and village uplifts, but most o 
them are functioning as models of what they ought not to be. Now we are going to have a 
village panchayat system throughout the State. I am glad to note that the bill is being mtro- 
duced by an Hon'ble Minister who has practical knowledge and actual: faith in the panchayat 
system. He has been working it in the Cochin Division of the United State: Wherever we go 
in Cochin State we find that every village there has improved very much, but wherever we go 
in Travancore it is mostly a country place. Even the towns look like country. They have not 
derived any advantage from the panchayat system. 

The agriculturists are the least organised part of the population throughout the world; and 
it is very difficult to organise them. But if we have panchayats throughout the State I am sure 
it will be easy to organise the tilling; toilg, labouring agriculturists. Now this bill is intended 
to benefit all the people, the large majority of whom being the labouring class. All over the 
world labour organisations are gaining strength. The world is based on and supported and 
maintained by labour; and by this measure 1 hope we are tending to strengthern agricultural 
labour. Even the Congress [ hope will end in the establishment of the supremacy of labour 
ultimately. It is very unfortunate that those who call themselves labour regard the tilling, 
toiling, labouring agriculturists or cultivators as capitalists. In fact most of the agriculturists 
in Travancore and Cochin truly and genuinely belong to- the labouring class. There may 
be a few agriculturists who may be called big agriculturists but 99 per cent of them are 
tilling the soil. Therefore when the panchayat systems is introduced in the State, | believe that 
the agriculiurists will get better opportunites for organising themselves. 

I might say a ‘word or two about a few of the sections. We find that panchayat officers 
are to be appointed by Government and paid by the,Panchayats. There is an ancient saying 
that “No person can serve two masters”. In the words of gurypedes “these are not my words 
but my mother’s words or my master’s words. The village panchayats have many duties 
and powers assigned to them. Expected to perform great duties. Ono such duty, I find, 
isto supply the panchayats with burial grounds. Now we find as civilization is advancing the 
very bed chamber is provided with latrines and bathing arrangements. I fear in future every 
bed chamber will have to be used also as burial ground or, burning grounds. In Travanoore 
applications for cemitery are generally being refused. 

it what is taking place in Travancore is. continued, I fail to see how any panchayat can 
provide burial grounds and discharge one of its most important duties mentioned in Section 43, 
viz. “the opening and maintenance of burial grounds”. When a child is born, the first thing 
we have to do is to provideit with a burial or broning ground, for every person born is bound 
to die at any time. As deaths are very much greater now, it is really necessary to provide 
burial grounds and see that they are maintained well instead of refusing there on “‘grounds of: 
public order”. It is more conducive to public.order to bury a man than to leave him unburied’ 
According to the practice of the Government of Travancore, it would be disorderly to provide 
burial grounds even when there is crying necessity for them. It is symbolical that the 
Cemetery Minister is the Manure Minister as well: and | fear that suggestions of converting 


dead bodies into compost manure or embalming them into perpetual mummies may be made 


in the alternative. How difficult it would be for a panchayat to open burial or buring grounds 
where the Government of Travancore are not willing to sanction such places. 

- The Panchayats are invested with many other duties. It will surely usher in a millennium 
if they are able to carry out all these which require large amounts of money. The Panchayats 
are financially very poor. After all they cover only small areas. And Government propose ta 
give them only a grant: not exceeding Rs.'2,000. After so squeezing out every pie from the 
people. The sources available for the Panchayats to raise money are very poor like sewage and 
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(Sri, N. V. Chacko] : 
very limited. My submission is that the Panchayats should be granted a very large percentage 
of-money required for fulfilling their duties and exercising their powers to meet the essential 
needs of the people. 

About the removal of the President, Government wants to have the power to remove him. 
This is certainly unfair to thé Panchayat. The Panchayats alone should have the power to 
remove the President. ‘There is no meaning in Government removing a President who has 
the confidence of the Panchayat. . 

Even with all these and other defects in the bill, the introduction of the Panchayat system 
throughout the United State will improve the condition of the people, and the State will have 
a decidedly better appearance of less discontent and better peace and tranquility in the near 
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son. . 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, this isan important measure that has been brought 
before this House for our consideration. The Hon'ble Minister who moved the motion invited 
the attention of this House to the conflicting and different ideas underlying the basic principle 
of this bill. Sir, whether the Village Panchayats should be fully autonomous bodies or they 
should be controlled by central agency is the most important fundamental principle that has 
come up for discussion here, Sir, this principle is based upon two conceptions. There is the 
conception of a government with autonomous village units self-sufhcient in itself asa base 
for a pyramidical structure or hierarchy of institutions, or, a central government exercising 
control that is a nationalised centralised government delegating its powers in a limited sphere on 
local bodies. ‘These two conceptions are possible and valid. As far as the modern trend of _ 
political opinion is concerned, in the modern world, for any Government to be effective, it must 
have wide powers not only in the economic field but in the fields of public health and social 
development. If that Government is to function effectively all the activities in the field of 
economics as well as in other aspects of life must be controlled and directed from the centre, 
‘I very well know, Sir, that for a number of years, the Indian political world held the view 
strongly that economically self-sufficient village units should be created and invested with 
adequate powers. But in the recent development of our country I doubt very much whether 
that conception holds good today in the mind of political thinkers and workers of our political 
destiny. We are in a competitive world and economic forces compel us to have a central 
Government with very wide powers to plan and order our social and economic life. If that be 
80, Sir, local bodies should have only very limited field of activity before them and these 
activities ought to be co-ordinated by a central Government by direction and control. Even if 
we look at the history of local self-government in India we see that every one of the authoritative 
reports that have come outon the subject pointing out that local self-government did not flourish 
and did not discharge its functions because of the want of executive control. That is the 
findings in the various reports that have been published by the Government of India or by of 
the various provinces of India. Not only: that, Sir, modern opinion in the west on the subject 
is also the same, Sir, I might with your permission read one or two sentences from an 
authoritative work on local self Government in England by Finer one of the authorities on local 
self government in England, In his recent book published in 1944 he says “Inthe main clauses 
of their functions local authorities are little but the class in an organic system of Government. 
They partly serve them selves, but also, and for the greater part, subserve the general com- 
munity through the central organs, The interpretation is that local authorities and central 
government are part and parcel of one governmental system, and their relationship is one of a 
partnership and collaboration in a single organism possessing one common ultimate purpose 
and an integrated system of institutions for that purpose. This is the lesson of facts: That 
the local governing bodies are integrated parts in a governmental structure and corpus of 
functions larger and more important than themselves. They have practically no functions or 
purpose outside this context, and they and their problems are recognizable only within it. This 
does not mean that local authorities have no self-regarding functions. They have self regarding 
functions, but they are few and relatively unimportant. In other words, a locality had to be 
left alone in proportion as it has not possible for the central authority to reach and under. 
stand it.” Thus it is seen that in modern political thought the view that local bodies should 
subserve to the demands of the centre is very definitely held. If that is so, then it necessarily | 
féllows that direction and control must be exercised from the centre. That does not in any way 
tnean that local bodies have no place in the social or political order or in the economic life of 
- ourcountry. They in their limited sphere have certain duties to perform which will have to be 
" integrated by the policies laid down by the Central Government. If we look at this problem 
from this standpoint, I think some of the provisions contained in this Bill are necessary as far 
as my own personal view of the matter is concerned. Sir, there was a volume of opinon 
expressed in this House that the local bodies must be free to function by themselves as 
autonomous bodies, Sir, autonomy of villages and self-suthciency of villages are all ideals but 
in the economic context of events at present impossible to realise. What a local bedy could do 
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[Syi. P. S. Nataraja Pillai] 
is to discharge the delegated powers of the centre to the greater advantage of the people of those 
villages, For example, for public health activities or public works or even in the matter of 
education the village authorities could take up the responsibility of controlling and managing 
these functions of Government in the interests of the people with the finances that may be 
available from the centre supplemented by the local tax they may be able to get, That will 
serve the needs of the people. If the village authorities will take the responsibility for con- 
trolling and discharing these functions of Government in the interests of the people with the 
finance that may be available.from the Centre and supplemented by the local cess or pay, such a 
step will serve better the needs of the people of the locality. If the public works are to he- 
handled by the Village Panchayat, it has to fall in line with the plan that may be devised by the 
Centre. For example, take the opening of a new road in a village. Unless that new road is 
co-ordinated with the road system which will pass through the other parts of the country, that 
road by itself will not be useful. Therefore that work’ has to be done in co-ordination with the 
plans that may be prepated by the PWD of the State. On the question of public health, my 
friend was referring to burial grounds, I think that itis one of the fundamental duties to he 
locked after and which a national village panchayat has to provide for Public health means not 
only a hospital but also burial and burning grounds and so forth. Opening of a maternity ward 
comes under that too. If it is ina village the burial ground will have to satisfy certain con- 
ditions. On religious grounds, separate grounds may have to be made. It has to be done 
practically by the village panchayat in the name of the citizens of the place concerned, It 
loses the communal or religious aspect and becomes a national duty. That is the 
kind of duty which a village panchayat is expected to do. Work in the direction 
of public health, medical relief ete, can be discharged by the Panchayat, pro- 
vided they are all in keeping with the general policy laid down by Government. 
We believe that our Government is based upon democratic principles wherein the general public 
will have a say. ; 

J am constrained to observe that there seems to be a volume of opinion, rather a kind of 
misconception, about the executive control and the right of the village panchayat as contrasted 
with the rights of the Government. Ido not think there need be any such fear in the mind of 
the public. I would request the members of the Select Committee to consider the views which 
I have expressed in that matter and suitable amendments be made and thus make the Village 

“Panchayat Act useful to the public. By so doing various demands of the people can be 
satisfactorily attended to. 

As for the finances of the Panchayat, J had occasion to point it out on a previous discussion 
when a bill of this kind was introduced. What I said was that there should be adequate funds 
at their disposal to meet the demands of the locality. There is a provision for contribution and 
it is limited by some conditions. At the risk of repetition 1 may say that the land revenue of 
the State may be alloted to the village panchayats of the state. The land revenue of the village 
area may be allowed as the corpus for village fund. As far as am concerned, I have not much - 
knowledge of the financial structure of the United State at the present moment. With the 
limited knowledge of Travancore conditions and its finances, I feel that the land revenue 
income from Travancore can be safely handed over to the village panchayats. The land 
revenue income does not form a major share of the general revenues of the State. Therefore, 
something like a permanent financial provision for a village panchayat is a necessity, : 

As far as the functions of the panchayat are concerned, the present bill is more or less 
exhaustive. What I say is, if we enact this bill into law and if we really are serjous about the 
organisation of panchayats we must make adequate provision for its finance as well. At the 
same time its work should be controlled and co-ordinated. We should not allow a panchayat to 
become the breeding ground for sectional or political rivalry. : 

Then I would like to place before the House one other criticism that was made here and. 
which refers to the Hteracy qualification fixed for members. in the Bill, There is a clear 
distinction between a deliberative body and an executive body. . As long as village panchayat 18 
an executive body, the members thereof should necessarily be literate. 1 do not think that will 
bea restriction, In a-deliberative body if one is not dumb or deaf, he will be able to function 
in it. {tis an executive function that is to be done by a Panchayat, they have collectively to: 
go into a question and issue orders, Then Sir, literary qualification is not a limitation. I would: 
support the qualification now laid, [tis not a limitation of any democratic principles we are 
enjoying now. ; ; 

. One point more and] am done. In one of the previous bills introduced here on the 
subject there was a provision that all correspondence that passed between the executive officer 
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and Covernment, is open to the President and he has a right of inspection of all the relevant 
documents. Unfortunately such a provision is not here in this bill. I do not know whether it 
has been purposely done or whether it is only an oversight. That is to say, if there is corres 
pondence between an executive officer of the Panchayat or the Director concerned concerning 
a particular panchayat with the Government, all the relevant records must necessarily be 
made available -for the President of a panchayat for inspection, That provision is absent 
in this bill. Ithink it is an unwarranted deprival of a very legtimate right of the President of 
a panchayat. I would only say that the House will consider the question of executive control 
and finance with great care and make such changes as to make the local bodies more useful and 
beneficial to the country. ; - 

The Hon’ble Sri. K. Ayyappan: Sir, | move that the question be now put. 

Sri. D. Gnanasigamony: This is an important piece of legislation and so as much 
opportunity as possible should be allowed for discussion of the same. ry 

Sri. K.S. Joseph: Sir, I have to‘ offer a few remarks.

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Sri. K.K. Chellappan Pillai: Sir, while supporting the principle of tha Bill I have to 
draw the attention of the House to Section 45 about penalties for offences. It shows the mind 
of the Government, a mind which is strongly biased towards employers rather than towards em- 
ployees for whom the bill’has been intended to benefit. The fine as stated is for the first offence 
Rs. 25 and for the second and subsequent offences Re. 250. For an employer who makes 10 to 
20 thousand rupees a month or even more—there are many like them in the country—this fine

K. K. Cheilappan Pillai; I would suggest a deterrent punishment, ‘That is impri- 
sonment. Sometimes the owner may evade the responsibility of the offence by saying that he is 
not running the shop but a paid manager is running it. Therefore, the rules will 
have to be so framed as to make the owner responsible for the offence. Unless rules are 
made for that purpose there is no use in passing this Bill, The Select Committee, I hope will 
go into this question and make necessary change.

. this bill would not benefit labour to any extent. Itis seen that it has been copied from a law 
in Madras.

Evidence of this has been shown day before 
yesterday against the Transport Minister. Labour in this country will not take it as a beneficial 
measure to them.

The United State of Travancore and Cochin 
Cattle Trespass Bill 


The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir; I introduce the United State of. 


Travaneste and Cochin Cattle Trespass Bill The Bill is intended to replace the two 
Cattle Trespass Acts in force in Travancore and Cochin by one uniform law throughout the 
United State. The provisions of the Bill closely follow the provisions of the Indian Cattle 
Trespass Act, except in one respect. Under clause 28 of the Bill the Police have been 


empowered to investigate cases arising under clause 27 of the Bill without an order from - 


Magistrate, as if it is a cognisable case in effect but with the restriction that the accused person . 


cannot be arrested by the Police without the order of a Magistrate. This departure has been 
made with a view to enable the Police to collect evidence against persons who let loose their 
cattle without a keeper and who through neglect or otherwise, thereby cause damages ‘to land 
or crops or produce of land reared by others. Poor persons may not be in a position to move’ 
the court with the necessary evidence against owners of cattle and this enabling provision will go 
a great way to reduce the menace of cattle as the Police can investigate into the offence and 
charge-sheet the eccused before court. There is another provision also in this Bill and that is 
Section 27 which imposes a penalty of Rs. 10 in some cases and Rs. 50 in certain other cases. 
It has been represented to Government from various quarters that there were innumerable cases 


a 


of cattle trespass and the law, as it stands, is inadequate to meet all possible-contingencies, * 


It is with a view to satisfy demands arising from various quarters that the Government have 
thought it fit and necessary to introduce this b : . 
The Honble Sri. A. J. John: | second i i, 
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Sri. K. P, Nilakanta Pillai: In supporting the motion, I want to place before this 
House certain defects of the Bill. The member in charge of the Bill was telling this House 
that there are two Acts existing today—one in Travancore and the other in Cochin. They are. 
the Acts of 1086 and 1071 respectively. From the existing Act in Travancore, I personally 
find no advancement in the provisions of the present legislation introduced im this House. 

Secondly, I want to draw the attention of the House to Section 18 of this Bill. It says‘. 
“Out of the sums received on account of fines and the unclaimed proceeds of the sale of cattle 
shall be paid— . , 

(a) the salaries allowed to pound-keepers under the orders of Government, and 

(b) the expenses incurred for the construction and maintenance of pounds, or for any 
other purpose connected with the carrying out of this Act; 

and the surplus, if any, shall be at the disposal of Government. 

Apart from this provision, I find no other provision ‘providing for the salaries of 
pound-keepers. Therefore, naturally the question arises, how these pounds and pound-keepers 
are to be maintained. Fyom this Section, it would appear that the pound-keepers are expected 
to make the necessary funds available so that they may mamtain themselves and the authorities 
may also resort to several methods in raising funds to construct pounds and maintain them. 
Apart from this, there is no other provision to pay these pound-keepcrs. Is there any provision 
which the Government would make? In the absence of this provision, no doubt would have 
arisen, but because there is a definite clause saying that “out of the sums received on account of 
fines and the unclaimed proceeds of the sale of cattle shall be paid the salarics allowed to 
pound-keepers....” ete., the doubt arises. If there is no action taken under this regulation, 
no money would come to the pound-keeper. Further if there is no money coming by way of 
fines, etc., whether the pounds could be maintained and whether there would be a pound at 
a given locality or not, is doubtful. That question will naturally arise. 

* The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: 1 may draw the attention of my learned men 
to Section 6: “Every pound-keeper appointed by the Division Peishkar may be suspended or 
removed by him. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: 1 have noted that. There are other Sections also which 
leave this matter in doubt. The Pound-keeper may look after many other functions which the 
appointing authority may delegate to him. He may be a public servant for the purpose of this 
Act just as a Police Officer is a Public Servant. Therefore he is protected as any other public 
servant is protected under the Service Regulations or the Criminal Procedure Code or the 
Penal-Code. This is the construction which | put on that clause. 

Thirdly Section 11 narrates the places from where straying cattle may be seized and 
impounded, 1t does not go far enough. That is my grievance. The members will kindly 
understand that, for example, lamps let loose on the main road and say, in Chalai Bazaar, and 
many other places ‘create obstruction. to traffic. Many an accident involving loss of life was 
miade possible on account of this letting’ loose of innocent animals “in busy places like Chalsi 
Bazaar and main road of the city. Owing to extra humanitarian considerations which 
sometimes prevail with the motor-drivers, they prefer ‘to kill a dozen human beings in order to 
save a dog or a lamb. Therefore this Section does not go far enough. It must cover th? 
instances which I placed before this House. Animals let loose to create obstruction to publie 
generally and to vehicular traffic in particular, should be covered by this Section so that ther, 
may be remedy for the cases mentioned by me. 

My learned friend, Mr. Sreedhar, was suggesting that instead of giving power to the Police, 
the Corporation Commissioner, the District Magistrates and other bodies enumerated in the Bill, 
the Village Panchayat Authorities may be given this function. There js Section 34 which will 


enable the Government to invest the authori der this Bill wi illage Panchayats also. 
., With these words, I support the Bil, ority under this Bill with the Village Panchayats also

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Syi, K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, I was doubting, how in the absence of a fund, the 
pound-keeper can be paid, 1 want to bring to the notice of the House, section !7, paragraph 
2 which reads:- “The charges for feeding and watering, deducted under Section 16, shall be 

paid over to the pound-keeper, who shall also retain and appropriate all sums received by him 4, 

on account of such charges under Section 13. , 
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Sri. P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, after all this Bill seems to me to be a natural result of 
the creation of the new Union and is only for the integration of the laws that existed in. the two 
States. But it requires scrutiny. At this stage when the Select Committee sits, it is better to 
consider whether items that are taxable now, should continue to be so hereafter, I would like 
to po*#t out one such instance. In the present condition of handloom industry, whether sales- 
tax should be imposed on the imported mill yarn is a question that requires serious consider- . 
ation. Whether an exemption should be provided, if so to what extent or whether the loss.of * 
revenue could not be recouped by increasing the license fee for imported yarn or some adjust- 
ment like that is a matter for consideration. The actual cost of production of handloom 
products must not go up. Already the handloom industry is in a precarious condition. ‘There 
are other industries in this category and I would only request the members of the Select 
Committee which would be constituted to take some care to study the subject and its implications 
and provide for it. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: As for constituting a Tribunal as Appellate Authority, 
I think that it will be a cumbersome procedure. Iti s true that the Bombay Act has such a provi- 


sion. ‘Taxation is inevitable and is very necessary for the maintenance of the State. Collection 
of Taxes should also be expeditious and effective as far as possible. For only if Revenue is 
collected can the standard of life of the citizens be improved. One of the canons of taxation is 
that the method of realising taxation should not be cumbersome. | think the Select Committee 
will necessarily go into the suggestion. At any rate, [ heartily support this measure and hope 
“that it will become Jaw as early as possible. 
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_ Sri. A. P. Udayabhanu: Sir, Sales-Tax has come to stay and there is no use com- 
plaining that it is an unwanted tax. From my information of the working of the tax, I find that 
the multiple-point system is rather very difficult for administration. People are also resenting 
it a great deal. [I think it would be advantageous if we introduce the single-point taxation as 
is done in.Bombay. It is true that i in Madras, Cochin and Travancore we were adhering to the 
multip'e point taxation. This is causing great administrative difficulty, besides resulting in great 
hardship to the consumer. The argument in favour of multiple syste of taxation, namely, that 
it Is light at each point so that one may not feel it, is not correct, because ultimately all these 
are passed on to the ultimate consumer. So the psychological factor that that tax is spread over 
different points in small instalments does not help the consumer in practice. My friend Mr. 
Raman was detailing the complicated procedure followed. People who are called upon to pay 
tax must be treated with sympathy. It is likely that the ordinary man is not conversant with 
the different provisions of law. Even officers are sometimes found wanting in this respect 
because of several alterations and amendments that are introduced now dnd then, When we 
introduce a new tax, we must have some kind of sympathy for the person who have to bear the 
brunt. Many people are taxed out of existence and petty traders are practically squeezed out 

of business by the rigours of taxation. All these complaints will disappear if we introduce a 
single point taxation. It would facilitate administration, It would be helpful for the trader as 
well. In Bombay, the wholesaler is called upon to pay tax as soon as he delivers it to the 
retailer. The Officers need be vigilant at only one point. Now we have to keep vigil over the 
entire fie'd, from the wholesaler to the petty dealer, Sometimes the same article may be taxed 
four or five or even six times. Both from the point of view of the consumers and traders, a 
single point taxation would be helpful. Mr. Raman was explaining to us the difficulties felt by 
the. coir industry on account of multiple point taxation. A single-point taxation would also be 
easy to administer and may not be so very harassing for the dealers. It will be saving the petty 
shop-keepers and merchants from the unwelcome attention of officers, From the aspect of elt- 
minating corruption and malpractice as well, it would be more effective.

The United State of Travancore and Cochin Prisons Bill 

The Hon'ble Sri. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, I rise to introduce the United State of 
Travancore and Cochin Prisons Bill. . : 

This Bill follows closely the Indian Act. In the Travancore Prisons Act there are certain 
specific provisions with regard to the Central Prison at Trivandrum. With the integration of 
the States there ought to be more prisons than one to save expenditure as far as possible in the 
shape of Travelling Allowance to guards taking prisoners from Trivandrum to Ernakulam, ete. 
The provisions relating to the Central Prison have therefore been omitted in the draft Bill. In 
the Indian Act also there are no provisions relating to Central Prison. 

The District Magistrate within whose jurisdiction a prison is situate has been statutorily 
authorised to be the Inspector-General of that prison. It, however, prisoners in one prison have 
to be transferred to another prison, Government can issue orders in this behalf, “This arrange- 
ment will avoid the necessity for the appointment of an Inspector-~General of Prisons for the 
whole of the United S:ate. A common set of rules will be applicable to all the prisons and as 
such there will be complete uniformity in the administration and management of all prisons in 
the United Stete. No further co-ordination will therefore be necessary, 
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Sri. K. P. Nilacanta Pillai: Sir, in supporting this motion, [ have to make a few 
observations regarding the provisions of this Bill. Section 3 defines what a prison is, and sub- 


clauses (a), (b) and (c) read thus.—. 


“(a) any place for the confinement of prisoners who are exclusively in the custody of the 





police, _ 
(8) any place spacially appointed by Government under: the provisions of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure for the time being in force, : . 
(c) any place which has been declared by Government, by general or special order, to be 
a subsidiary jail”. 

These three classes of places of confnement are excluded under section 3 when defining 
what a prison is. This is very hard. When there may not be accommodation in a particular 
prison a number of prisoners may be removed to some other place and Government may declare 
it a subsidiary jail and a prisoner kept in that subsidiary jail wil’ be deprived of the benefits of 
the amenities given to other prisoners by the provisions of this bill. Similarly in the case of 
ptisoners who are exclusively in the custody of the Police, there is a lot to be said about this 
provision. And, Government have be2n promising us from time to time to imorove the condi- 
tions of lock-ups. Therefore, whether a prisoner who is kept in a lock-up under the 
order of a court and arrested and kept in the lock-uo by the police in a cognisable 
case, that place of confinement should also come under the definition of a prison 
so that all the considerations of health and other amenities given to other prisoners 
confned in prisons: should be extended to that prisoner and to the prisoners 
who are confined in lock-ups and subsidiary jails and other places which the Government 
may from time to time temporar‘ly declare as places of confinement. IY am very sorry, 
Sir, that this aspect of the question escaped the notice of the promoters of this Bill. 
Also, { find a provision, that is Section 54 wherein it is stated that “No punishment of 
whipping shall be inflicted in instalments, or except in the presence of the Suprrintendent and 
Medical Officer or Medical Subordinate”. Therefore. it is see1 that whipping also is provided 
under the provisions of this Bill. Whether it could be recognished hereafter as a modern 
method of punishment is a question to be very carefully considered. It has come to the © 
knowledge of almost all of us how this sort of cruel punishment is inflicted in the jail. The . 
prisoner who is confined in jail is entirely at the mercy of the jail authorities, There may be 
a doctor to attend to this punishment but that doctor may be good, bad or indifferent so for as the 
prisoner is concerned, Therefore, what happens iz that this punishment is inflicted unon the 
prisoner according to the whims and fancies of the Jail Superintendent for petty jail offences. 
My humble submission, therefore. is that this provision may be taken away from this Bill. 

There is a provision in the Bill, Sir, not to compel a prisoner who is undergoing simp'e im- 
prisionment to work, and whether he should work or not is left to his willand pleasure, It is 
provided that even the simple imprisonment prisoner who goes to work out of pleature 
could be punished by the Superintendent for not carrying out the work properly. What 
is the nature of the punishment ? Penal ‘diet and the reduction of his meals. What 
is exactly penal diet, I do not know. He may be put to stravation. He may be 
put on a diet of aqua and soda. But it is intolerable to remain in jail even for 6 months 
not to speak of {2 months and more without doing any work. If the Superintendent wants to 
give work to simple imprisonment prisoners he has to get the sanction of Government. It is a 
terrible punishment to keep a man with prisoners work. Suppose he did not carry out that work 
which he voluntarily chose to do out of pleasure to the satisfaction of the warder concerned, 
By the provision in this Bill he may be reported uoon and punished. He may be kept under 
penal diet. But according to tbe provisions of this Bill he is not entitled to work. There is 
some sort of inconsistency or incongruency which also may be looked into. 

Then, Sir, about the period of labour, Section 35, says that no prisoner shall be kept to 
labour for more than nine hours, In all labour legislations 8 hours have been given as the 
maximum period of work for a day prescribed for a man. 
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Regarding jai] administration, diet and another conditions of life prescribed for prisoners 
; kept urider confinement, there are not many provisions in this bill, I should go a step further 
"and say that diet, sanitary conditions and the nature of amenities which the prisoners are 
. entitled to regarding these relevant matters, this billis innocent. I do not know whether some 
other enactment will be undertaken or not. Whatever that may be, I am very sorry to make. 
use of this Opportunity to bring home to Government that no definite step has yet been taken to 
improve the conditions of lock-ups. Lock-ups, subsidiary jails and temporary places of con- 
finement-—those do not come under the definition of the word ‘prison’ according to this bill and 
I am sorry to Say that we have forgotten that aspect of the matter. Why not we include those 
items under the-definition. If the Government cannot really build aset of modern lock-ups 
throughout the State where a prisoner is to be kept in, why should not the Government have the 
authority to declare a sub-jail or lock-up as a prison and apply the provisions of the bill for 
affording amenities sanitary or otherwise for prisoners. On the other hand, thie bill by defining 
prison deliberately takes away lock-ups, sub-jails, and other temporary places of confinement 
from the definition of ‘prison’. From that I mean that lock-up conditions are to be continued 
as they are today. That position is very hard. I cannot even imagine it. Therefore, my 
simple request is, whatever may be the place where a prisoner is kept etther under the order of . 
the court or from a warrant or any other manner, such a place of confinement must be declared 
a ‘prison’. That is to say, if the Government cannot build proper lock-ups, the provisions of 
this bill should be made to apply to every place of confinement wherever a prisoner is kept. 
With these observations I support the Bill. 
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54, (1) No punishment of whipping shall be inflicted in instalments, or except in the

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The United State of Travancore and Cochin Prisoners Bill 
The Hon’ble Svi. T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, I rise to introduce the United State of 


Travancore and Cochin Prisoners Bill. 

The purpose of the Prisoners Act is to authorise the Officer-in-charge of the Prison to 
receive and detain in custody persons committed to custody by Courts till they are discharged 
in due course of law, and to give effect to sentences of Courts. It also provides for the removal 
of prisoners from one prison to another, and a criminal lunatic to the Asylum. Provision is also 
made for the attendance in Civil or Criminal Courts of prisoners or for their examination on 
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commission when the Court concerned thinks that their evidence is necessary. Lastly it also 
provides for the service of process issued by Criminal and Revenue courts on prisoners, Thé 


_ Bill follows the Indian Prisoners’ Act and the Cochin Prisoners’ Act. There is no correspondin- 


law in force in Travancore. The Prisoners Bill is a subject falling within the State list.

The United State of Travancore and Cochin Identificaticn of Prisoners Bill _ 
‘« The Hon'ble Syi. T, K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, I rise to mtroduce the United State of 
Travancore and Cochin Identification of Prisoners Bill. 


This Bill provides for the taking of measurements of convicted persons and also of prisoners 
who ‘have been arrested in connection with any offence punishable with rigorous imprisonment 


for aterm of one year and upwards. Where for the purpose of any investigation of proceeding - 


under the Code of Criminal Procedure it is necessary to direct any person to allow his measure- 


ments or photograph to be taken, the Magistrate is empowered to order the same to be taken, ° 


‘These provisions are necessary to enable courts to award enhanced punishments in case of sub- 
sequent convictions as also to fix the identity of a prisoner or of an accused person. The Bill 
follows very closely the Identification of Prisoners Act in force in the Indian Dominion and the 
two Aets in Travancore and Cochin on the subject. 

Prisons and Prisoners are subjects falling within the State list.

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Speaking on the different Bills presented before the House, 
I have to make one observation. Very many provisions of these bills have a close bearing on the 
provisions of bills coming under the United State of Travancore and Cochin Criminal Procedure 
Code Bill and the United State of Travancore and Cochin Penal Code Bill. We have not yet 
seen what those bills are. Therefore I ask, what exactly would be the position of the Select 
Committee in reporting upon these bills when the bills referred to are not passed into law, 
There are many references to the application of sections in the Criminal Procedure Code and 
Penal Code. That is my honest doubt which { want to place before the House because the 
Select Commitiee must be told how to proceed. There is another aspect. When I make that 
observation, I should not be accused of trespassing on irrelevant ground. The previous bills, 
namely, the Prisons Bill and the Prisoners Bill also deal with sentence of death. How a person 
who is convicted, and sentenced to death, ought to be kept, treated and guarded is referred to 
in the Criminal Procedure Code and the Penal Code also. According to the Travancore Penal 

Code, there is no sentence of death. According to the Cochin Penal Code, there is sentence of 

death. I do not know whether, according to the future Indian Penal Code, there would be a 

sentence of death. How are we going to conciliate and correlate these aspects of the question, 
loubt. 

Sri. K. A. Gangadhara Menon: There is death sentence for waging war, even now. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: If you goon discussing that matter, it will invite a lot of 
further discussion and trouble. The question of waging war against the King may not arise 
hereafter, because, who is the King nowadays 2 At the most, there may be a civil war.

P. S. Na:araja Pillai: [t is now too late in the day to canvas for support to the Prohi- 
bition Bill, Prohibition has been accepted by a large section of the Indian Public and I do not 
think that it needs any arguments now, to induce this House to accept it as a policy and to 
compel Government to adopt and implement it. I take it; Sir, the Bill now introduced by the 
Treasury Benches indicates the intention of the present Government to enforce prohibition 
throiighout the United State without delaying in further. . 

Sir,-the financial aspect of prohibition has been put before this House, whether in the 
present financial condition of our Covernment it would be advisable for the Government to lose 
a Considerable amount of its revenue by enforcing prohibition, I think it is. [ for one 
believe, Sir, that the object of any Government is to raise the living standards of 
it citizens. :-It- is the Government's primary duty to see that the people under its 
care live under better conditions. If that be so, prohibition is the surest way for that. 
One of the Hon'ble members of this House said that it is only a limited number of people who 
indulge in this luxury or bad habit or luxurious bad habit, if ] may say so. Sir, the effect of it 
is, if one man indulges in this habit. he wastes that money which ought naturally to go for the 
up-keep of his family and himself. Ifthe money is not’ wasted in drinks, and if there is no 
opportunity to waste it on it, it will naturally be diverted to other use, to raise, the standard 
of life. An individual who is wasting Re. | a day on this habit, if he is compelled not to do 80, 
will be forced by the logic of circumstances to us that Re. 1 per day for the necessaries of life 
of his family. -In this State, nearly a crore of rupees is being wasted on drinks which will be 
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diverted for the necessaries of life of the citizens of the State, which means the standard of life 
of the people will be raised to that extent. The revenue of the State after all is for doing things 
by which the citizens will be able to enioy a better life, In modern times, a democratic State 
is a State which has-to look to the betterment of its citizens in all aspects of life, not only in the 
” economic aspect of life, but also for the moral regeneration. If that be the duty and the func- 
tion of the Government, they cannot delay implementing the policy of prohibition. The effect 
of unemployment and the effect of people losing their jobs cand this creating more hardship 
to the people, is not so patent in the prohibition area as is being described by some Hon'ble 
members. In the areas where prohibition has been enforced, there is no unemployment to the 
extent described. People there are better off in all walks of life, and_ their economic condition 
has improved. Therefore, I welcome the Bill and hope that the Government will not delay 
any further to enforce prohibition throughout the State and do their duty at the earliest

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The Hon'ble Sri. Annie Mascarene: I support the motion, Sir. 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, the Hon'ble Minister was asked several questions. On 
important questions the information supplied is very unsatisfactory. Even though it may be 
that the questions put were irrelevant and the criticism offered haphazard, yet, I submit that the 
working of the factory needs a lot of looking into. Now it is said that a certain gentleman who 
had some practical experience in cabinet making made the recommendation and the learned 
Hon'ble Minister, the Account Officer and the Auditor-General are supervising the working of 
this factory. It is equivalent to saying that the administration is supervising the working of this 
factory. When we asked on whose recommendation they got down the machine they answered 
that it was got down on the recommendation of some expert. Sir, we are at a loss to understand 
what exactly is the criterion by which experts are thrown upon us. There was one boiler expert 
who valued the Mineral factory. Now this factory is being managed by a B. Sc. student who 
was a clerk somewhere. ‘There is no qualified Engineer in charge of the factory. There is no 
man who can be called achemist in the factory. Without any of these things this 
factory is to be worked expecting profit, and the Government is now bringing forward a demand 
for a supplementary grant of rupees three and odd lakhs. A very valuable machme costing 
more than three lakhs has been got down for the use of ihis factory. That machine has been 
allowed to rot somewhere in Alwaye and now [ understand that itis in the course of being 
erected. Who is in charge of erection of this machine? The Hon'ble Minister says “We do 
not know”. That is the way in which departmental concerns are being worked. If we have 
not got proper men to work up things it is better not to launch on such costly ventures as,in the 
end, it 1s bound to fail, Out of a cabinet the Government expect to get Re.5. What a big 
profit. And to make this profit we have to invest Rs. 34 lakhs. 

Now I hear, Sir, that an order has been placed with a company in Bombay for a sort ‘of 
gum which is necessary for the manufacture of these cabinets and what happened to that order 
no body knows definitely, 

Now let us-see who is in charge of this factory. The person in charge of this factory isa 
relation of the Conservator of Forests. I asked the Hon'ble Minister whether he has been 
punished for cutting and removing timber from our forests illegally, and whether he is not a 
relation of the Conservator of Forests. The Hon'ble Minister answered that he was not aware 
of such a thing as having taken place. The Minister in charge is also not aware of the fact 
that the accounts of this factory was audited by the Accounts Department and a shortage of 
Rs. 6,000 was detected. But | am aware of that. But the man who was responsible for this 
shortage had the support of some body at the top and the amount has been fully written off. 
Sir, that man has been put in charge of the factory. Let him be the son or son-in-law of 
anybody. But we want as the head of the factory a thoroughly honest man with unquestionable 
precedents, Let him be the son-in-law or moon-in-law of any man, im any case he must be 
removed from this place. Sir, this man has been found engaged in unauthorised removal of 
timber from our forests.. So 

The Hon'ble Syi. N. Kunjuraman: — That is a false allegation. 

Sri. K, P. Nilakanta Pillai: Whatever that may be, Sir, in the working of that factory, 
a sort of exploitation of our forest timber is highly necessary. Therefore, if this incumbent 
who is related to the Conservator and who has got such very bad precedents, is put-in charge 
of this factory there is much to be suspected-on the whole affair. If he is really efficient, let 
him be promoted and transferred to some other Departrnent. This factory may be put in the 
charge of some other man who is more honest. My humble submission is that the Govern- 
ment are not looking into things properly before launching new schemes.. All new schemes 
thus launched have ended in failure. Except the State Transport Scheme all the other schemes 
launched. by Government have ended in failures. Now,-what about this factory? The_.chop- 
ping machine was necessary for.its working. and this machinery was lying there unerectéd for 
three years. I am subject to correction. This machinery is available no where in India. Here 
there is no one who could know how to work it. Then Government thought that the safe 
method would be to sell the machine away. And I asked whether it was recommended by the 


man in charge of the factory that the machine could be sold away as it was found useless 
ere.

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Sri. K. P Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, I strongly object to that statement. Sir, J am asking 
you, whether I am not entitled to ask the Minister to place before this House the information 
that he has got, and also whether | am not entitled to place before this House all the information 
that 1 possess regarding the question before the House. And I may say sir that the degree of 
reliability of my information is not a matter for the Minister to decide. With these words I 
oppose this motion. . 

Sri. C. V. Iyyu: Sir, I should like to bring to the notice of Government, especially the 
Hon'ble Minister in charge of the demand, that in such matters concerning big industries pre- 
stige should not be allowed to stand in the way. When the Government is sufficiently strong in 
its confidence of this House by our arithmetical majority, it should be all the more careful and 
responsible to the points and views expressed by members from this side of the House as was 
expressed by my hon’ble friend Mr. K.P. Nilakanta Pillai. [ had occasion to suggest by way 
of a supplementary question whether the Government would be pleased to bring in real experts 
like Rao Sahib V. K. Menon who have studied the working of the Plywood factories in Japan 
and who had started a big plywood factory in or near Calicut to work up this factory. He is 
also running another plywood factory at Chalakudi. He is also a big man of some standing and 
integrity with much experience in the line. He has been in this field for more than 40 years 
and may be aged now about 60. There is another gentleman, Mr. A. K. Menon who belongs 
to this State one of the best industrialists of South India. And thirdly there is Mr. G. D. Naidu 
of Coimbatore whose expert advice the Government of Madras is seeking often in the matter of 
Industries and Transport. He is the owner of a radio factory in Coimbatore. The services of 
any one of these three gentlemen may be requisitioned by the Government to take up the que- 
stion of the working of this factory. 


The acceptance of my suggestion, would only strengthen the position of Government. Mr.K. 
P. Nilakanta Pillai and all those who feel like him can be convinced that they are in the wrong. 
Government has to bear in mind that the general public generally believes in what we the oppo- 
sition benches raise. This is a generally an admitted fact in all democracies. We may say 
incorrect things. But the ordinary man almost always believes our incorrect versions as 
the right one, So it is the duty of Government to see that their position is made justifiable 
by getting down the services of experts mentioned by me, who are not connected with Travan- 
core politics and above communalism not very much having vested interests either in Cochin 
or Travancore. In these circumstances I would strongly urge the Government to get down the 
three gentlemen referred to and | am sure they would accept our Government’s invitation. 
Their advice can be accepted by Government. There is another aspect. If the allegations 
mentioned by Mr. K. P. Nilakinta Pillai prove true, they are very serious matters. A civilized 
and responsible Government that is responsible to the peoples representatives as this House is 
—~such a Government should very carefully go into what we raise from this side of the House. 
In spite of the fact that this supplementary grant could be passed against the teeth of minority 
opposition, Government should consider the whole question afresh.. They should bring in advi- 
sers from outside and see that their position is made sure by publishing a report to that effect— 
and not be kept private like the report presented by the Kappen Committee. 


‘Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Sir, 1 oppose this demand. This is one of the industries which 
the Government seems to have started after the last budget. Though personally | am not aware 
of the details of the working of this industry, very serious allegations have been made on the 
floor of this Houee about it. To me it appears that the careless way in which the supplementary 
gtant is sought to be introduced in the House, the wavering attitude of the Government as to 
the Budget-head under whicn they should ask for it and the day to day changing of the sa me, 
leads only to the suspicion that the observations of Mr. K. P. Nilacanta Piliai are correct and the 
Government is anxious to see that real facts are not disclosed here and now. Sir, again, in the 
list’ No.2 supplied to us on 2nd December there is demand No. [X to be moved by the 
Hon'ble Minister Mr. Kunjuraman to the extent of 3 lakhs and odd and the Budget-head is 
shown as ‘Debt head—advances repayable’. Having found that it could not be introduced in an 
of the income side or expenditure side, they resorted to Debt head account which is the lasy 
resort to adjust all these things as if it is an amount to be advanced to some concern or other 
which the Government expects to do soon, ‘The next day we find a reduced amount asked for 
this item as is shown in item No. 2 in the agenda of 5th December 1949—Forest and Tramway 
Plywood Industries, Sir, I should say it was advisedly put in and the Hon'ble Minister save that 
it is for plywood industries. Sir, plywood industries come under the Roman numeral VII and 
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the English numeral is for the heading ‘Forest’. The amount is shown not as 3 lakhs and odd 
but a lesser amount. As per the third list supplied to us, from the English numeral it again 
changes to the Roman numeral wherein it is stated 3 lakhs and odd for cabinet making purposes. 
Sir. if within the course of 2 or 3 days Government is undecided under what particular head this 
demand should appear, does jt not show that something is rotten in the Finance department or in 
the concern itself. We expect the Government to be more careful in these things especially when 
they deal with public money. I am sure, they cannot. on the mere strength of votes, demand 
where ever they like;Debt heed or suspense account. These things add weight to the ob ervations 
of certain members that the whole concern is shrouded in mystery and that the de'ails cannot be 
disclosed to the House. Again, the object of supplementary demand is put in to meet work- 
ing expenses of radio cabinet section, _ But the Hon'ble Minister says that itis a mistake in 
printing. ] ask who has printed this? [s it not under direction from the Hon'ble Minister him- 
self? Is it not as per details supplied by him? If it is a mistake, who is responsible for this. 
In spite of changes and alterations having been made three times in the grant as was displayed 
in the different lists supplied here, the Hon'ble Minister says that it is still a mistake. That 
shows, nobody seems to be responsible for asking this grant. Then again, under budget head 
48—capital accounts etc., there is an amount to the extent of 22,800 to meet an identical ex- 
penditure, namely, to meet expenditure relating to radio cabinet manufacture. But the budget 
head comes under capital accounts outside the revenue account (5) productive works. These are 
the inconsistencies involved in this demand both in subsistance and amount. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the demand as explained by the Hon'ble Minister con- 
tains two items. One is on the ground of insufficiency to meet the demand already granted. a 
sum amounting to 1 lakh odd on a voted head. Another demand for nearly 3 lakhs and odd for 
a new item of expenditure. That is how this demand is made up. Sir, on the insufficiency of 
the voted item of Rs. 17,000 a service which has been granted by this House, and for a new 
service the Minister is demanding Rs. 3 lakhs and odd. _It is now explained that this amount is 
to fulfil a contract which this factory or the department has entered into with a firm at Bombay, 
Sir, the p!'ywood factory if I remember correct was a joint stock concern which was taken over 
by Government and is now under their direct management and control. Budget is the only 
document published for our information on this matter. Unfortunately for the last few years, 
we are not getting any departmental reports. But the budget figures are unreliable and such 
inaccuracies are very often pointed out here to Government. The figure as pointed out by my 
Hon’ble friend Mr. Sivarama Pillai is the only oneon which we can go. In that we find that 
the plywood industries has a capitalinvestment by Travancore Government to the extent of 
Rs. 21,000 or so but it has a big factory with costly machinery. In these conditions, we do not 
know the actul amount that has been invested by Government in that concern when the Govern- 
ment took over the factory. It is common knowledge that the plywood factory did dot function 
well in Travancore and serious defects in its working were noliced either by way of mis-manage- 
ment or due to the inexperience of staff or on account of radical defects inthe machinery. 
Government has budgetted for a receipt of Rs. 51,000 by spending 2 lakhs and odd on that 
industry for 74 months. In this interim period without taking the public into confidence 
publishing any report about the condition of the factory, or about the possibilities of that factory, or 
about the staff and the technical equipment etc.; of that factory, the Government have now entered 
inlo a contract,now they say they have to fulfil certain contracts and so on, for which they require 
3 lakhs and odd and that they anticipate a profit of Rs. 50,000 or so. Whether the House will 
he right in granting a demand in these circumstances is the question. A lump sum allotment is 
now demanded. Whether the sum of Rs. 3 lakhs is for the purchase of raw materials or 
whether it is for wages or for establishment charges, no details have been given, Itisa lump 
sum that is asked for now. This House is entitled to know wheher this amount is for meeting 
expenses of the permanent establishment as well. Ifa proportion of the amount that is to. be 
granted is for that, then it ought to be stated. If it is for purchase of raw materials, that detail 
ought to have been placed here. Apart from that, the terms of the contract have not been 
revealed. Again Sir, | was particular in asking a question whether there was a time limit to 
execute this contract and whether there is any condition to pay damage if the contract is not 
fulfilled in time. | am sorry to note the way in which such questions were answered. If within 
the time limit fixed the contract is not executed and if there is a provision for payment of 
damage then it will be a serious matter. Sir, entering into a contract like this and undertaking 
a work of this magnitude without actual experience of conducting a factory of this type, | think. 
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‘t is doubtful, rather inadvisable in the present set of circumstances. Schemes may be useful 
and good. But we have to think beforehand whether we are in a position to run it on profit. 
Enthusiasts will like to revolutionise any industry so to say. So, Sir, before launching into an 
experiment or undertaking a contract of this kind, it is always advisable and I think reasonable 
too, for Government to acquire more practical-experiance of running a factory and knowing all 
its implications financial and otherwise, I am one who believes that certain industries should 
be undertaken by Government but not with the primary object of making profit out of it. Ido 
not agree with the view that the Government can become a trading organisation or a_manufac- 
turing association to make profit. That is not the function of a Government. The word 
‘nationalisation’ does not mean that. Considered in that light, the policv of the Travancore 
Government while taking shares in plywood company, was not that they shou'd nationalise it. 
Far from it. It was with a view to encourage a new industry and to utilise the raw materia 

available here and to afford facilities for additional labour and thereby get new wealth into the 
country, That was the idea behind Government regarding this industry. It was never thought 
to be an industry which the Government should directly manage and control. Because of 
the opportunity that arose and because of the right the Government had by investing a tolerably 
good amount in this concern, they have thought it proper to assume it in the last few months, 
It ts fact they have no trading experience in this line nor have they got the aid of experts to 
work it up. In these circumstances [ doubt very much whether we should undertake a contract 
of this nature and spend Rs. 3 lakhs to execute it. Even at the risk of loosing the anticipated 
profits which, to me, is problamatical, I think it would be safer for the Government, im the 
present financial condition of the State, to conserve the three lakhs of rupees for the more urgent 
needs of the country. We have budgetted an expenditure of Rs. 2°48 lakhs for running this 
factory at present, and we anticipated a profit of nearly Rs. 50 lakhs. Whether in the existing 
financial circumstances of the State, we should allot Rs.3 lakhs more for this factory isa 
question which the members of this House and the Hon’ble members on the Treasury Bench 
as well, should consider carefully. This scheme may be basically right; it may be basically 
good; tt may be practically profitable, but what I say is, let us wait for sometime and secure 
experience. There is also a provision of Rs. 1°5 Jakhs for raw materials for this industry and 
let us make samples out of that amount for the next three or four months till the new budget is 
framed and then, when we have gained the experience and when we are sure that this factory 
could execute such works in a tolerably efficient manner and earn profits, let us launch on the 
scheme. Before then, let us not invest our money and find ourselves later in greater difficulties 
of not realising any profit and {perhaps be confronted with the situation of having to make 
further allotments for carrying on the work, when the greater needs of the country demand 
more money, 


My friend, Mr. K. Sivarama Pillai, pomted out that even in these financial matters, the 
members who want to follow the discussions here find it rather very difficult to do so owing to 
the way in which they are being arranged in the notices of the day. Sometimes, the heads of 
accounts themselves differ—perhaps it may be inevitable in the circumstances—but | would 
request the Treasury Benches to give us more facilities by sticking to some principle and having 
definite views on this matter. We are all entitled to know the exact way in which funds are 
being spent. At one time, an amount is budgetted for revenue expenditure but next time, it 
comes under capital investment. The amount of Rs. 25 thousand must be either for the 
purchase of new machinery or building and I anticipate that to be explained by the Hon’ble 
Minister. At any rate, I would request the Treasury Benches to consider whether they should 
make commitment like this and the House to think whether it could vote Rs,3 lakhs for some 
purpose which is not immediately going to the beneficial to be people, when essential services 
are being starved for went of funds. 
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Sri. K. Ramachandran: In supporting this motion for a supplementary grant, | would 
like to make the following observations: 1 do admit that there has heen certain inefficiency and 
lack of responsibility.on. the part of the management. 1 am of opinion that there is immense 
scope for this plywood industry. Sir, we produce nearly three million sq. ft. of plywood and 
the main production is used for tea-chest panels. In India, about 100 to 125 million sq. ft. of 
plywood panels are required for nearly 600 million pounds of tea that we export. The total 
production is only about to 60 to 65 million sq. ft. Out of our production of 3 million sq. ft. 
we supply to the Kannan Devan Hills whose demand itself is well over 6 million sq. ft.’ per 
year. The other consumers are Harisons and Crosfield and Derragh Smail. If, as we have 
contemplated, the new machinery is immediately set up, 1 am sure we would be in a position to 


manufacture at least 20 to 25 million sq. ft, and-we would be in a position ‘to supply nearly 
25 per cent of the whole demand of the Indian Union. 


Now, Sir, with the present inadequate management, |.am afraid we will be meeting with 
heavy losses in the way of production. At present, about 200 c. ft. of soft wood is being 
utilised daily and in the absence of an expert, about 100 c. ft. in the form of waste is lost daily 
which means Rs. 300 to Rs. 350—even at the concession-rate which the Government have 
extended to this factory. Under an expert the waste will not be more than, say, 10 per cent or 

per cent. . 

The Hon'ble Sri, N. Kunjuraman: The Government does not give the timber on 

concession. . 
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Sri. K. Ramachandran: Another point is that there is not a chemist in this factory. 
About 10 to 15 thousand rupees is being spent monthly for the purchase of glue. But if there 
isa chemist, 1 am sure this expenditure could be brought down by nearly 5 to !0 thousand. 
Only about Rs. 5,000 need then be reserved for cassein and an expert advice and supervision 
of a chemist is absolutely necessary, in this ever growing industry. 

Then again, Sir, there is no Engineer for the factory, At the time when we took it over 
from private management, | understand there was an expert, an Engineer and a chemist. All 
these officers have been very cunningly and diplomatically driven out of this company just to 
provide the present management with the job, through the manipulation of the Conservator of 
Forests who is a relative of the present manager. ‘The chemist who was working here is now 
directing the Mysore Plywood Industries. Towards the end of last year, we understand that 
they have made a profit of nearly Rs. 10 lakhs on this industry alone. I would strongly advise 
that this industry be taken under the immediate management of an experienced expert; and 
assure the Government our profit will then amount to nearly Rs. 15 to 20 lakhs annually. 

Another point I would stress, is that there is no liaison between labour and management in 
this factory. We have to understand that in a national aspect of the trade, Government will 
have to give a typical example of a perfect relationship between ]abour and management. But 
the present management has not realised this responsibility and is really doing a lot of things 
which hamper the progress of the labourers there. I am told that there is even an attempt at 
ousting some of these labourers because they have been trying to get unions registered which I 
think a Government factory should never discourage. Therefore, before 1 conclude, I would 
advise the Government, in view of the serious allegations that have been put up by the opposi- 
tion regarding the management and incapacity of the present manager, which I believe is true 
to appoint an interim administrator until such time as we have an expert, an Engineer and a 
chemist. With these words, Sir, | support this motion.

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: 1 move for a supplentary grant of Rs. 9,20,000 
under the head XXX. State Transport. 


The first item is with regard to the operating expenses. A sum of Rs. 2,70,000 is required 
under this head. This demand was necessitated because of two reasons. One is that when the 
original budget was prepared it was anticipated that it will not be necessary to employ all the 
reserve hands. But owing to the extended nationalisation it has become necessary to use these 
reserve hands continuously. Therefore additional amount has become necessary to meet the 
increased demand for payment of reserve conductors and drivers. An additional amount of 
Rs. 1,00,000 under the same head is due to certain increases and additional concessions that has 
been granted to the employees in the non-pensionable staff of the Transport Department. As 
members of this House are aware, recently the Government have ordered that members of the 
mechanical staff of the Transport Department should be granted what is called a good. attend- 
ance allowance of Rs.5 per mensem. This is based on the ground that every mechanical 
employee who puts in 25 days work monthly will be given Rs. 5 extra for his good attendance. 
The other items under which additional money is required are to meet the new concessions that 
have beén granted viz., As. 12 a day as daily bata to checking inspectors and 8 annas a day 
drivers and conductors when they are on duty, and 6 annas for lorry: attenders and parcel 
attenders, It has also become necessary under the recent orders that have been passed to give 
effect-to, these concessions from the 11th of November. Those of the mechanical staff who are 
asked to do overtime work are also given double the usual rates as overtime allowance. .These 
are matters for which additional allotments have become necessary. _— _ 


Then ‘underfuel—petrol—the original, allotment was 10,50,000 rupees. The additional 
grant of 6 lakhs is now required in view of the fact that the price of petro] has gone up and also 
because of the imposition of sales tax on petrol. It might also be remembered that because 
of the shortage of petrol services have to a certain extent been. limited.-.1f-and when the 
Government of India thinks it possible to give us a better allocation of petrol we would have to 
put more buses in the service and as such a far greater amount under this head may become 
necessary in that contingency. It depends very much on the allocation we might get from the 
Government of India. 
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The next requirement is for oils and greases. The original allotment was 60,000 rupees 
and an additional allotment of Rs. 15,000 is now requested from this House. There has been 
a lot of temporary appointments in the Transport Department and Government have decided 
that the present strength of 250 in the menial staff be permanently absorbed. As such they 
have to be paid according to the scales available for their co-workers and hence to meet that 
demand this amount is required. Another sui of Rs. 8,000 is for the purpose of printing of 
new tickets. To meet the actual additional requirements for stationery and printing a supple- 
mentary amount of Rs. 2,000 is asked for. Because of the increased mileage that is now 
covered by the Transport Department asum of Rs. 5,000 is also asked for to meet additional 

_yental for, waiting sheds. 

The Members of this House are aware that in Cochin the Public Works Department of the 
previous Cochin Government have taken over the ferry transport service between Ernakulam 
and Mattancheri. This Government have decided that this service should be operated by the 
Transport Department. The Transport Department has therefore taken charge of the landing 
crafts that were available with the mechanical section of the Cochin P.W.D. In respect of this 
an additional amount of Rs. 20,000 is sought for under the Budget. J request that the House 
may be pleased to sanction the entire demand under this head. 
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Sri. K.S. Joseph: Sir, | rise toa point of order. Is it relevant to discuss the policy of 
nationalisation of bus routes at this, stage when moving a supplementary grant? 

Mr. Speaker: This point has been fully covered by the previous rulings on the subject. 
The general policy of the department concerned should not be discussed. But the policy of the 
Department so far as it relates to the demand in question may be discussed. I feel that the 
policy discussed here relates only to that. The discussion is admissible. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, on a point.........- 
Mr. Speaker: Mr. Mathew appears to be putting a question for the Speaker to answer. 
The member cannot do it. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am glad, Sir, that I am in good company today when so 
many of my friends of the official block have expressed diséatisfaction on the working of the 
Transport Department. There is a consensus of opinion in this House that the working of the 
department is not as it should be. Leaving it there 1 shall come to the point before us. The 
Hon'ble Minister has asked for a sum of 2,70,000 under the Head ‘‘Operation charges”. Of 
that, Rs. 1,70,000 is for payment for the drivers who are to be engaged hereafter, and another 
Rs. 1,00,000 is to meet the additional allowance that has been granted recently. When the 
budget was estimated, it was anticipated that the services of reserve drivers and conductors 
could be done away with and that there will be no necessity to engage them. Now, on account 
of extension of lines and routes, a necessity has arisen to engage them. These are the two 
grounds on which the Hon’ble Minister for Transport asks for this grant. As far as I am able 
to see, under operation charges, actual expenditure for 1123 was 7°77 lakhs; under revised 
estimate for [124 it is 7°55 lakhs. Then, in the budget estimate for 74 months, it is 5°11 lakhs 
which payment includes both permanent and temporary staff. So, there is no question of any 
number of hands already in service being thrown out of work or being unemployed. When it 
was budgetted, it was expected that the amount which is required for payment to the operating 
staff will be only Rs. 5°11 lakhs. Now, after a lapse of three months, there is a demand for 
Rs. 1,70,000 for paying the hands who are in the operating branch of the service. That alone 
is the fact which we have to consider. If that be so, for the 74 months, over and above the 
budget amount of Rs..5'11 lakhs, we require Rs. 1°70 lakhs. The extension of routes, as far as 
I can understand, is only to the extent of rearly 100 miles. Of course Iam subject to correc- 
tion. I may also point out that for making any definite statement on the facts and figures con~ 
cerned, this House or the public have not so far got any administrative report of the Department. 
The only relevant thing will be the number of buses that were in use on the last day of 1124 
and the number of buses that are on the road today. If that information is given,...... . 


The Hon’ble Syi. E..John Philipose: The entire details of the route mileage before July 
ist and the route mileage after August were completely set forth in a press statement issued by 
the Ministry of Transport towards the third week of September. 


Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: J am sorry I did not look it up. But I may say, that the 
whole question will depend upon the number of buses we are using today over and above the 
number that was in use in 1124. Ifwe havea substantial increase in the number of buses, 
certainly the department is entitled.to ask for more amounts. To the best of my knowledge 
I say there is not. much difference between the number of buses that were in use on the last day 
of 1124 and the number of buses that are in use today. If there be, it could be counted on 
the fingers’ ends. : 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose : The actual increase of the number of buses that 
have been put on the road is mainly due to the nationalisation of the Quilon-Alleppy line. The 
number would be close on 30 to 34 buses. 


Sri. P, 5, Nataraja Pillai: May I take it that this 32 buses are more than those that 
were in use in 11242 The buses that were in use on the last day of 1124 and the new buses 
that have come into the service after deducting the buses that have been withdrawn. ; 


The Hon'ble Sri. E John Philipose: I am talking of the buses actually in operation, 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: If that be so, it- will depend upon the proportion of the 
buses that have increased. The operational charges depend upon the proportion of the buses 
that have increased, Now, for a budget estimate of Rs. 5°7 lakhs, the increase asked for is 
Rs. 1°70 lakhs. The increase is 30 per cent. Ifthe buses have increased by 30 per cent, the 
operation charges will entail a 30 per cent increase. That is one aspect. There may be more 
members in the House who must have looked into this matter and they will be able to contrj- 
bute to the discussions more effectively than 1 have. But as far as 1 can see, the operational 
charges ought to depend upon the number of buses operated. The demand is for 30 per cent 
increase on the operational charges. If the number of buses has increased by 30 per cent, this 
demand must be acceptable to the House. 


The Hon'ble Syi. E. John Philipose: If the Hon'ble member will refer to last year’s 
budget, he will find that there was a lump sum fixed for payment to reserve drivers and 
conductors. When that budget was framed, it was framed on the assumption that the permanent 
staff in the Transport Department, a8 far as drivers and conductors were concerned, was 
sufficient for this purpose, Therefore, the usual lump sum provided for the reserve conductors 
and reserve drivers does not finda place in the budget. ‘That is why the additional sum is 
required, . 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The total of operating expenses for 1123, for the revised 
estimate of 1124 and budject estimate for 1125 is here, Even it there is a lump sum provision 
in 1124, that must come in the whole amount. I guoted the figures previously that the revised 
figure for 1124—that is, expenditure up to 10 months —is only Rs. 7°55 lakhs. The budget 
estimate for 74 months is Rs, 5°11 lakhs. Apart fromthe lump sum provision, the total 
expenditure must bear a proportion. I was approaching that question from this standpoint. As | 
said, if the number of buses on the roads has substantially increased, say by 30 per cent, this 
increase of 30 per cent is legitimate, Or else, it is not right. 


Another aspect of the matter is that the House. is granting money for payment of wages for 
the operating staff. It is one of the inescapable duties of this House to see that the staff is a 
contented staff and that it is properly cared for. To breed discontentment in the staff maintain- 
ed by Government and for which money is granted by this House is not a desirable state of 
affairs. Whatever may be the cause, whether the grievances are legitimate or illegitimate, 
whether they are substantial or not, it is one of the primary duties of any Government to see 
that a body of people who are working for the State lead a contented and happy life. We 
should not give room for any discontent and stand on any prestige to redress it. We should not 
give any opportunity for the staff to feel discontented towards their lot, especially at the present 
day when the State has begun to widen its activities by nationalization and when the demand 
for labour welfare and labour legislation is very keen and insistent. Therefore, it is the duty of 
the Government to set an example to the other wage payers, if ] may say so, to the people who 
engage labour, the private capitalists who engage labour, in respect of keeping labour contented. 
If the State conducts a concern in which the labour is discontented then, Sir, there is no meaning 
in this House enforcing labour weltare legislation and compelling private capitalists to obey them. 
That aspect is a matter which is of particular relevance here and I do not want to stray further 
from my field. | only plead that it must be the earnest consideration of the Treasury Bench to 
see that it is one of their duties, entailed on them by the responsible position which they occupy 
and in the wider cause of humanity, that.they do not give cause to greater troubles by standing 
on prestige or any other ground to solve the trouble that already exists in the Transport Services 
any chances of further trouble being caused must be avoided by prompt action. 
.. Next, when we are extending the nationalisation programme by taking -over other lines, one 
thing which I have: reason to fear about: is that there is an idea for. taking. the routes asa 
monopoly service and handover the operation of that route on contract to some other agency. 
That will be inequitable. 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: That is only in the imagination of some 
members. ‘It has not yet got into the imagination of Government. 

_ Sri. T. 8. Nataraja Pillai: I accept the explanation of the Hon'ble Minister. I was 
given to understand that there was some move to give the transport line to Bodinayackanur or 
something like that on contract. 

Another question is that we are earning a profit and some of the members were bringing to 
the notice of the House that the profit is going down, _I expect the profit to go down further. 
1 am one of those who believe that the transport service is not mainly intended for profit but

for traffic. I don’t stand for the position that we should earn a profit a3 we earned in the past 
years-more than 60 per cent of the invested capital. There was an administration in Travancore 
which took credit for having 60 per cent of the investment as profit in a single year. I thought 
that was a most abhorrent financial policy of the Government. Even now I hold the view that 
it js not for the Gevernment to make unreasonable profits in this concern. | would plead, on 
the other hand, that in spite of the profits coming down, the Transport Department should see 
that the services are run with more amenities. he income of the Department depends on the 
seating capacity in the buses. | Even now, a 50 per cent increase is allowed for the Transport 


buses in respect of seating capacity.

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 think, Sir, transport is a national service, and the State is 
running it only in the interests of the general public. It is not for profit. It is a question of 
the development of the economic life of the country for which the State has to nationalise 
transport. That is my position as far as Lunderstand it. 


I was at the question that the report published showed that overloading was to the tune of 
300 per cent. Now they say it is only 50 per cent. Overloading is unjustifiable. The State 
Transport Department cannot overload. If they themselves are going to overload, then the 
motor transport in the whole country will be abominable for the travelling public, _ The one 
thing which they ought todo is to set an example by running the buses in a standard condition 
and not to overload. As far asI know, from the figuers, without overloading, the Transport 
Department will not be in a position to make a proht. 

Then, Sir, on the question of petrol. The expenditure on petrol has been Rs. [6 to 
17 lakhs per year. For 74 months, we have budgetted Rs. 10 lakhs. An additional amount of 
Rs. 6 lakhs is being asked for. 


The expenditure for 1124 was only 16°12 lakhs. We have already granted Rs. 10°5 lakhs 
on petrol, now the demand is for another 6 lakhs, that is [6 lakhs. The same amount of petrol 
which was consumed in 10 months in 1124 is going to be consumed in 7 months in 1125. 
That is the position. The actual quantity of petrol that was anticipated to be consumed in 7 
months has been exceeded by more than half. Now whether such an increase is justifiable or 
necessary is for the Minister in charge to explain. I think it is an over-budgetting or there 
must be leakage. Whether that kind of estimate or ademand like that should be made at the 
present moment I doubt very much. At any rate, my submission to the House is and that et the 
risk of repetition that it is the primary duty of the Government to see that contentment prevails 
among the staff. Secondly that overloading should be eliminated as soone aS possible. With 
these observations, | resume my seat. 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Thampi: Sir, ] wish to say afew words. There are occasions 
when to be logical is a handicap and to have a thorough knowledge of rules and procedure also 
works a handicap. This is one of such occasions. Probably otherwise I would have utilised 
this occasion to vent my ire on the very Hon'ble Head of the Ministry of Transport for those 
acts of omissions and commissions about. my own city which is the nerve centre of Central 
Travancore and I would have said that he was very fantastic in his considerations, 
But I do not want to say any such things now because 1 know the limited scope of 
a supplementary demand. [ only wish to very emphatically support the demand. 
For.one thing this is an occasion when the Ministry of Transport has been exposed to very 
unreasonable criticism from several quarters. I think the Ministry of Transport cannot stand 
for economy and for conservation of the public funds of the United State of Travancore and 
Cochin... Secondly I will support it because once you believe and once an officer of a Minister 
is appointed to a particular place in a commercial department like this’ I for one would wish 
that detailed enquiry into the demand should not be made. Now the Government have to 
compete with the private interests because in the commercial concerns also we follow old con- 
servative methods of approach, There are many-things where a very good check against misuse 
or misappropriation of Government funds would do immense good but in a commercial concern 
our duty is to find out the fittest man for the job, entrust him with money and give him a wide 
latitude to spend it in the manner he thinks best. Then alone the State interest would flourish, 
This observation holds good not only about the bus industry but also about other industries. 
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[Sri, P. Balakrishnan Thampi] 
From experience gathered in several States like Mysore and other provinces where Government 
have taken up industries it is found that they have not progressed because cf the necessary 
handicap placed on them by the very wise and the conservative method of appropriation of a 
grant. For that reason I shut my eyes and say that I heartily support the demand. Again | 
feel a handicap that I cannot speak about Mavelikara and the great injustice that the Minister 
did to Mavelikara. | will reserve it for the annual budget, ; 
Sri. K, Sivarama Pillai: Sir, Commercial undertakings are not the responsibility of our 
Government. ‘Transport is nationalised on the ground that it would not be a profitable concern 


_ for us but only on the ground of efficiency and better convenience for the public. If at all our 


Transport Department has sacrified anything it has sacrified only efficiency and convenience to 
the public. Sir, at the time when private buses were plying, we had got more number of buses 
and we had-better convenience than we are obtaining today. In the name of nationalisation and 
in the anxiety to extend nationalisation as much as possible within the monopoly routes we have 
already tak n, sufficient buses are not given. | see no necessity to extend nationalisation unless 
in the routes we have already taken sufficient number of buses are put in and in a better and 
more efficient manner they are conducted. Then only further nationalisation shoul be con- 
sidered. In this Transport Department we have invested more than 60 lakhs of rupees by way 
of capital expenditure. This concern will work better only if we have got a better managed 
staffs and if we have got the co-operation of all employees. The working of this Department 
for the last six months is not, if I may say so what we all desire. There are wide spread dis- 
content ment among all the employees as evidenced by the repeated strikes in the Department and 
consequent loss to Government. Regarding that though I wished to say much, as | was assured 
by some responsible members in the afternoon that the atmosphere is clearing for better manage- 
ment, | do not wish to harp much on the subject. Again I wishd to point out if as a matter 
of fact in the final budget we find variations up to [0 per cent or even 25 per cent that one can 
understand. But 100 per cent variations is not conducive to better budgetting method and 
could not be easily allowed to be passed without bettér scruitiny. Sir, we are told that only 34 
buses are now additionlly put in. From the number of buses we have got it is seen that the 
the increase is only by seven of eight per cent and that would mean a rise in expenditure of eight 
per cent or even ten or twelve per cent. But 50 or 70 per cent rise in expenditure merely shows 
and adds to the inefficiency of the management of the Department. 
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Sry. Elias (Mary Antony): Sir, Today no department of the State has drawn so much 
public attention as the State Transport Department. Be it the fast of Mr. Ramaswamy Pillai or 
for that matter the deep rooted grievances of the employees therein; be it the avaricious 
monopoly of the lines in spite of the inadequacy ‘in the number of buses with the Department 
be it the popular decry of the manner in which the Department is conducted or the curse of the 
people heaped on the management day in and day out; be it the intolerable and unbearable 
indifference of the authority to public demand for more buses or be it the ego at the top, the 
Transport has became the negation of all popular feeling and flouting of ponular opinion. An 
naturally enough it has finally become the contempt of the public. 

Sir, during the early forties when the global war was raging so high and when motor spare 
parts and petrol were literally scarce the bus fare was less than half of what it is today and there 


was a larger number of buses than today compared with the length of line monopolised then 
mduow. . 
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Sir, in the year 1938 when Sri. €. P, Ramsswami Ayyar launched the Transport 
nationalisation and took over Trivandrum—Nagercoil line, Mr, S. Kumaraswamy, the proprietor 
of Pioneer Motor Service had just then with him 144 new Chevrolet chesises in addition toa 
large number of buses in good repair. This was to meet the public demand _of the time. 
Then the people were not so much bus minded as now. Yet this was the fact. He was then 
plying his buses between Trivandrum and Nagercoil at intervals of 10 and 15 minutes. Stull 
there was no want of passengers. His service was then concentrated only in Trivandrum 
City and Trivandrum—Nagercoil route. Still he had to get down 144 new chasises in addition 
to a good number of what he had. Now Sir, with the alarming increase in the bus mindedness 
of the population and the avricious monopoly of ever so many lines what is the number of buses 
worth calling so with the Department. Is it in any way anywhere near the demand, The 


answer is an emphetic no. 


Sir, when Sir. C. P. Ramaswamy Ayyar introduced the nationalisation of Transport doubts 
were raised as to the profit of it. But an autocrat though he was, he at least had the segacity 
to. say that this beg a Public utility service the service should go on even with a loss. 


Today, Sir, the main motive of the Transport Department is profit and alone. They will 
double and treble the fares to the utter disregard of public opinion. For after all it isa 
monopoly of the Government and Government can do whatever they like. So they will ignore 

“the convenience of the public. They will put 80 to 100 persons in a bus when the capacity 
may be for about 30 alone. Still leaving behind a good many to be huddled into the next 
“rotten bus of snail-slow speed. When this is the practice thoughtless of the public safety and 
public convenience with the sole thought of profit motive, the profit that should accure from it 
must be only so large. For after all with the most minimum of buses they collect the most 
maximum of money. But Sir, who can morally boast of such profit unless he is devoid of all 
. traces of humanity. 

* Sir, only the other day the Hon'ble Minister for Transport while answering a question said 
that the State Tragsport is exempted from the laws of overloading. Sir, I ask this Govern nent 
how can they have one law for themselves and another for others. I ask the Government, does 
not this indirectly and directly too encourage the private owners to overload such as is evident 
today. Do they imagine for a moment where this will land us in when law 
givers deliberately become law breakers. Sir what will the common man_ think 
when innumerable Bille are passed at break-neck speed when conditions are so. 
‘How will the commonman take when we pass such Bills as anti-corruption Bill and Public 
Safety Bill. I ask the Government whether this sort of overloading on the part of the State 
Transport is in tune with the spirit underlying the Public Safety Bill we are out to pass into an 
Act. Sir, if this is not corruption and public danger of the first magnitude, I, for myself, fail 
to see what else it can be. Sir,‘those who forbade overloading did not do so for nothing. It 
was the dictate of science and nature. Sir, let us not fight against scientific truth and the laws 
of Nature. It will be hard to kick against pricks. Nature is relentless in her punishment and her 
punishment is automatic. Sir, yesterday a new type of bua body built for the State Transport 
was presented for view at the portico of the Council Chamber. [ am obliged to take this incident 
as an insult to our intelligence as also to the injury. Anyone can understand that the time chosen 

- for the show is a calculated one and a deliberate eye wash. When the public have now such a lot 
of grievences and complaints against the Transport Department and when they are finally fed up 
with it and now when this House is on the eve of facing 6 supplementary demands the Hon'ble 
Members of the Assembly are presented for view a good looking bus not without many defects, 
Sir, I am of the unshakable conviction that this ig a miserable attempt to blind us of the real 
stinking facts lying underneath. This is but typical of the present way of the Department. All | 
can say of this is | refuse to be blinded in this way. If this is not to blind me of the reality of the 
situation the Hon'ble Minister for Transport should be prepared now to build at least 500 such 
bodies on new chassis at one stretch. This is the only demand of the day. More and more of 
buses is the demand. Otherwise, what is it to the common man if ore or two buses of equisite 
beauty are built by the Hon'ble Minister with ithe brain of a Iddycherria. Let it be of all ply- 
wood tightened with special alloy of bronze or let the whole thing be of silver or gold studded 
with pearls and diamonds. This cannot blind me of the real fact of the whole situation in se 
far as the transport system in the country is concerned. Window dressing and show room 
tactics are not the need of the hour, The need of the hour s more buses; more and more 

uses to meet the demand in these days of speed. 
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(Sri. Elias (Mary Antony)] . 

Sir, it is bungling of the whole question and when it is so it is my misfortune to entertain 
great doubts whether the public will have any real benefit out of this Department. Yet I have 
a ray of hope and my hope lies only in the re-shuffle of the portfolios. ; In this I believe we can 
have the remedy for all the maladies. 1 know there will be some difficulties for the Hon'ble 
Chief Minister in this behalf. But he must be able to overcome this. I will request the 
Hon,ble Chief Minister to pluck up courage in both hands to do the right thing by the right 
time, Therefore, 1 demand a ye-shuffle of the portfolios and I assure the Hon'ble Chief 
Minister that the whole country is behind this demand. I oppose the demand in no uncertain 
terms. . 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: With regard to this Demand for Supplementary 
grant, I understand and I have realised that several of the Members here have taken this 
opportunity to convey to the Minister in charge and to Government in general certain unsatis- 
factory aspects of the Transport Department. Sir, I know that many of the grievances that 
have been stated here are facts that have got to be faced. I know that, as far as overcrowding 
is concerned there is very definite over crowding in the Transport Buses today, than there has 
been before. As far asthe number of buses that have come into operation, it has increased 
from 201 buses in the Ist July to 245 buses today. Some of my friends have been talking 
particularly about over crowding in the Qnilon-Alleppey route. I am too conscious of that. | have 
been endeavouring to the best of my ability to see that subject to limitations of available 
petrol more buses were put in commission in the Quilon-Alleppey line 1 wish to tell the 
Hon'ble Members that when this Quilon-Alleppey route was nationalised there were at that 
time something ltke 44 or 45 buses operating on that route. These 44 or 45 busese were 
operating more or less on one trip basis. There are today in the Quilon- Alleppey route 22 
State Transport buses operating 2 trips a day. That is there are 44 trips today which is 
approximately the same as the number before, when these routes were nationalised. But there 
has been this difficulty. In thé old days before nationzlisation private operators were operating 
at a charge of Rs. 2 from Quilon to Alleppey while today the charge is only Rs. I—I0—6, 
There is also the corresponding fact that while the minimum charge that was levied by the 
private operators was something like four annas, today as far as the Transport Department is 
concerned it is only two annas. This has created a large influx of the travelling public and to 
that extent Transport Department has to put extra conveniences. Recently for example about 
3 weeks ago there has been some curtailment of services owing to the exigencies of petrol. But 
today even those temporary curtailments have been withdrawn and the usual normal services 
are operating satisfafctorily. Members of this House have been saying that with the intrusion 
of the transport service in certain routes there have been greater mconvenience. Particularly 
my friend sitting opposite tome had mentioned this fact. At the same time I want the Members 
of this House to realise that inspite ef that there’ is from all quarters of this State an insistant 
and persistent demand for increased mitionalisation of routes so that they may get the advantages 
of the State Transport service. Thatis mainly because. even though the buses are at present 
over-crowed, even though the facilities that are provided are far from satisfactory, inpite of these 
the State Transport Department give them a certain standard of service, certain concessions and 
certain defininteness of rates to be paid. Members of this House have been speaking also about 
the general demeanour of the transport employees. My Hon'ble Friend Mr. Nataraja Pillai has 
rightly pointed to the Government and to the Minister concerned that that it is the duty of 
Government to see that the relationship between the employees and the Government are 
happy. May I say at the very outset that, that has been the aim and ambition 
of this Government. May I[ say that if I have failed in that—I don’t believe 
T have—it is certainly through no fault of mine. I may also state here that it is also the duty 
of Government to see that the State Transport Service 1s not sybjected to political and party 
influences. I leave it at that, and I do not wish to add anything more. 


_ As J have already stated before during the time of the adjournment motion, it has been the 
attempt of Government to see that as far as possible the employees-in the Transport Depart- 
ment are better looked after and better paid. They are better paid. and better looked after 
today than before. I may also add that there is an impression generally current that the 
employees of the Transport Department are all not loyal and not behaving themselves properly. 
It is a mistake. The general standard of service rendered by the employees is certainly 
creditable. I know that there are certain exceptions and where there are such exceptions 


Government have taken steps to see that discipline is enforced, In many cases the members cf 
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this House have themselves written to Government complaining of certain tnisdearneanourt and 
misconduct on the part of the operating staff and some others of the Transport Department. 


In many cases hon’ble members of this House have written to and other inemnbers of the 
public have informed Government of certain misdemeanours and certain cases 0: imiscon et 
on the part of the operating staff and some other members of the Transport etal ns “it 
matters very diligent and very persistent enquiries have been put into operation an as aioe “+ 
of that disciplinary action has been taken against many of them. But on the who ra ing t 
by and large, I can certainly say that the general standard of service given by the Theve i 
employees is definitely a good standard. I wish to emphasise that aspect because there 1s 
a general feeling like this because of certain exceptional cases of misconduct and misdemeanours 
on the part of particular conductors and drivers. There is a general feeling that the employees 
of the Transport Department are a rather rude set of people. They are not. And | ae ous 
that they will loyally serve the Department as they are doing now. In spite of tremendous 
provocations the Transport employees are working loyally as they have never worked before. 
In this connection | may assure the House that it will be the constant care and attention of 
Government to see that the lot of the Transport employees are improved and improved steadily. 
And, I can also assure the House that while in every department of Government service, 
Government are forced and compelled to think in terms of retrenchment and revision, m the 
case of the Transport Department, Government thought it necessary not only to increase the 
annual additional expenditure involved in the payment to departmental employees but also in 
absorbing more and more people into the permanent service of the Department. When, as you 
all know, not only in respect of this Government, but throughout India, the cry ts for retrench- 
ment, the only department where retrenchment,as such has not taken place, the only department 
where deliberate attention has been paid to see that more and more who are now in the 
temporary and reserve staff are given the opportunity of gaining security of service is the 

ransport Department. This is the only Department today that can boast of that. There is 
no other department. Not only in respect of this Government but in respect of all other 
governments including the Government of India—you know that and you are reading it daily— 
they are thinking about the necessity of retrenchment of service, some already implementing it 
But in the Transport Department, it has been very careful to see that as little retrenchment 
as possible is made. : 

Now, Sir, one aspect was pointed out here with regard to the local purchases made of 
spare parts or something like that. As far as those things are concerned, very few of these 
spare parts are made by the Department and even if they are made they are submitted to 
ratification to the Transport Board. Hon'ble members of this House may be aware that apart 
from the Director of Transport there is a Managing Board, 

Sri. N. Daniel Jose: Has the Government purchased any buses for which it is difficult 
to get spare parts >| mean the International Buses. 

The Hon’ble Syi. E. John Philipose: As far as that is concerned, there are with the 
Transport Department 5 International buses which have been delivered afew months back. 
The Internationals are vehicles of very well known standard quality and they have opened their 
assembly plant in Calcutta and therefore their spare parts are easily available. Moreover, as 
those buses are new, Government have no urgent need now to buy spare parts for those vehicles. 
As far as the purchase policy of the Transport Department is concerned, the Government are 
negotiating with the Government of India to see that as much as possible purchases are made 
through their Department of Stores and Supplies. 

byes N. Daniel Jose: Has the Government placed any large order for the purchase 
of tyres 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipose: As far as that is concerned, the purchasing 
authority is generally the Transport Board. Sometimes due to exigencies of things the “tores 
Purchase Department also make certain purchases. Wherever Government think, in view 
of impending and imminent rise in prices, it is best to buy and stock goods beforehand, 
Government do not hesitate to do so. But it is possible to become a constituent of the 
Department of Stores and Supplies, Government of India. And Government of India have 
contacts with all the motor manufacturing firms and also with firms which manufacture other 
articles. If this Government is able to become a constituent of the Government of India 
Department of Stores and Supplies then the Government will be able to leave aside third 
harties like agents of these motor vehicles. Wherever purchases have been made that has been 
the practice of this Government and all those purchases come up before the Transport Board. 
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[Sri. E. John Philipose] 
That Transport Board consist of the Chief Engineer, the Inspector-General of Police, Financial 
Secretary, Director of Transport, Secretary to Government in the Ministry of Transport and 
also the Minister concerned. That is the Transport Board which is the Managing Board of the 
Transport Department. 

Sir, I have very little more to say except with regard to the literature read out by my. 
Hon'ble friend. I appreciate the language and to a certain extent appreciate the sentiments 
expressed therein. his ia a matter that you generally find in Delhi and other places when a 
new type is constructed it is certainly presented for the view of the hon'ble members, I assure 
the hon’ble members—if you have any sense in my faith, truth, integrity and honesty—that I 
can tell straight to the face that it was not with any idea of window-dressing or eye-washing 
that the bus was brought here. When I knew it was completed and the session was on | 
thought it should be presented here. May I say straight away to my hon'ble friends here, 
whatever you might say, and whatever you might have said about it, as far as the Minister is 
concerned it is with a clear conscience that he is engaing himself in the efforts to establish good 
relations between the employees and employers of the Transport Department and in the effort 
to see that better service is provided by the Department to the public. And, in the discharge 
of my duties I have done everything according to my conscience and with truth, honesty and 
integrity consistent with the tradition behind me. 

Mr. Speaker: If any of the hon’ble members desire to elicit further relevant information 
from the Minister they can do so. 

Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pillai : Sir, | directly oppose this demand. 

Sir, two parallel lines from Nagercoil to Mandacaud were decided to be taken up by the 
Transport Department and buses were specially got down and boards were written. Then it 
seems that the matter ended in a fiasco. The routes are far and busy and the pnblic are led to 
believe—I don’t think it would be proper to tell the House what they believe. 

The Honble Sri. E. John Philipose : 1 don’t really understand what the hon'ble mem- 
ber states. This is the first time J am hearing of such a complaint. 

Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pillai: It js a fact. Two lines of route from Nagercoil te Manda- 
caud were taken up. ; 

The Hon'ble Sri E. John Philipose: When ? 

Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pillai: I do not know the exact date. But they were taken up 
by the Transport Department. 

Sri. K.P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I know whether the Hon'ble Member is not a member 
of the Advisory Board > 

Sri. T. Kochukrishna Pillai: No. Iam not a member. Secondly, Sir, I learn there 
is unauthorised transport of tea from Munnar to Kothamangalam going on now. This has re- 
sulted in the dispensing of the services two or three workers in an estate. 

The Hon'ble Sri. E. John Philipos: What has that to do with the Transport Depart- 
ment ? I wish the Hon'ble member would inform the Director of Transpo rt or me if any such 
irregularities come to his knowledge and I can assure him that it will be enquired into. 

Sri. T. Kechukrishna Pillai: This matter, Sir, was communicated to the Director of 
Transport and I don’t know whether it was brought within the knowledge of the Minister con- 
cerned. Under these circumstances, Sir, it is doubtful whether nationalisation would be of any 
real benefit to the people. . 

Mr. Speaker: The Hon’ble member cannot criticise the policy of nationalisation. He 
can only confine his remarks to the demand before the House.

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Sri. K. A. Gangadhara Menon: Sir, I oppose this amendment. My friend s forgetting 
one essential factor that this Bill is intended to give legal force to the laws that are existing in 
the United State whether of Travancore or Cochin. In thess laws the words, “Our 
Government,” or “His Highness the Maharajra’’ or “The Diwan” and such other words are 
used. It is not with the idea of conveying identical meanings to these expressions that these 
words were used in those States. That is apparent from the said statutes themselves. No 
doubt, these laws have now to be applied in-accordance with the existing conditions and the set 
up of the new State. In the o:dinance that was promulgated, it was thought necessary to give 
particular meanings to these expressions and in the ordinance the form which has been adopted 
by the Select Committee has been used. No doubt, as the mover of this amendment has stated 
that it was thought necessary to make certain alterations in the wording in the ordinance and 
therefore in the Bill that was presented before this House, the word “Government” has been 
used. The propriety of using that word to connote the idea contained in all these expressions, 
“Diwan”, “His Highness the Maharaja,"’ “Our Government,” etc., has been very carefully gone 
into by the Select Committee, and the Select Committee thought that it is expedient and proper 
that the identical expressions that have been used in the ordinance should be used hereafter 
also for two reasons. This is a Bill of general application. An amendment to a Bill of general 
application where certain words connote certain ideas must be very carefully made. The 
ordinance which has been of general application has been promulgated. The expressions used 
in the ordinance have been taken note of by the judiciary and the law has been applied in ac- 
cordance with the provisions.contained in the ordinance. Jf these ordinances are changed now, 
when it came in the form of a Bill and if these expressions that have been used in the ordinance 
have been changed into the word “Government” and if they are directed to be interpreted in 
that sense, difficulties may arise. As I said, being an act of general application where these 


expressions have to be construed as and when they occur in the different statutes it is highly 
probable that difficulties and confusions may arise. " mo 


Sri. V. K. Varghese: ace illustration @@oea0? 
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Sri. K. A. Gangadhara Menon: Yes. I can give you any number of illustrations, but 
I don’t think that the idea I expressed is not clear enough for want of any illustration. How- 
ever, take for instance, the Criminal Procedure Code of Travancore. In it, it has been stated 
that the commutation shall be made by His Highnss the Maharaja of Travancore. Now the 
question arises whether commutation should be made by the Government or, if the appropriate 
word should be “Raj Pramukh” by the Raj Pramukh. Now the Chief Executive head is no 
doubt the Raj Pramukh. But in the exercise of the powers of administration, ths question 
arises whether the word ‘Government’, as is sought to be made in the amendment or the “Raj 
Pramukh” is the appropriate word. The Select Committee considered this and it was thought 
that it would be better if the word ‘Raj Pramukh” is used. The word ‘‘Diwan” is used as the 
head of the Government. The word “Diwan” is sometimes used in certain statutes not as head 
of the Government, pure and simple, but as an administrative officer. Of course, I may say, 
that in all these circumstances, it may be the Government or the Minister concerned, But in 
view of the provistons of Section 9 of the Bill, when these matters come for consideration, they 
may be interpreted in the appropriate way. We thought that such wide discretion may not be 
given and the discretion may be limited to the application of Section 9 in the way in which it 
was used in the original ordinance. That means, whenever “His Highness” occurs, it may b> 
the “Raj Pramukh”, and whenever ‘“‘Government” or the “Diwan” occurs, it may be the 
Minister or the Government as the case may be. I will read clause (9):— . 

“In the application of the existing laws of Travancore or the existing laws of Cochin by 
virtue of the operation of Section 3 or Section 4, the Courts of the United State shall 
have power for the removal of difficulties, if any, arising out of or in connection 
with such application, to interpret such laws so as to effectuate the purposes intended 
by this Act.” 

Therefore it was thought expedient to use the identical expressions that were used in the 
several Ordinances. After all th Hon’ble Members will also remember that when complete 
integration takes place, these laws will one after another go out. But till then, we have to in- 
terpret these expressions and it is better that in giving courts such powers identical expressions 
that are used in the Ordinances are used in this Act also in order to avoid any difficulty. 
There are difficulties, let us not create more difficulties. Let us not lead the Judges into more 
difficulties than they are already experiencing now. They have already interpreted these rules 
and it js necessary that we should not make more difficulties by giving some other rule of in- 
terpretation by bringmg in the new expression ‘‘Government”’ for all the several expressions 
used in the various statutes. Therefore, I strongly oppose this amendment. After all it is not 
going to create any difficulty in future because in future legislation, we will use the appropriate 
expressions. It is necessary in a statute of general application to use a uniform expression as 
far as possible and any amendment may, therefore, be dangerous,

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The Assembly met in the Legislative Chamber, Public Offices, Trivandrum, at eleven of the 
Clock on Thursday the 8th December 1949 with Mr. Speaker (the Hon'ble Sri. T.M. Varghese) 
in the Chair.

Annie Mascarene: I move for a supplementary grant of Rs. 4,22,000 
under Head 19—Medical (6) Hospitals and Dispensaries, etc. We had pending bills to the 
amount of 4} lakhs to be paid from 1123 onwards, and the amount already granted will be 
utilised only for paying pending bills. There is necessity for the purchase of medicines this 
year. Hence an amount of. Rs. 4 lakhs is requested for this item. Similarly there was an 
increase in the rate of postage and the amount allotted is not sufficient to meet the expenses. By 
way of funeral charges we had to spend much more money this year and the amount granted in 
the Budget was inadequate. In the T.B. Hospital there was a rush this year and we had to 
harbour more patients, than we had done during the last years. In view to these reasons the 
allotment has become quite insufficient and | request for a grant of a further amount of 


Rs, 4,22,000. I hope the House will kindly grant it. 
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The Hen’ble Sri. E. John Philipose: I second it. ; 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May [ know the actual amount of expenditure incurred in 
11232 ; 

The Hon’ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: Approximately 44 lakhs. 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Are the bills outstanding from the beginning of this year ? 
The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: Yes. 

Sri. K. Sivarama Pillai: Then why not the amount budgetted for ? 

The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: Now only we are getting medicines for this year. 
Sri.C A. Ouseph: Do the pending bills relate to Travancore or Cochin > 

The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: To the former. . 

Sri. R. K. Ram: May I know whether any allotment is made for Siddha Vaidya 


Medicines ? , . . . . : 
The Hon’ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: There is no list regarding the kind of medicines 


got down. 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 should like to make a few observations on this demand 
As far as I understand from the answers of the Hon'ble Minister the amount of Rs. 4 lakhs that 
was budgetted for in 1125 has been paid as part payment of the outstanding dues and 44 lakhs 
of rupees is still outstanding. If that be so and if Government have already a liability to the 
tune of 44 lakhs, the whole of this supplementary grant will be used up by that payment, The 
Hon’ble Minister has admitted that there is shortage of drugs in the several hospitals in the 
State and I wonder how she will be able to meet the demand for medicines, in the current year. 
Does the Medical Department propose to order for fresh supplies during the current year ? 
so, where is the amount for it? There are a number of hospitals without adequate stock of 
medicines and the Hon’ble Minister has admitted that fact. If that beso, would it not be 
proper that some amount is provided for in this demand for buying fresh stocks of medicines. 
‘Again my Hon'ble friend Mr. Sivarama Pillai has stated that if the liability was incurred during 
the past year and the information was available to the Treasury Benches, they ought to have 
placed the facts before the House at the time of the Budget. According to all known canons of 
finance this is a grave derilection of duty of the worst type. It is the duty of the Treasury 
Benches.to place the true facts before this House when they frame the Budget. 

In this connection [ would like to point out that in the Budget for 1125, the estimate 
under this item is 4 lakhs of rupees. No amount is given under the revised estimate for 1124 
or the actuals for 1123. “That is a very necessary information we are entitled to get it. The 
Hon’ble Minister with al} the responsibilities and facilities she has, is not able to give me the 
correct figures. ‘That information is very relevant to decide and debate this question. What is 
the actual expenditure incurred for the purchase of drugs during 11232 And what is the 
revised expenditure for the year | 124 > These relevant informations are being kept back and 
admissions are made which go militating against all procedure on financial demands. Even now, 
Sir, if the demand is passed, I should like to know how the present shortage of drugs in the 
Hospitals is going to be met ? ; 
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Sri. K. Sivarma Pillai: May I remind the Chief Minister that the object of the Supple- 


mentary Demand is for the payment of pending Bills? 
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Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: In view of the kind statement made by the Hon’ble Chief 
Minister, Sir, I am not proceeding further on the lines I have been pursuing. I am glad that 
the Government have realised the importance of timely and adequate supply of medicines to the 
various hospitals, Even in spite of some irregularities in the methods of doing things, I 
welcome the decision of Government to see that the hospitals are supplied adequately with 
medreine. 

Now, Sir, I would like to say something about the T.B, Sanatorium. Already there is 
under contingeney Rs. 37,500 for dieting charges to the hospital. And, now there is not suff- 
cient’ accommodation there and there is over-crowding of patients. Now, what I infer from the 
additional demand of Rs. 20,000 for dieting charges is that the Sanatorium is going to be more 
over-crowded. Even at present accommodation is very limited. Additional patients are being 
forced in like what was being done in the Trivandrum General Hospital, where the patients 
were accommodated on verandahs, This condition is prevailing in almost all the hospitals of 
the State. But the T.B. Sanatorium is a place where the patients are to-undergo long-term 
treatments and where special care is taken on their enviornment. So it would not be conducive 
to better treatment of the patients if the Sanatorium is allowed to be over crowded, The T.B. 
Sanatorium should not be run on the lings of the hospitals where acute cages are treated. It is 
a place where this fell disease is treated -by highly technical methods by specialists. The 
present equipment and accommodation are intended toa limited number of persons. If there 
is ademand for more accommodation we must erect more buildings and the tpresent over- 
crowding will make only the existing sanatorium insanitary, I would request the House to 
consider whether that kind of over-crowding ought to be done in a sanatorium. Ie is a place 
where treatment ought to be given with ample seen light and free air, The demand for 
Rs. 20,000 under dieting charges is against commonsense in the light of these factat By this 
we are not going to alleviate the suffering of the many afflicted by T.B., but we are the same 
time standing in the way of a few getting cured. It is one of the fundamental duties of a State 
to see to the health of the people especially in the treatment of such diseases like the tuber- 
culosis. If that beso, the Government benches ought to have come with demands for the 
establishment of more sanatoriums. This-kind of giving concessions and asking the hospital to 
take in more people when there is no accommodation is dangerous in the interests of the 
country, and it is dangerous in another way that it will lower down the efficiency of the institu- 
tion, The method of treatment itself will lose the confidence of the general public. Already 
the sanatorium has gained a certain amount of reputation. It has attracted people even from 
outside Travancore. So, Sir, we should not allow to make it insanitary and over-crowded so 
that the efficiency of the institution will be lowered. With these words I would invite the 
attention of the Hon’ble Members of this House to the importance of the question. 
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Syi.C. A. Ouseph: Sir, I support the motion of the Minister in Charge of Public 
Health. 
Sri, K. Sivarama Pillai: Even if there is no bill to be paid ?__ 

Sri. C. A. Ouseph: Even then I would support the motion. Sir, there is a cry recently 
heard that in Cochin, after the integration, the hospitals are not supplied with Stocks of medi- 
cine as they were before. 1 do not know whether it is true but it will be good if the Minister 
in Charge of Medicine sees that the necessary medicines are supplied in time to all these hospi- 
tals. In this connection I wou'd like to refer to a particular matter that is, centralisation as 
against de-centralisation in the system of supply. In Cochin State, years ago there was a 
system in vogue in which each hospital or dispensary placed orders with the supplying firms 
approved by the Government. Subsequently it was centralised. Now with the advent of this 
Union some practice has to be adopted, If the distribution is centralised, it would cartainly 
cause long delays for the medicines to reach the various hospitals in time. Therefore, what | 
suggest is that the Hon'ble Minister may take steps in proper time and place orders with the 
firms in time and see that they supplied first to the District Hospitals from where they may be 
distributed to other hospitals and dispensaries,, As far as my experience goes the centralised 
system has caused undue delay in the distribution of medicine to various hospitals and dispen- 
saries in the outlying parts of the State. . 

Sir, another matter which I want to bring to the attention of the Hon'ble Minister is re- 
garding B. C. G. vaccine injection. This has been going on for some time. And’ this is being 
carried against opposition. Even today the B. C. G. vaccination has not been, started in the- 
Cochin Disision of the Union. In Trivandrum it has been going on for some time now. 
I request that this B. C. G. vaccine injection should be introduced in Coehin as early as possible. 
The Children of Cochin need not wait till all the children of Travancore are vaccinated. Though 
we are far away from the capital, we are part of the state. The Cochin children also are the 
citizens of the future. So, considering that the future prosperity of the state depends on them 
they must be made immune from this fell disease. ” 

Sir, a word about the T, B. sanatorium. It is not 3 lakhs that has been spent on the 
Mulakunnathukavu sanatorium. Tho amount sanctioned was 8 lakhs. They must have spent 
about 5 or 6 lakhs by now. But there was some trouble with the contractors. hope that the 
Minister will take due interest and see that the sanatorium is opened as early as possible. 

Now, Sir, 1 would mention a word about the Mattanchery T. B. clinic. That is intended 
as a clinic and also for anti-tuberculosis work. I believe that they have spent already Re. 24 
lakhs and the work has been going on for three years. There is much more work to be done 
so far as this clinic is concerned, The kitchen work has not yet been started. Incurators have 
not been constructed. As Mattanshery is a very congested place a clinic of this kind could do 
very much. I would request the Hon’ble Minister to see that every thing that the clinic requires 
urgently may be supplied without delay. I am sure that the experiences and alertness of the 
Hon'ble Minister would be very helpfull in such matters. I hope that the Hon'ble Minister 
would display the same energy and enthusiasm as she has been showing in eradicating corru- 
ptien among the medical ranks in this state. I support the motion for the demand. 
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Ware". 

The House adjourned for lunch at I pm, and reassembled at 2 p.m. with Mr. Speaker 
(The Hon'ble Sri. T. M. Varghese) in the Chair. 
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The Hon’ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: Sir, I was indeed happy to hear the criticism 
levelled against the accounting system as well as the condition of the hospitals and medicines. 
I expected these criticisms so that we may know exactly where we stand. With regard to the 
accounting, the Chief Minister had given a clear statement on the point. The actuals of 1423 
are in the budget book itself. The bills for medicines purchased in 1124 arrived only in 1125 
when the amount granted for 1124 had already lapsed. So we have to pay from the amount 
granted in 1125 and having paid that, the amount granted for this year is not sufficient to buy 
medicines, There has been a rush of patients in the hospitals so much so that the provision 
for § months have run short even within six months. Under these conditions we were forced 
to come in for supplementary grant. I think the reasons are clear enough. 

Sri. K. K. Sivarama Pillai: What is the amount that was lapsed last year ? 

The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: It is clear from the budget—3 lakhs and odd. 
There has been criticisms about the T. B. disease in the United State. . 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Am I right in understanding that out of the provision for 
purchase of medicines in 1.124 an amount of not less than 3 lakhs lapsed ? 

The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: Exactly. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai :Am J to understand that in 1124 medicines were purchased 
only to the extent of one lakh of rupees ? 

The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: Accounts for 1124 have not been closed yet. Me~ 
dicines were purchased in 1124 but the bills in respect of them are arriving even now. It is 
very difficult therefore to give you the exact figure. When the accounts for 1124 have been closed 
I willbe very glad to place it before the House. ; 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Apart from the question of lapsing was not the Department 
at least aware that so many lakhs worth of medicines were purchased during 1124? 

. The Hon’ble Sry. Anni Mascarene: Orders were placed continuously and there was pro-_ 
viston for it, 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Was it without knowing the price that orders were placed > 

The Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: Yes, we know the price only after the bills have 
arrived. So the department was not in a position to know the prices exactly when orders 
were placed, 

With regard to the T. B. Hospital I wish to give some information to the Hon. members. 
AT. B, hospital is already under construction in the Cochin District at Mulakunnathukavu and 
I think compared with the T. B, hospitals in South India it is going to be one of the most 
humanitarian edifices | have ever come across. My predecessors have done their best to bring 
the building into completion but owing to certain technical difficulties of securing expert advice 
on sanitation and drainage, the completion had to be postponed. As soon as the integration took 
place the first step taken by this Government was to secure an expert advicer on the subject and 
now orders are placed and the work is getting completed. As soon as it is completed—and we: 
hope to complete it within a month or two—the rush in the southern hospital will become less 
and less and more beds would be provided in this new hospital. In Travancore and Cochin 
we have this disease in a very great degree compared to other places like Mysore and Ma- 
dras. There are in Travancore alone 30,000 T. B. patients and we were able to provide 
only one hospital in South Travancore with 500 beds. There is no over-crowding in that 
hospital as my esteemed friend has said. We have taken only as many patients as we can con- 
veniently take in and provide with food, medicine and shelter. There is a great complaint 
that T. B. patients are wandering about and Government should take note of it. Government 
have made every attempt to provide for this people. The greatest achievement of this 
Government is that it was able to secure a donation from the World Health Organisation offered 
to India to one rural dispensary in India. The World Health Organisation had provided for 
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three T. B. Clinics in cities and one in rural area, In Madras, Bombay and Delhi the city 
Clinics have been used and the rural dispensary was offered to any place in India worthy of it, 
It so happened that at that particular moment my presence there was very useful to the United 
State of Travancore and Cochin. Some of our friends in the World Health Organisation and 
some of our friends in the Public Health Department in the Central Government have helped 
us to secure this donation of one lakh of dollars set apart for a rural T. B, Clinic ‘in the whole 
of India. I may say Bengal was wanting it the Gujaret State was wanting it, in fact every 
State that had a T.B. population wanted to secure this donation. But the Public Health 
Director of the Central Government and one of the members of the World Health Organisation 
who happened to be a Travancorean (Dr. Benjamin) and myself put in our efforts and promised 
that we will conform to the conditions laid down by the World Health Organisation so that we 
may have that lakh of dollars for our State. That lakh of dollars means trained personnel, a 
radiography and equipment for a T. B. Clinic. provided we spent another five lakhs of rupees 
worth of buildings and personnel. I consulted my colleagues and they have agreed with me and 
we Can accept the offer. That is the biggest achievement of this Government to start a T, B. 
Clinic offered by the World Health Organisation in Travancore. In Cochin State we have the 

Molakunnathukavu hospital which is about to be completed and which can have at least 200 

people. We have at present 150 beds and if we can expand it by 2 or 3 buildings | think we 

can harbour atleast 500 people in the nearest future. This Government have done everything 
it can to secure medicines and treatment for T. B. patients and ] do not think there is any 
other State in the whole of India which has taken so much care for T. B. as the Travancore and 
Cochin State has done hitherto. 

Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: On page 173 of the Budget under 19 Medical-Hospitals 
and Dispensaries—Parchase of medicines, the amount budgetted was Rs, 33,76,540 and the 
revised Estimate is for Rs. 33,22,000 that means the amount lapsed is only Rs. 54,000. Isit 
correct? : . 
the, Hon'ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: 1 have said several times that 1124 accounts are 

not closed. 
Sri. P. S. Nataraja Pillai: About the amount lapsing to the tune of three lakhs may | 
’ take it that it is not correct? 
The Hon’ble Sry. Annie Mascarene: If the hon"ble member still insists I shall tell him 
that unless the 1124 accounts are closed [ cannot give a definite figure. 


The Mattanchery Clinic is also getting completed and as soon as itis completed we can 
harbour some T. B. patients there. This Government have done everything to re-organise the 
medical system and the re-organisation in under consideration and the District Medical Officer 
system is also under consideration, as my esteemed friend Mr. Ouseph had kindly suggested. 


Next is the B. C. G. vaccination. With regard to this I wish to submit to the hon’ble 
members that this is an attempt that has been adopted by Travancore and Cochin in the whole 
of India at first. We have started it and we have a Scandinavian team which has come to 
Trivandrum and are training up our men and women to give B.C. G. vaccination to children. 
Why we started with children is that they are the growing population and the disease should be 
nipped in the bud. This system is now working in Travancore and we are training about six 
more teams to work in the rest of Travancore and Cochin State. As soon as the training is 
complete the teams will be working and [ can assure the hon’ble members that the attempt to 
iP it in the bud is most successful in Travancore and Cochin compared to any other State in 

ndia. 

I thank the members who have made suggestions with regard to the improvement of 
hospitals and the distribution of the medicines. Lack of medicines has been very plain during 
the last few months owing to several difficulties which I had placed before the hon’ble members 
‘but the authorities are now taking all measures to rush medicines to all hospitals and dispensaries 
and lorries are now employed to take medicines quickly. We are trying to do our best and 
whatever suggestions hon’ble members will be pleased to give this Government will be very 
happy to adopt them. : . 

With these words I request that an amount of 4 lakhs and 22 thousand rupees may be 
granted, .

For the digestion of this tapioca some fat is required and I understand that fish is able to 
contribute that fat.

Then. regarding the transport of figh I have to say that the Government have taken up a very 
unhelpful attitude especially regarding the south. The District Magistrate of Trivandrum | 
understand has issued an order banning the cyclists to transport fish. By this method Ashes 
are easily and quickly transported from the coastal regions and they go far into the interior so 

. that people living far away from the sea are able to get them early in the morning so they can 
relish a good mid-day meal. At the same time these people who catch fish get a good price 
and sell it on the spot itself. So it is not only in the interest of fishermen, but in the interest 
of consumers also that this ban should be lifted soon.

The United State of Travancore and Cochin Administration and 
Application of Laws Bill . 


Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I believe that the substitution proposed by my 
friend Mr. Thomas is more in conSonance with constitutional law than the clause in the draft 
bill. In clause 3 it is stated that all references in any of the existing laws of Travancore to His 
Highness the Maharaja of Travancore or the Government or the Dewan or a Minister shall be 
construed as references to the Rajpramukh or the Government of the United State or the 
Minister concerned of the United State, as the case may be. In the place of the last three 
alternative. Mr. Thomas has proposed the term “Government of the United State’. This 
House is aware that the King in the English Constitution or the President in the 
Constitution of the United State of America is the supreme head of the Executive. 
He isthe fountain of justice and even according to the Ordinance that came into 
existence for the formation of the New State it is stated that the Rajpramukh will 
carry out the administration aided or advised by the Ministers. Therefore, for all juridical 
purposes the Rajprarmukh would include the Government as well as the Ministers. I do not 
want to indulge in the exposition of logic and in the connotation of terms. The term 
‘Rajpramukh’ for purposes of law would be the same as the Government of the United State. 
Everything done by the Minister is done for and on behalf of the Rajpramukh. When we define 
terms it is illogical for us to include all comprehensive terms as well as terms with restricted 
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meanings. In the practical applications also | do not see any of the defects pointed out by the 
Hon'ble Attorney General. The Attorney General is e very immaginative person ana he sees 
difficulties in the long run. He was not able to explain to the House even a single mstance 
where the present amendment would be embarrassing. My Learned Friend says that it is 
defined so in earlier statutes. In legal matters we do not follow what is called the a postolic 
succession of errors. It js for this House and for the efficient law department of the United 
State to correct whatever error that is found in the old records, At any rate to this House 
which consists of men of experience and learning, such explanations of some difficulty in the 
future do not at all appeal. I have no hesitation in supporting the amendment moved by 
Mr. Thomas. ; . 

Sri. C. A. Ouseph: The provision in the draft as well as the amendment is to some 
extent baffling. What would arise in future on particular occasions it is very difficult to foresee. 
The attempt of my friend Mr. Thomas is to_replace the word ‘Rajpramukh’ by the simple 
term ‘the Government of the United State’. That generally speaking appears to be satisfactory. 
But difficulties are likely to arise by the omission of other words. 1 cannot say definitely with- 
out reference to the particular occasions and settings under which these terms will have to be 
interpreted whether the amendment is sufficient. - 

For example, we find here references in many of the existing laws of Travancore as 
“His Highness the Maharaja of Travancore” for the “Maharaja” or the “‘Rajpramukh’’. Occa- 
sions may arise when “Maharaja” can be replaced by the “Rajpramukh”, ‘The amendment has 
one advantage: whether it is the Maharaja, the Minister, or the Dewan, in any capacity, they are 
all exercising some function of the Government. Therefore at the first look, one would be 
tempted to join with Mr. Thomas in his amendment. But I have my own doubts whether 
even this amendment would solve the difficulties. The proper thing will be to amend all the 
existing laws by bringing in proper amendments in regard to the words. The, question is 
whether we may use the words now adopted by the Select Committee or accept the amendment. 
If we accept the words in the amendment, difficulties might arise. Therefore, | support the 
bill as amended by the Select Committee and I would enjom on Mr. Thomas to find out 
appropriate words in the several laws in different and bring in suitable amendments which | 
would commend to the kind acceptance of the Government.

T. K. Narayana Pillai: Sir, the Select Committee has introduced 
certain changes in clauses 19 and 20; but no substantial changes have been brought about by 
the Committee, One change that they have made is that after clause 29 a new clause has been 
introduced. Therefore, I move that the Bill be taken into consideration with the changes that 
have been introduced by the Select Committee. . .

Sri D. Gnanasigamony : Sir, | move that in clause 6, the word “Ernakulam” may be 
deleted and the words “Capital of the United State” substituted. 

Sir, the location of the High Court at Ernakulam away from the Capital is an act of 
stupendous folly, At the very outset 1 wish to make it perfectly clear that I am not saying 
anything derogatory of Ernakulam or its importance. That is far from my purpose. All that 
I wish to say, on this amendment, Sir, is that so long as Trivandrum remains the Capital the 
High Court also should be located there. The matter will be different when this integrated 
State decides upon a future capital then it will be time enough to think of locating the High 
Court in the new capital, But so long this Government has decided to have Trivandrum as its 
Capital this kind of distribution of offices between towns is deplorable, and whetever might be 
the reason that Jed the Government to take this unfortunate decision and whatever might 
be the importance of Ernakulam, this is a matter in which the people hold this. Government 
guilty. Therefore, Sir, this is a matter which should not and ought not to be countenanced, 
lest it should become a great source of controversy and trouble in the future as well. 


’ Sir, I am not going into the unfortunate circumstances that led to the present location of 
the High Court at Ernakulam for the full detaile may never be known and the report of the 
Buch Committee is still in the hiding, but the indecent haste with which the decision was taken 
and, still more indecent haste with which the change was brought about does little credit to 
any Government which ‘calls itself a democratic Government. No town, apart from the 
Capital however important it might be can have such a claim and if such a claim. were to be 
countenanced, it would set a very bad and dangerous precedent, Then the claim of every 
town rust be recognised; and every town miust have a sharé in this tind of spoils.” “st 


T have a love for my own place but suppose, I desire to have the High Court and other 
‘offices located there to add to its impor.ance, I may be laughed at for possessing the parochial 
mentality to an excess degree. Similarly, it is Sir, Tom-Foolery to have located away from the 
Capital at Ernakulam. Sometime ago I read from “the Kerala Kaumudi” that the Quilon Town 
has now got a building ready for housing the High Court, so that now everyboody including this 
Government seems to think ‘that all that is now needed is a building to throw the High Court 
" into it. This is a situation to which the Government have brought the High Court, and its 
position has become worse than that of a temporary court, 
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Therefore it is, Sir, that ] usage that it is not the importance of the Town or other circum 
stances that has to be looked into—for that matter every town is important that day—but t ¢ 
suitability of the place and the convenience of those who are largely concerned in its work t at 
has to be looked into and in that view, Sir, no other place other than the Capital is best suite 


for the location of the High Court. 


Our short experience has shown that Ernakulam is thoroughly unsuited for the Union. High 
Court to be located there and from the point of view of those who are mainly concerned in 
in its work, it has raised problems of such stupendous magnitude never before dreamt of by 
this Government and the people affected still see no light of an early solution of these problems . 
which has resulted in the dislocation of their normal work in the High Court. ‘The manifold 
problems that have arisen now seen so stupendous that the consensus of opinion is that 
these problems can never be solved except by a shift back immediately to the Capital. 


Apart from this, it appears to me, Sir, that the former Cochin territory is now enjoying a 
preeminence out of all proposition to its size. It is not even as big as the Tamil areas in 
Travancore, and this location of the High Court at Ernakulam is unreasonable as it is unjust. 
And the practical possibility of turning Ernakulam into the Capital the rear capital of this nte- 
grated State are too remote, and this Government in its present position will not be abie . 
undertake such a task in view of its growing financial burdens, nor will Government of India 
countenance such a move. In these circumstances to think of a new capital even will be rather 
abornal and I very much wish this Government takes a lesson from the history of the Andrahas 
whose a claim to the city of Madras though desired by the report of the three-man-committee. 
Still persist in their demand for a position of the Madras city. Madras city is not even centrally 
located for the proposed Andra Province. The reason for such insistance is be practical impossi~ 
bility of building up a new capital and the complete dislocation of normal work following a large 
exodus of population leaving everything behind with no prospect whatever of having a new 
capital with equal convenience. So is the position of Ernakulam. _It appears to me that this 
Government in a moment of weakness brought upon itself and its people this Sorry State of 
affairs resulting in such needless exodus of population Jeaying everything behind and almost lead- 
ing the life of refugees in hotels and uninhabitable house paying exorbitant rent. Or how else 
could be explained that this civilised Government could bea party to the banning of a large 
section of the members of the learned profession from the Capital city with all attendant hard- 
ships? _Is this what a democratic Government ought to do for the public or expected to do for 
the public? The action of Government in this matter has caused untold hardship. One of my 
Hon'ble friends humourously remarked that it is separation of the judiciary from the executivel 
This looks like it! That is also something like the distribution of portfolio between the different 
towns in the State. Whatever that be, the transfer of the High Court to Ernakulam is an act 
stupendous folly and no time should be lost in bringing it back to the Capital. 1 was told that 
it wae shifted as a result of a political understanding between certain high placed individuals. of 
the erstwhile Governments, and asa sort of compensation to Cochin which may otherwise lose 
all importance. That was at a time when propoganda was carried on for the formation of a 
Kerala Province and Ernakulam was thought of as a possible Capital of the proposed Kerala 
Province. Now that has become a dead issue and on that simple ground the shifting of the 
High Court can be thought of forthwith. Proper thing has tobe done at the earlist moment. 
Under the circumstances I would appeal to the Government to decide that vexed problem as 
early a date as possible, lest it continue to be a live problem anda source of trouble in the 
future as well. Again Sir, there is very possibility that the High Court will be shifted from its 
present location. The Government may now hasten to deny the rumour even though it persistant 
and the position of the High Court has become worse than that of a temporary Court. From 
the point of view of cferks of the High Court, it has raised problems of a stupendous magnitude. 
None of the clerks are yet provided with lodgings and they are working and sleeping in the same 
room. Such is their hard lot. Their families are away in other places. It appears to me that 
none of these problems can be solved except by the action of Government in immediately shift- 
ing the High Court from Ernakulam to the Capital. 


___ Nothing but selfish consideration were at the bottom of the whole affair. Whatever that be, 
it is an act of stupendous folly, and no time must he lost to bring it back. 


With these words, I commend my amendment for the acceptance of this House, 
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Sri. C. A. Ouseph: I don’t want to say much in opposing the amendment. Nothing has 
been said by the mover of the amendment to support the position that the High Court ofa State 
should be in its capital. Trivandrum is the capital of the State and I think it is the capital 
because the Secretariat is there, Some may be tempted to say that Emmakulam is the capital of 
the State because the High Court is there, the harbour is there, and a very large income of the 
State comes through that part of the State. Whatever it is, what is the argument to establish 
that the High Court should be in the capital of the State? _Is there to be any day-to-day asso- 
ciation between the Government and the High Court sitting in the same place so that the admi- 
nistration may be carried on quickly, more efficiently and more to the satisfaction and the 
prosperity of the people? 1 do not think for a moment that the mover of this amendment will 
put it on that basis. Then, what is the necessity for the High Court to be in the capital and 
not anywhere else? The High Court is an institution to which the people at large have to resort 
_ to on occasions which may be most urgent. The location of the High Court in a place which is 
not the capital—would it in any way militate against the needs of those people who have to resort 
to that institution? If it is so, there would be some argument that the High Court should be in 
the capital. I did not hear the Hon’ble mover of this amendment say anything in support of 
that. Has it ever been laid down in any part of the world that the High Court should always be 
in the capital of the State? ; 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: © May I know whether it has been laid down in any part of 
the world that the High Court should not be in the capital of the State? 


Sri. C. A. Quseph: I shall enquire and find out. I said that I am not aware that it has 
been laid down anywhere, in any part of the world that the High Court should necessarily be in 
the capital of the State. If it has been laid down that it should be in the capital of the State 
and if J am satisfied that the reasons mentioned are valid, [ would support the mover. _I have 
not come across the reasons. The reasons were not stated. [am not at all influenced by the 
fanciful vituperative remarks made regarding Ernakulam. 

Sri. Eapen Axakkal: Can the Hon'ble Member give an: instance in which the High Court 
is placed outside the capital? . . 

Syj. C. A. Quseph: It was so in Mysore and also in the United Provinces. But we 
would need not be imitators of precedents. Let us deal with the problem asa practical question, 
Why should not the High Court be at Ernakulam? Is it because of practical difficulties? 


Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Yes. 


Sri. C. A. Ouseph: I wili deal with the practical difficulties. Is not Ernakulam more 
centrally situated in regard to the United State than Trivandrum? 1 wait for the answer. If 
Emakulam is more centrally situated, why should not the High Court be there? 


If that jis necessary there is absolutely no justification for this roping together of the High 
Court and the capital any necessity for roping together, 1 would like to get the reasons. 


Now, in regard to the remarks about the unsuitability of Ernakulam, I heard during the 
budget séssion—and there were many members who spoke~about the pros and cons for—Erna- 
kulam. But I have had the occasion to deal with Ernakulam, to practise at Ernakulam, to live 
at Emakulam off and on during the last 40 years. 


Sri. Mannar Gopalan Nair; Therefore, the hon’ble member has a special liking for 
Ernakulam ? ~ 

Sri. C. A. Guseph: [ama citizen of the United State and [ make no preference. | 
was in a responsible position when the decision to have the High Court at Ernakulam was come to. 
T would request the hon’ble members to respect for a while the decision once come to and 
approved by this House before casting gtones at that decission. If you find Ernakulam is 
unsuitable, take the High Court wherever you will. But has it become necessary ? It was said 
that there was no space at Ernakulam for the High Court. Go to the High Court Buildings and 
see. [here are large spaces there, unoccupied. [ am not speaking in a mood of tit for tat, We 
were told that the Secretariat here—the United State Secretariat—is so big that it can very easily 
accommodate the United Secretariat. But see what has happened. See also the Accountant 
General’s office being so urgently built up. In every place, when you put one and two together 
or two and one are brought together, there will be some difficulty for space. In Ernakulam, 
there is ample scope for extension. Ernakulam is not the small village of about 200 or 300 
acres, Ernakulam takes in Cochin; it takes in Alwaye; Edapally, and Trippunittura. Do not 
mistake Ernakulam for a little island or a small, shore near the lake. People may by tempted 
to see poetry in it but even those who don’t breathe poetry have found habitations there 
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might look into the sea and think that they 


bout with poetry in their mind 
Pe A ee ee iet ke kulam. you can find very good water, very 


will be drowned. But you must know that in Erna’ : 
good space, very good air and very good people. (Laughter). That.is Ernakularn. hi ; 

There is absolutely no need to remove the High Court from Ernakulam. omet ing was 
said about some statues standing there. The Ram Mohan Palace was built up for the stay o 
distinguished guests and for their tastes, some statues were put Up there. 

Sri. Mannar Gopalan Nair: Why can’t they be properly dressed 2 

Sri. C. A. Ouseph : _[, for one, would like them to be removed. I remember I had an 
occasion to speak about it when I was a Minister in Cochin to my Hon’ble colleague who vas, in 
charge to dress them that they may not offend any eye. They may be removed and I thin 
there will be nobody who will object to the removal if it is necessary. . 

Before closing I will say a word about Emakulam now that a member who was in the 
realm of poetry spoke of Ernakulam so slightingly. I have heard the late Mrs. Sarojini Naidu 
exclaim at Ernakulam “ This is the Venice of the East ”. 

Sri. Mannar Gopalan Nair: Are they not the words of a poet > 

Sri. C. A. Ouseph: No, a practical woman who held the reins as the Governor ofa 


Province, . . 
Sri. Mannar Gopalan Nair: Has it not been said about the Trivandrum High Court, 


Sir > 

My. Speaker: There is a rule that all questions should be addressed to the Speaker, 
The best way to do it is for the member to stand up and say “ Sir, a question’. Then if the 
member who speaks sits down, the question will be put. 

Sri. C.A. Ouseph: The President of the Indian Assembly, Sir Shanmukham Chetty 
said that “ Eynakulam is the queen of the Arabian Sea’, I have also heard Dr. Annie Besant 
extolling Ernakulam to the skies and lately our Raj Pramukh has said in the plainest possible 
language that there is no place in the South comparable to Ernakulam. Of course, Ido not 
~ depend upon the beauty of Ernakulam but I am answering the charges against Ernakulam. There 
is absolutely no reason to remove the High Court to any place from Ernakulam. A fresh air 
has begun react in the High Court since it was removed there. Two sets of advocates whose 
views were different have come together and they are sitting together and in course of time 
they will begin to think together and act together. If the Advocates’ Association has passed 
some resolution, it has its own background. I do not want to say anything about it. That 
was a repetition of the old resolution passed at Trivandrum and we know repetitions are 
condemned.

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: Sir, 1 would like to make a few observations about this 
amendment. My Hon. friend who resumed his seat just now and who opposed this amendment 
evidently must have been a student of logic hecause he was accusing the mover of the amend- 
ment that he did not advance any convincing reasons. in support of the amendment. And the 
only reason he advanced was the question of whether it has been laid down anywhere in the 
history or geography or any record in the world that the High Court of a State should be in the 
capital. When he was confronted with the counter-question whether it has been laid down 
anywhere that the High Court should not be in the capital of a State, his logic did not take him 
further. Therefore if that is the only argument that he has advanced, my submission is that 
he stands defeated by that one argument. If we look at the history of the world in the over~ 
whelming majority of cases the High Court is located in the capital of the State. There may be 
exception, Sir, look at the picture now, the integration and its results. We now boast to be 
citizens of the United State of Travancore and Cochin that has been integrated willingly or un- 
willingly by those who are in authority. When this question comes everyone is forgetting the 
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merits or demerits of the question and come forward to oppose or support the amendment from 
the particular view point whether he belongs to Cochin or Travancore. That is the kind of 
mentality which is being exhibited in this House when we boast of the benefit of integration, 
So what is the exact situation today, Let it be the High Court of Travancore or Cochin or let 
it be the United State High Court, it is at Ernakulam. I have no poetry, | am a man of no 
poetry. | ama man of the earth and I will put this question plainly ; which is more con- 
venient apart from all other considerations whether Ernakulam or Trivandrum. I expect a 
very honest reply from the members who have come here. Ernakulam High Court may be 
there or here; it may be the result of political arrangement or the result of some other arrange- 
ment but Icok at the simple question ‘which is more convenient for the location of the High 
Court’? If we are honest, if we can, forget for a moment that we belong to this part or that 
part of the Union the only answer is Trivandrum is more convenient, Tt is the only question 
and it is the only answer which must weigh with us in deciding this question whether the High 
Court should-be at Trivandrum or at Ernakulam. The amendment says “High Court may be 
at the capital of the State”. What exactly was in the minds of the promoters of this bill when 
they put down the clause “the High Court shall be at.Ernakulam” I do not know. 


Mr. Tyyu has been telling why should we not agitate for the merger of this Union with the 
neighbouring province of Madras and in that case we will have to go to Madras. If Madras is 
more convenient than Trivandrum and Ernakulam, why not choose Madras. Which is more 
convenient that is the question. Since we have not merged with Madras Mr. lyyu’s argument 
is today out of place. After the 26th January we do not know what may happen because there 
are some of the clauses in the Constitution Clause 230 I believe—by which the Supreme Court 
may Change the jurisdiction of any High Court. Even the Madras High Court may be asked to 
extend its jurisdiction so that the Union territory may also be covered by that or the United 
State High Court may be asked to extend its jurisdiction to Tinnevelly and Coimbatore. That 
is the position in which we find after the 26th of January. If that be the position there is no 
meaning in saying that the High Court in a central place. Another argument advanced by. 
my friend is that Ernakulam is the Centre of the State. Is it the centre according to geography? 
We know we have got about 30 taluks and Cochin only 6 taluks and Ernakulam is in Cochin, 
Therefore how ‘can Ernakulam be the centre of the United State of Travancore and Cochin. 
My friend was trying to impress upon us that Ernakulam is not Ernakulam alone but Ernakulam 
plus something, Ernakulam means Cochin. Now we can say Trivandrum is not Trivandrum 
alone but Tinnevelly and Coimbatore. But what is the argument, Sir, I ask. I fail to find any 
argument. We can include Alwaye within Ernakulam. Alright shift the High Court to Alwaye, 
it will be more convenient. I have no quarrel with Ernakulam nor have I any particular liking 
for Trivandrum. Let the High Court be at Trivandrum or at Ernakulam or at Quilon but 
which is more corivenient for everyone concerned that is the only issue here. 1 have nothing to 
say about the Ernakulam people or Sir Shunmughom Chetty’s remark. I have seen the Erna- 
kulam park. Ernakulam ts very beautiful for a particular night but after day break what is the 
situation? We are concerned with that, Sir. (Laughter) Anyhow when this amendment was 
moved, everyone seems to get poetry, Sir. (Renewed laughter). My point is about the resolu- 
tion passed by the Ernakulam Advocates’ Association. My friend wants somehow to discount 
the value of this resolution. I can only sympathise with my hon’ble friend who wants to dis- 
count the value of such a resolution. Now, | ask this question, if the Erakulam Advocates’ 
Association passed a resolution stating that Ernakulam is unsuited to the location of ihe High 
Court, are we more competent to say from the litigants’ pot of view, or from the point of view 
of judicial administration so far as the Ernakulam High Court is concerned, than the Advocates’ 
Association at Ernakulam > We are more or less a political body. This decision was taken on a 
political ground. Therefore, I urge here that public policy alone is not involved in shifting the 
High Court to Ernakulam. If you do not attach any value to the resolution passed by the Advocate 
Association, then it shows that this Government is impervious to public opinion. There is also the 
possibility of Mi. Kelappan’s Aikya Keralam coming into being or merger taking place according 
tous. In either case the High Court has to go from Ernakulam. We do not know what will 
happen after the 26th January 1950. It is likely that the jurisdiction of the Madras High Court 
is extended or the jurisdiction of the Ernakulam High Court extended in some other District. 
One thing is certain. Ernakulam may be the Venice of the West Coast. It is a very busy 

place, That is why it is chosen as the future Naval base of India. That decision has been 
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taken though I am very sorry to say that it has been challenged by Mr. P. Govinda Menon a 
few days back in a Press interview. Such interviews are very common as soon as a Minister 
arrives from Delhi, What I wish to point out is that these decisions are taken not after ascer- 
taining our views. We know how matters relating to Copra and Pepper were decided. Vice 
Admiral Parry has stated that the Government of India have decided to make Ernakulam and 
Cochin a Naval hase. The Hon'ble Members will realise what extent of land is required for 
aNaval base. Therefore, the High Court must be shifted from Ernakulam. Practically half 
the area of Cochin will be absorbed in the new Naval base. If that be so we will be asked to 
shift the High Court. Till that order comes should we wait? Why should we put the poor 
people and the staff of the High Court and all others concerned into this inconvenience? We 
have to look upon the question from all these aspects. It does not matter whether the High 
Court is at Ernakulam or Trivandrum. But what does matter is the consideration which of 
these places will be more conventent. You cannot on a fine morning declare Ernakulam or 
Alwaye to be the capital of the State. Some friends of ours has declared one fine morning that 
Aikya Keralam has taken shape and Alwaye willbe the Capital. Such things cannot however 
be easily translated into action. It is just a Mid Summer Night’s dream for many of our 
political carreerists. These matters should not be looked from a political point of view but only 
from a Judicial point of view. We must have some convincing reason, to take a decision. If 
there is difference of opinion we must follow public opinion. The public opinion expressed by 
the Advocates who have the right to express that opinion in this matter, has to be taken note 
of. If we slight them, they are also likely to slight us. Let us decide things on its merits. It 
is not a question whether Ernakulam is a happy place or not to locate the High Court today. 
People from Cochin have stated to me that Trivandrum is 25 times better than Ernakulam to 
live in, We get plenty of vegetables, very good water and comparatively we have got a better 
climate. Jf that be so that is the only criterion for deciding this question. If Trivandrum is 
more suited for locating the High Court, let us not stand’ on our prestige. My humble sub- 
mission before this House is not to look at this question with any prejudice or parochial 
bias, Let us for the time being have the High Court at Trivandrum since that is more 
convenient. 
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{Sri. Kalathil Velayudhan Nair] 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Sir, I have been listening with interest to the passionate 
speeches made on behalf of Ernakulam as well as those on bzhalf of Trivandrum. Sir, my 
predilections naturally would be in favour of Trivandrum, Yet we could see that this is a 
matter which has provoked great feelings on either side. I am one of those who always believe 
in the expediency of things. It is very clear that our Ministerial Moses went on horse to the 
matket and purchased gilt spectac'es in this matter. 1 would certainly congratulate Mr, Panam- 
pilli who did a good thing to his State. I think that the opposite side would have done well, 
if they had engaged me to advocate their cause. I could not be so enthusiastic ia compliment- 
ing my friend the former Hon'ble Minister. Anyway, it was not a good bargain nor did his 
colleagues acquit themselves well. 

Sir, I also wish to refer to the very fine speeches'made under strets of passion on the floor 
of this House regarding this matter. I fcumd my Hon'ble friend Mr. Ouseph Waxing poctic 
and soaring high, singing the beauties of Ernakulam. It brought about really a poetic atmos- 
phere. Sir, | could also appreciate the hectic K.P., not to speak of my good neighbour 
Mr. Gopalan Nayar, whose denunciations of Emakulam were a little embarrassing even to me 
who. was a resident of Ernakulam for a few months, I could appreciate Mr. Ouseph who rather 
made it a right case for Cochin and at the same time stated that by comparison Trivandrum 
and Ernakulam were poles apart. But I believe that he has initially committed a mistake. But 
after a good deal of impartial thinking about that I have come to the conclusion that it is unwise 
to reopen the issue at the present moment, because the feelings aroused here were mostly sec- 
tional feelings and 1 found none who could dispassionately and in a detached way view things, 
I have been resident of Trivandrum for a very long time, and certain'y | would like to continue 
here as a lawyer. {n the same way Mr. Ouseph, his children and grand children would like to 
continue in Ernakulam. Is it wise after all to prop this question in the initial stage of the union 
as a matter for quarrel soon after coming into the common House. Therefore, on grounds of 
statecraft and expediency, [ would appeal to the House not to divide 0” this issus. Each section 
in this House remains unconvinced by the arguments of the other. We do not want to show 
to the world that there are some people showing signs of restiveness when they are not actually 
so and who want to show illwill when they do not feel illwill to any onc. Now, therefore let 
us rot be misunderstood that we are attempting to keep all best things for Trivandrum: So, 
on grounds of state-craft exped'ency, and wisdom let. us only talk in administrative matt.rs 
keeping in view the larger interests of the United State of Travancore and Cochin.

The present policy of the Government to assist only those libraries which come up to 
certain standards of efficiency must now be changed. The maxim should be “‘assist the libraries 
and improve them ‘and not’ assist only good libraries’’. . 

. The number of libraries to receive assistance and the amount of grant should be greatly 
increased, 

The grant must be paid monthly or quarterly and the present system of annual payment 
must be put a stop to. os . 

A regular system of inspection should be instituted and the grant to those libraries which 
do not function properly may be cancelled on the report of the inspecting authority, 
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For the present the All Travancore Library Association must be invested with the neces- 
sary authority to conduct these inspections and the Government should call for their report with 
regard to the working of libraries receiving grant. 

The grant paid to the All Travancore Library Association must be increased to enable them 
to appoint trained hands to conduct the inspection work. 

The Government should set apart 25 per cent of the total grant amount for the purchase 
of books and donate these books to the various libraries on the advice of the All Travancore 
Library Association. 

The All Travancore Library Association must be asked to ascertain the book needs of the 
various libraries and select the necessary books for each of them, 

The Government should recognise a central library in each Taluk to co-ordinate the various 
village libraries and pay them a higher grant to make them more useful to the village insti- 
tutions. . 
A few thousands of reading rooms have to come into existence. Government should fix a 
period of 3 years within which this target has to be attained. 

The All Travancore Library Association with its scope of activities extended to the Cochin 
area thereby becoming the Travancore Cochin Library Association will be entrusted with the 
work of organising and developing the Library movement in the United State. 

There should be some broad classification of libraries. 

25 per cent of the grant may be distributed in the shape of books selected by the Library 
Association in consultation with the Unit Hbraries who should submit their list of books need- 
ed for the year before the end of Makaram every year. 

The large amounts spent upon the present rural libraries attached to Primary Schools and 
the Libraries attached to the Village Uplift centres in Travancore may be diverted to the general 
scheme in view and the stock of books. etc. may be handed over to the neighbouring Library in 
consultation with the Library Association. 

The Unit Libraries and the Reading Rooms should be asked to submit their bills through 
the Association who may make suitable recommendations in each case. All correspondence 
between these units and the Government should also pass through the Central Office of the 
Association, :

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: We can appreciate the sentiments expressed by the learned 
mover of this resolution and also we may not find any difficulty in making that resolution 
acceptable to the House. But, Sir, the responsibility is mainly on the head of the Education 
Minister. Whether it is possible for him to put into action this resolution, if it is accepted by 
the House, without in any way impairing the efficiency of tuition in the schools, is the question. 

The resolution, as it is, would cover the students in a variety of schools and all varieties 
of colleges also. That may include primary schools, and again, primary schools are also of two 
varieties one set of schools which are not surrendered and the other set which are surrendered, 
In the case of surrendered primary schools, where the shift system is prevailing, by which tuition 
commences at 10 o'clock and ends at 12 noon for a particular set, the morning session, with an 
interval of one hour, and from I to 5 p. m. for the evening set of students. _ Then the question 
arises—how is it possible for the Minister of Education to see that the portions to be taught to 
the students are covered if this resolution is given effect to? That is to say, one hour is lost to 
every school. From a calculation, we sce that out of [80 days for a school year, you lose nearly 
36 days. How to make up for this 36 days and how to make up the tuition imparted to the 
students during these days? This is a very important question, . 

Sri. K. R. Elankath: How is it 36 days? 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: It is a simple question of mathematics. I presume that the 
hon’ble member knows that in one year, the number of school days is 180. So, at the rate of 
five hours which are set apart for teaching, every day, it becomes 1805%12 which comes to 





36 days. Thatis simple mathematics. ({nterruption). That is a point which I wanted to 
place for the consideration of the Education Minister. So 
Sahib Bahadur A. Abdul Razaak: May I know whether the hon’ble member opposes 
or supports the resolution? : 
Mr. Deputy Speaker: The hon’ble member has not yielded. : 
Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: So I say, without making the students suffer, if it i 
possible to give effect to this resolution, by all means we support the resolution. The resolution 
is acceptable. And we do not oppose it. That is my position. ; 

. Then again, Sir, I am led to think that but for the’ efficacy of congregational prayer or 
worship, I do not know whether there are any other cogent grounds in support of this resolution. 
I may bring to the notice of this House—I do not oppose the resolution in any way but am giving 
only certain practical aspects that if this resolution is given effect to, would affect the student 
population as a whole. That is a point which I want to stress now. We know the-conditions 
in the Union where in almost every school—perhaps there may be some exceptioris— 
the Muslim students are in a very small minority. Sometimes it may be only one 
to two per cent. There may not be 5 percent caes at all, Therefore, according to the 
resolution, we have given two hours interval during Friday and for the sake of half a 
dozen students, 600 students will have to be made to idle about the schools, For, you cannot 
expect all these 600 students to go home for their noon meals and return. It is not possible. 
The-majority are starving within the premises of the school. Therefore, for the sake of respec- 
ting the religious sentiments of half a dozen students, is It good to throw out, practically, of 
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employment, these 600 students for two hours; and, we know, without any work, if these students 
are let loose, certain mischievous elements among them may also be a source of trouble. For the 
sake of just half adozen people in every school, is it reasonable to causeinconvenience to 600 
students, is the next question. . ; 

Then I want to stress the other point, namely, the efficiency of congregational prayer oy 
worship. I can give instances of schools, There is the Ollur School, the Vanchiyoor Kulam 
school, the Peroorkada school and the Sastamangalam school and so on. I may bring to the 
notice of this House whether there is a mosque anywhere near these schools within aradius of three 
or four miles. Therefore, if congregational prayer on Friday is indispensable, where will even 
these half a dozen students go? [am not saying that even then, there may be some who will 
not very much mind walking two or three miles away to find a mosque where they can pray. 

Sahib Bahadur A. Abdul Razaak: May [ suggest to the hon’ble member that congrega- 
tional prayer Is to be offered within the compound of the.... 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: | Not all members can stand simultaneously, —_I am not an 
expert in these matters. That is one aspect of this resolution which I am developing. There- 
fore, | most humbly and with great sympathy, place this suggestion for the consideration of this 
House. If there are half a dozen students in a particular school, there is no mosque or anyother 
convenient place for congregational prayer, if there are half a dozen students, there must neces- 
sarily be a Muslim house somewhere near the school in which case, why not this prayer be 
arranged in that Muslim house without inconveniencing the 600 students of the house? That 
is one aspect. 1 am not an authority on Muslim religion or Koran. I admit that. Therefore, 
if lam confronted with questions based on the teaching of Mohammed or the Koran, I am no- 
where. As a practical man, I am placing before this House for its consideration, the practical 

difficulties that will face us if this resolution is given effect to, _If these difficulties are theye, I 
again ask, whether this resolution should be accepted and acted upon as it is and whether there 
can be any other way. “ : 

In this connection, ] want again to place or shift the burden on the head of the Education 
Minister. What is the system obtaining elsewhere in India? Sometimes, we are guided by the 
arrangements made in the Madras Presidency. Should we not follow them? These are some 
aspects of the question which I wanted to place here for a dispassionate criticism by the Members 
of this House because I found this resolution was being discussed on the basis that there was no 
one to oppose or that there was no one to present before the House the other side of the picture. 

I then come to the last and the controversial ‘point. In the case of primary schools-let alone 
the colleges-where you find small urchins, boys and girls of less than 8 or 9 years of age, should 
they all at that premature age, be inflicted with the ideas of God who is unknown even to many 
learned men? When you set apart two hours on Friday saying that those two hours are for ~ 
prayer, how can a small boy, who does not know anything about God, about the efficiency of 
prayer and whether the prayer would ultimately yield anything, whether there is any necessity 
for prayer or whether there is any necessity of knowing God for the practical purpose of this world 
and for his useful life-be aware of these things? From the very beginning, he is, against his 
wishes, compelled to pick up something which may or not be useful to him. By knowing God, 
it may not solve any of the problems, Therefore, should we inflict this compulsory course of 
understanding God by asking him to pray even when he is at an immature stage of his life? That 
is.the question. Why not we leave God to men who can know God, who can know something 
about God, who can know something about the value of prayer and who has learned something 
about the way how to approach God? Without these, why should these small boys and girls, 
from the very beginning, be subject to this course? : 

We do not oppose. the resolution. _It is acceptable to us. If itis acceptable to the Education 
Minister, if he can, without making tuition inefficient, if he can, with remaining days, cover up 
the portions to be taught to the students, if he can make some adjustment, “‘all right; well and 
good; do it the resolution, stands accepted by us”. 

Sri. K. K. Chellappan Pillai: The hon’ble member has proceeded on the assumption 
that one hour on each school-day is devoted to prayer and so, may I correct that mistake? 
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Sri. Eapen Arakkal: Sir, can I move a closure, 
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Sri. Eapen Arakkal: Sir, I move for a-closure. 
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Sahib Bahadur A. Abdul Razaak: May I suggest that 10 more minutes may be allowed

Resolution regarding minimising caste and communal differences 
Sri. N. Daniel Jose: Mr. Speaker, this is the resolution that I seek to place before 
the House for their earnest consideration. With a few corrections it reads: 

“This Assembly of the United State of Travancore and Cochin recommends to 
Government that steps should be taken to minimise caste and communal differences and 
competition through the formulation of a common civil law, the promotion’ of inter- 
marriages and the adoption of such other measures as may the most speedily bring about 
the end in view.” : 
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Sri. N. Daniel Jese: I regret my inability to speak in that language and therefore 
I apologise to the hon’ble member. Sir, J am moving this resolution on a day which has 
been made important by the martyrdom of that sage and saint, the architect of our freedom, 
Mahatma Gandhi, The ideas embodied in the resolution have been inculcated into our 
minds by him for a long time 
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Sri. N. Daniel Jose: Sir, Mahatma Gandhi stood for a casteless and classless society. 
So did great men in Travancore and other parts of India in recent times. Sri Narayana Guru, 
C. F. Andrews are all great personages who stood for this ideal. 

Sahib Bahadur A. Abdul Razaak: May I enquire whether Gandhi did not preach 
Varnashramadarma? 


Sri. N. Daniel Jose: As far as [ understand Mahatma Gandhi stood for a castless and 
classless society. Sri Narayana Guru preached the same ideal, C.F. Andrews practised and 
preached the same ideal before the people. He was the living embodiment of such an ideal if I 
could say so. Tilak; while alive, preached his 18 point programme in furtherance of the ideal 
embodied in the resolution placed before the House. He wanted to eradicate communal evil 
on the lines of those programmes. Wherever there appears an Indian he should be of this view 
was the principle underlying it. Jt may be asked by the hon’ble members what the Government 
can do in respect of this matter. I say, these are times when the Government should move 
ahead of the times. Old times are all gone by, when the Government should keep company 
with reactionary opinion, Time is come for Government to keep pace with progressive opinion 
if not to go-ahead of it. That will be clear from the promulgation of the Temple Entry Procla- 
mation and the Social Disabilities Removal Act passed in this State. They are land-marks to 
be cited in this connection. The State should actively interfere and step into the field of social 
reform, .

Sri. N. Daniel Jose: [ do not understand how the hon’ble member is interested in mein 
that connection. 

I was at the pomt that the State should see that such social legislation is passed in the 
legislature and duly implemented so that a new society may be fashioned out. We are after 
all in a secular State. The secular democracy is helpful in that line of thinking. It would 
mean that a citizen places his citizenship, his nationality above all other considerations as far as 
his political and social implications are concerned. I would just quote what Dr. Ambedker 
has said in the Central Assembly in support of such a measure: 

“On January 26 we are going to enter into a life of contradictions. In politics we will 
have equality and in social and economic life we will have inequality. We must remove this 
contradiction at the earliest possible moment, or else those who suffer from inequality will 
blow up the structure of political democracy which this Assembly. has so Jaboriously built up. 
How can people, divided into several thousands of castes, be a nation? These castes are anti- 
national in the first place because they bring about separation in social life. They are anti- 
national also because they generate jealousy and antipathy between caste and caste. But we 
must overcome all these difficulties if we wish to become a nation in reality. For fraternity can 
be a fact only when there is a nation without fraternity and equality, liberty will be no deeper 
than a coat of paint,......’ etc, 
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(ine Sr. N. ‘aniel Jose: While moving this resolution I did not visualise that I would be the 
target of many matrimonial proposals. However, 1 do not wish to dilate on that. We have 
formed a secular State. Insuch a state citizenship and nationhood must take precedence over 
communal and religious considerations. So in this resolution I would make it plain that it is 
not only caste and communal differences but include religious differences as well. We are 
moving in a state of affairs in this country where communalism has become a predominant 
factor, That would not be over-stating the case. Thatis the case everywhere, not only in 
Travancore but in the wider India as well. If we want to build a true secular State, democractic 
State, a State on stable foundations, I plead that the considerations referred to in the resolution 
must be wiped out. No less a person than the D.C.C. President recently stated about it in 
emphatic terms, He stated how much communalism was present in this State of ours. He even 
pointed out, in cases where there are dereliction of duty by officers in this respect, they should 
be enquired into, Such is the way in which communalism is reared up in this land. Recently 
the Chief Minister also said that if we go on at this rate, if communalism remains unchecked in 
this State, it would bring about untold disaster. ; 
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Sri. N. Daniel Jose: I may be allowed to continue, not that [ have any objection to 
answer. Whatever they have can be said in their speeches. The Chief Minister also pointed 
out that if communalism goes on unchecked, he would not be surprised to witness the reputition 
of what happened in North India-in connection with a-similar matter here also. Communalism 
will exist as long as there are separate communal identities. It is a kind of irrational disease 
of the mind brought up asa result of the social structure prevailing in the country. The system 
of separate identification of communities must be wiped out and a state of affairs has come 
now to put an end to that. So [ suggest that as long as there are separate communities there 
is bound to be communalism. The issue of communal justice will be referred to often. It has 
often arisen in this House as to how many there are of this community and that in Government 
departments and so on. That demand will continue to be pouring in as long as that communal 
statement remains. Unless you wipe away communal identities, it is impossible to eradicate 
such questions. There are certain factors keeping community and community apart. 

I put in civil law, because as compared with penal law, as compared with criminal law, it 
is one and the same for all communities and castes. I ask, Sir, why should not civil law, why 
should not personal law, why should not they be one and the same for all communities > Today 
these are some of the factors that divide community and community apart. The Hindus are 
governed by the Mithakshara Law, another section of the Hindus are governed by. Dayabhaga 
law. The Ezhavas are governed by their own law, the Christians by the Christian Act, and the 
Muhammadans by the personal law. I ask, Sir, if there is a will on the part of the Legislature 
and of the people of the country that all these personal laws should be unified, should be 
simplified, so that they can all be treated equally, it will be good. 

There has been a considerable amount of opinion generated in this House on the question 
of marriage. After all, marriage was the most important issue now. .1 put in marriage because 
I wanted to stress a particular fact, an injustice which is prevailing in this country for a very 
long time. Now, if any member rises up and says that a member of a particular community 
should marry the member of another community, if he says that law should be social and to 
compel one community man to marry from another community, then there is liable to“be a good 
deal of protest, and rightly so. But I must remind those members that there was a time before 
the passing of the Civil Marriage Act. when persons were compelled on such a very personal 
issue as marriage. People were compelled to marry from one particular community. I feel that 
if law is one and the same, I will not say that law is the only dividing factor. - I only plead that 
is one of the dividing factors, dividing out social life, building narrow domestic walls 
all around. : 

Today, as long as there is this distinction of community and community, there are bound 
to be communal organizations. As long as there are communal organizations, there are bound 
to be speeches and counter-speeches, statements and counter-statements. There is bound to be 
that poison of commanalism injected into the bedy politic and the Government, and the country 
cannot progress satisfactorily, oe : 
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Sri. N. Daniel Jose: 1 mean by ‘caste and communal differences’ —If I understand the 


meaning of the words fully,—I should say L include in those castes and communal differences, 
those differences created by religion also. 
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Sri. N. Daniel Jose: Yes, Sir. That is what 1 mean. That would apply equally to all 
citizens. of the State—a civil law that will apply equally just as criminal law in the State applies 
equally to all citizens. 

Sri. K. P. Nilakanta Pillai: May I know, Sir, whether the hon’ble member has any 
objection to include the word “religious” between “‘caste and communal”? 

Sri. N. Daniel Jose: I have absolutely no objection in using that word. I thought that 
communal differences should include religious differences also, because in north India, when 
there is that conflict between Muslims and Hindus, we call that only comrmzumal difierences, or 
communal fights, even though it is based on religious differences. ! knew that there would be 
a number of suggestions if the hon’ble members will see that this state of affairs in our 
country is not allowed to continue, to see that communalism is checked as speedily as possible. 


I put it, “such other measures as may most speedily bring about the end in view,” because 
I think there should be sufficient education in the country. There should be sufficient 
propaganda and publicity for this. The Government should see that all things that do keep 
community and community apart are abolished. In talking about this question of personal 
laws, the question may be asked also, how can the Government promote inter-marriages ? 
I confess, | also admit, that it will not be possible for the State to promote inter-marriages to 
any sufficient extent. It should come from the people; from the society. But the Government 
can do.one thing. It can encourage those people who are sufficiently progressive enough, to 
undertake that by providing them with sufficient consideration in the public service. That is all 
I mean. The essential purpose of my argument, the essential idea underlying my resolution, is that 
we should build one India, we should build one State, we should build'a State in which citizenship 
will not conflict with ideas of religion. Recently in this session, it was pointed out that when we 
come to such a state of affairs it will be possible for people of different religions to live together in 
the same household as it is obtaining in China, I am visualising that happy state of affairs when 
religion will only be a personal matter. | am visualizing such a state of affairs when the father 
can be a Mussalman, the son a Hindu and the daughter a Christian, and in that jomt responsi- 
bility, in their responsibility to the State and to the country, they will consider themselves above 
all these religions In moving this resolution before the House, I thought that it would be 
a good occasien to the leaders of opinion in this House and for the Government to issue a 
ringing call to the people of this country to shed communalism in whatever form it is seen. 
I thought in this resolution we would be shaping the public opinion in this country and also 
that it should be giving an expression of that voice from the hearts of our people, that would 
create a state in which communalism and religion will not divide man and man, that religion 
will only be a personal matter and citizenship, above all things, nationality, will weigh with 
them as far as political and social aspects are concerned. With these words, Sir, | commend 
this resolution to this House for discussion and for its ultimate acceptance also. 
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Sri. P. Balakrishnan Thampi: Sir, I have great pleasure in supporting my bachelor 
friend's motion. J do not stand any risk of any matrimonial offer being made. (Interruption) 
Therefore, I am safe-grounded. 

Sir, by supporting this resolution I am giving the support of a generation that is passing 
away. This resolution was moved by a very enthusiastic friend of the younger generation, 
I can remember atime about 20 or 30 years ago when it was considered very valiant on the 
part of my hon’ble friend Mr. Kesavan and myself to go round a temple road in Central 
Travancore. Much water has flown under the bridge since then. After 15th August 1947, 
we are facing a new set up in the whole of India and I am im full sympathy with the spirit and 
the letter of the resolution moved by my hon’ble friend. I am also in fullest agreement with 
the elequent words uttered by my friend Mr. C. Narayana Pillai. Certainly the picture does 
not seem to be so dark as he said. Communal differences and communal bitterness | have seen 
very little in the country. I have seen a little round this Council Chamber, a little round 
hews-paper offices and possibly around the public service. As one who has daily come into 
contact with different classes of people, especially the lower middle class and poor class, I know 
that almost every other man who talks about’. community does not believe so. Not even the 
professedly communal people who talk with fire about communal things, I do not think, will be 
foolish enough to believe what he preaches. For some temporary advantages, for canvassing 
votes for some candidates or some such purposes, this expedient of appealing to communal 
affiliation is resorted to. Except for this, P have seen no religious bitterness in the country. 
Even among those who have been fighting regarding some religious matters in courts, 1 have 
met both parties and they approach it as they approach a shop for any purchases, There is 
very little bitterness. It is true that they fight it out in law courts, but all the same there is the 
inborn commonsense of the Indian or the citizen of the Union, he does not believe in it. 
He is being exaggerated, I do not say for political purposes, but for certain temporary 
purposes. Therefore, Mr. Narayana Pillai is correct that this movement for the abolition 
of all these differences would give an impetus if Government stiffly refuse to recognise 
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
